Tho By-laws fixiag the Warden's salary at 
$100 and appointing auditors and High School 
trustees were reafla third time, passed and 
numbered, 

Mr Pearce moved that a Committees con- 
sisting of the Wardon, the Treasurer, and 
Messra. White, Wilmot, Ashley, Gilmour, 
O’Flynn and Pearce be appointed to confer 
with the County Registrar, and come to an 
uoderatanding with him with respect to the 
amount due him by the County.—Carried. 


WAYS AND MEANS, 


The Committee on Ways and Means re- 
sumed, 

Mr. Ashley moved that $25 per annum 
each be grantel to the County Surveyor and 
Road Superintendent for the purpose of de- 
fraying expenses of stationery, postage, &¢.— 
Carried. 

Mr. Venklesk moved, seconded by Mr. 
Caskey, that the sum of $100 asked for the 
purpose of hauling gravel oa a road in Madoc 
be grante.1.—Carried. 

The appropriation of $100 in favor of a road 
in Wicklow was, on motion, granted, 

The sum of $40 for repairing the bridge 
over Chrysle:’s Creek was, on motion, grant- 
ed. ; 

The sum of $100 for the purpose ef repair- 
ing a road leading from Stirling to the Cosnty 
gravel pit was, on motion, granted, 

The Committee rose and reported. —Adopt- 
ed. 

Mr. White asked the Warden on what 
grounds he had ruled him (Mr. White) out of 
order yesterday, 

The Warden said he would not entertain 
the subject now. Mr. White should have 
appealed to the « ouncil against bis ruling 
whon it was made. 

Mr, White said he was firmly of opinion 
that the ruling which had been made against 
him was unjust. 

Mr. Wilmot moved, ’seconded by Mr. Rose, 
that the County Surveyor be instructed to 
confer with the Grand ‘Trunk Railway Solici- 
tor, witha view to securing the widening of 
the railway bridge near Wm. Donnelly’s, and 
the approaches leading to it, said bridge be- 
ing much too narrow for public convenience. 
—Carried. 

Mr. Gilmour moved, seconded by Mr, Hag- 
gerty, that the Treasorer furnish a full state- 
ment with respeot,to the Sinking Fund at the 
next meeting of the Council, 

Mr. Haggerty said this rootion was caused 
by the unsatisfactory report submitted by the 
Treasurer at this meeting. ‘the Treasurer 
was not to blame for this, as he was merely 
carrying out the terms of the resolution re- 
quiring the statement from him, he 

Mr, Ashley said that though the Sinking 
fund had beon misappropriated in past years, 
since the present Treasurer camo into office 
no moneys of that fund had been expended 
except for the purposes for which they were 
levied. 4 

The motion was carried. 

The Treasurer submitted the following 
statement of the cost of printing and adver- 
tising for the past three years :—

Mr, Shea said the reason why he asked for 
the return was that he wished to learnifa 
fair price waa paid for the County printing. 
Ho bolieved that the printing should be let 
out by tender in order to secure the lowest 
rates. Newspaper offic-s throughout the 
County should have a chance to tender. 

Mr. White said all newspaper offices of the 
County did not stand on the same level, nor 
should they all bo equally favdred. The 
Belleville papers should haye the preference, 
inasmuch as they sen’ reporters to report the 
proceedings of the Council, which the other 
nowspapera of the County did not do, He 
thought it would not be fair to put the Belle- 
ville papers on the same level as the local 
County papers, if the former offices did 
work at a reasonable rate they should have 
tho preference as regards printing and adver- 
tisoments. 

Mr, Sheasaid tho Belleville papers consult- 
ed their own interests; not those of the Qoun- 
ty, in publishing reports of Oouncil meeting. 

Mr. Gordon said that if advertisoments 
were put in the Trenton papers the people of 
his township would know no more about them 
than if they had been inserted in s paper pub- 
lished in the moon. 

Mr. Anderson said it was absurd to put 
advertisoments in papers which are never read 
except by a very limited number of readers.

House anpSxuor Burnep.—Between land 
2o'clock this morning the small grocery-store 
owned by Mr, Pat. Tansey on the cast sido 
of the Oanifton Road, near the railway 
crossing, caught fire from a defective stove- 
pipe, and the flamos spread so rapidly that 
the inmates of the house - Mr. Tansey, his 
daughter, and a boy—barely had time to 
escape from their beds into the open air, 
The alarm was sounded, andin a very short 
time No, 2 engine was on its way to the 
fire, followed closely by No. 1. No, 2 ar- 
rived first, and got to work promptly, but 
the fire had obtained too great a headway, 
and as it was uscless to attempt to save the 
burning building, the firemen transferred 
their efforts to two adjoining buildisgs, 
which had caught fire, and which they suc- 
ceeded in saving. Mr. Tansey’s house 
was almost completely destroyed, 
nothing} being left of it but two 
or three mall outbuildings. All 
the furniture in che house, with the 
excoption of a few trifling articles, was lost. 
Mr. Tansey estimates his loas at over $3,- 
000, upon which he says ho holds an insur- 
ance of $2,000 in the London and Liverpool 
and Globe Company. This is the third 
time he has been burnt out of the same 
property—the firat time being about 18 
years ayo, and the second time 10 years ago. 
Mr, Tansey says the conduct of the mem- 
bers of No. 2 Company deserves tho great- 
est praise, every one of them working nobly. 
When No. 1 engine arrived, the only avail- 
able plase where water could bo obtained 
was already monopolized by No. 2, so the 
former engine, after remaining a few min- 
utes, was brought back to town. 


Rattway Constavction,—Our neighbors 
are very activa ia the construction of railways, 
During 1880, 7,207 miles wore built, a portion 
in almost every State, including 1,632 miles 
in tho territories. This makes a total of nearly 
95,000 milea ; an enormous power for the 
transportation of merchandise, 


Rartway Accripent.—On the 3lst ult. 
asthe morning express on the Northcru 
Railway, going north was rounding the 
curve at Lundy’s Mills, two miles from 
Newmarket, a rail spread, letting the two 
passenger coaches down on the ties, on 
which they were dragged for about 100 
yards, when they rolled down a ten feet 
embankment, killing one man and severely 
injuring anumber of others. The name of 
the man killled was Thomas Fulford,cattle 
dealer, Toronto. Among those most 
seriously injured wers Mr. Tennant, lum- 
ber merchant, of Toronto, who was cut 
about the head and face; Mr. Walker, a 
traveller for a Montreal house, who, also 
had his face Jacerated ; and Miss Emma 
Bingham, of Bradford, sister of W. R. 
Binghamof the American Hotel Toronto, who 
was badly bruised about the head and body. 
Mr. Hoynes, of Selina, Kansas, received a 
very severe blow in the side. Mr. 
Fulford had probably jumped from the 
train and been struck by one of the wheels, 
asthe gentleman who sat beside him said 
that when the train first left the track Mr. 
Fulford rushed out ofthecar, The back 
of hishead was smashed in und his face 
badly cut. He must have been killed 
instantly. The gentleman who sat beside 
him was uninjured, and had Mr. Fulford 
remained in his seat it ia probable that he 
would have escaped unhurt.

Garfield expects Conkling to be 
satistied with the same policy now. it is no 
secret that Robert Lincoln of Chicago, son of 
the great President, will have a Cabinet posi- 
tion, It is believed his selectio. will be very 
gratifying to Grant, and peculiarly gratifying 
to Logan, who does not himself desire a 
Cabinet place. Garfield is likely to prefer an 
eastern man for the iaterior department, He 
hopes to produce a salutary impression on the 
South in other ways, as by his selection 
of men of high character for prominent Fed- 
eral offices in the South, and by legislation 
looking to the welfare of the South He will 
insist on recognizing equal political rights 
everywhere, He will favor the revision of the 
tariff in the interest of home industry, im- 
portant international improvements and cheap 
internal communication, In regard to the 
revision of foreign trade, Blaine, in a recent 
reply to Beck, spoke of the policy of Garfield, 
which is for liberal judicious subsidies to 
ocean steamer lines.

Harry Deval.

The Cost to brance of the German 
War. 


In the second of & series of papers which 
he is contributing to the Yeonomiste Francaise 
on the cost of the Franco-German war to 
France, -M. de Foville inquires into ‘the loss 
of populstion caused by the conflict, exclusive 
of that due to the cession of Alsace-Lorraine. 
The German direct loss he puts at—killed on 
the field, 18,673; died from wounds, 11,516); 
died of disease, 12,301 ; missing, 4,009 ; total, 
46,499, The wounded amounted to 127,867. 
On the French side he estimates the loss dar- 
ing the war at 119,806 ; died in Germaay, 
17,240; in Switzerland, 1,701; in Belgium, 
124; total dead from all causes, 138,871. Tho 
wounded are estimated at 148,066, It will be 
borne in mind that the French Goveroment 
has never published. official lists on these 
subjects, and that ‘consequently these 
figures are Only approximately correct, but 
they are founded on the inquiries of Colonel 
Pierron, Professor) of the Military Art at 
the Superior School of War. M. de Fo: 
ville, however, thinks that in certain’ parr 
ticulars the Oolonel has underestimated ; 
and he would himself put the loss in, round 
numbers at 150,000, reckoning therein the 
loases on both sides of ‘the mmunjst in, 
surrection— that is, the total loas of ‘armed 
men from Jnly, 1870,0to Jane 1871.

Home Rule ‘Obstructionists. 


Forty two Hours without a Break. 
Lonpon, Feb. 1, 

Tho struggle over the Coercion bill began 
again last night in the House of Commons. 
Mr. Gladstone announced at the opening 
ot the debate that it was the desire of the 
Government to take a division on the first 
reading in last night's sitting,. even it they 
sat till morning. Tho Premior’s challenge 
was immediately accepted, and Mr, Parnell 
rose, and in a cool manner asked if the 
Government would not postpone the second 
reading until the returns of agrarian crimes 
for the past fortnight were laid ‘on the 
table. Mr. Gladstone replied that he 
would goon with the bill from day to day, 
Orders had already been issued by the Lib- 
oral whips for the members and Ministers 
to attend in relays for an all-nizht session, 
and similar orders were atonce issued to 
the Irish members to prepare for the. con- 
flict. They wore divided into two relays,in 
order thatthey might be able to continue the 
debate to any required length, and orders 
were given to oppose any progress being 
made with the bill after one o'clock. In 
anticipation of the all night sitting, several 
members telegraphed to their families not 
to expect them before this afternoon. Tn 
reply to one of these telegrams, the newly- 
married wife of an honorable member drove 
down to the House to ascertain whether a 
joke was not being played upon her, - The 
news of the coming conflict spread rapidly 
through the metropolis, and after the din- 
ner hour the House was besieged with fash- 
ionable ladies and distinguished strangers 
anxious to witness an ‘‘ Irish row.” The 
Irish. party decided to confine themselves 
to pure and simple obstruction during the 
night, and it was expected that affairs 
would remain at the same point as before. 
The Parnellites expected to have consider- 
able Kadical support. 


Lonpon, Feb. 2, 6:30 a, m. 

All former obstructive sessions, gauged 
by the time they occupied, sink into com- 
parative significance before the struggle 
inaugurated by Mr, Forster's endeavor to 
bring in a coercion bill. At midnight the 
debate had lasted for thorty-two hours. 
On neither side had there been the slight- 
est flinching, and though hints and sag. 
gestions of compromise have been occasion- 
ally thrown out, they were not seriously 
intended. The real question which the 
Irish party have to solve is how to waste 
the time of the Houseand to keep up a 
decent appearance of debate, and as they 
receive yery little assistance from the Eng~ 
lish members, even in the shape of Opposi- 
tion, the task isa heayy one. The con- 
test is not. even enlivened by any particu- 
larly bridliant passage of wit. The general 
condition of the parliamentary mind is 
morose, atd it would be difficult to imagine 
anything more dullor uninteresting than the 
sullen debate carried on with pertinacity, 
but without enthusiasm by the Irish mem- 
bers. This however does not appear to be 
the opinion of the general public, who 
crowd the halls or corridors or eagerly seek 
admission to the galleries. Among the 
Peers who were present as spectators to- 
night were the Duko of Oambridge, Lord 
Kenmare, Lork Oork, Earl Spencer, and 
Lord Beaconsfield, who watched the pro- 
gress of the contest with ovident interest. 
The power of construction developed by 
the Irish durlng tho present session has 
taken the Government somewhat by sur- 
prise. It was hoped that by keeping the 
English members from intervening in the 
debate the Parnellites would soon exhaust 
their right of speaking. In order to meet 
this danger the obstructives have adopted a 
system of tactics which will enable them, 
shouldthey resolve on pushing matters 
to extremities, to prolong the present 
session until Sunday next, if not be- 
yond. Each member has the rightto speak 
on the main question, and to move. and 
second an adjournment of the debate and 
an adjournment of the House. Owing to 
a strict ruling of the Speaker the Irish 
members find it difficult to speak at length 
on the motions to adjourn. In order to 
prevent too frequent divisions a member is 
selected every five or six hours, who speaks 
At length on the main question, as does the 
seconder of the motion, and then others 
speak in support of it. In this way fre- 
quent divisions ure avoided. In the first 
twenty-four hours only four Irish members 
exhausted their right to move an adjourn- 
ment. At this rate the debate might be 
maintained for another week if the . physi- 
cal strain were not too great. Inthe early 
morning hours considerable pressure was 
put on the Deputy Speaker by the Con- 
servatives to individually suspend the 


Irish members, on the ground that 
their persistent resistance amounted 
to obstruction. Dr. Playfair, how- 


ever, continued to act with impartiality, 
refusing to strain the rules of the House. 
At 1 o’clock Mr. W. H. Smith, ex-Lord of 
the Admiralty, interrapted Mr. Parnell, and 
invited Dr. Playfair to rule him out of 
order. Dr. Playfair sustained Mr, Parnell, 
whereupon the Oonservatives left their 
seats en masse and marched out of the 
House ina body, This demonstration was 
an orgavized protest against the license of 
debate accorded the Irish party. It is also 
supposed to foreshadow the refusal on the 
art of the Conservatives to sanction the 
‘ oloture,” on the ground that the House 
has sufficient power to deal with obstruo- 
tion if the rules be vigorously applied. 
Mr. Bright announced that the House 
would be asked to adopt the ‘* oloture,’’ 
and expressed a hope that the Goyernmont 
would receive thé Unanimous support of the 
House, About{2{o'clock an unpleasant inci- 
dent occurred on the floor of the Houso 
which camo near producing a personal oolli- 
sion, Mr. Millbank, an English Liboral, croas- 
ed the floor of the House and called Mr. Big- 
gar ‘an infernal scundrol.” Mr. Millbank 
is ovor six foot, Mr. Biggar not much over 
five. Mr. McQoan replied witha ‘ tu 
quoque,” and was with difficulty restrain- 
ed from striking Mr. Millbank. Friends 
intervened, and tho attention of the Chair 
having been called to tho matter, Mr, Mill- 
bank was compolled to apologiso, Tho 
House was much excited. After this in- 
cident the passion of tho membera somo- 
what cooled, and the proceedings assumed 
a somohat orderly charactor.

A Century of Life, 


Interview with an Old Lady who 
bas seen the Snows ofa 
Hundred Winters,

man, When a man reaches his sovontioth 

oar, however, the chances are in favur of hia 
living on till eighty or over, if bis constitution 
is reasonably sound, But thore are fow that 
have vitality enough toonable them tose their 
ninotioth year, and when an individual com- 
pletes his or her hundroith year, it is almost 
worthy to be regarded asa phenomenon. Such 
an individual mast always bo an objoct of in- 
terest, and whenit came to the cara of an 
INTELLIGENCER roportor, yosterday, that there 
was an old lady living near tho G.'C.R, Station 
who was said to be a centedsarian, ho deter- 
mined to visit her immediately, in order to 
learn whatever facts he could about ber for 
the benefit of our readers. 

This old lady's namo is Mrs, Millie VanCott,

and sho lives in asmall frame house on 
Mey ra St. with her daughte,r a widow lady 
named Mra, Coutts. Tho reporter was gra- 
oiously received by Mrs, Coutts, and as soon 
as he had explained theobject of his visit 
she said that there was nothing in the way of 


his having on interviow with her methor ; 
and going into small inuor room she present 
ly returned with the old lady, who walked 
without any support, hough shoe appeared very 
feeble, 

Many and various were the thoughts that 
thronged the brain of the reporter as he gazed 
upon this relic of the last ceotury. Here was 
aliviog haman® being who was alive|while 
the war betwoen England and the Amerioan 
Colonies was yet raging; who was a girl of 
eight years whenthe Freoch Revolution was 
ushered into history by the attack on the 
Bastille; who, if she had livedin England in- 
stead of Amorica, and had moved in literary 
and Court circles, might easily remember 
Burke, and Sheridan,and Fox, and Chatham, 
and Cowper, andgEdward Gibbon, and Adam 
Smith,and Sir Joshua Reynolds,and (if she bad 
a very good memory) even Dr. Johnson; who 
was born before Byron and Keats and Shelley ; 
at whose birth Napoleon Bonaparte was a sick- 
ly nine year old child in theschool at Brienne; 
who was a woman when Robert Burvs died, 
and when Macaulay was boro, and might 
easi'y have dandled Thomas Carlyle in hor 
arms; who was a matured woman when 
Trafalgar was fought, and old enough to be a 
grandmother when the Second Empire re- 
ceived itsdeath blow at Waterloo; who was 
quite an elderly person when the first riilway 
was laid down, when the firat Reform Bill pass- 
ed the English Parliament, when the electric 
telegraph and lucifer matches were inyented; 
—in fact,ore who was a century old. 

Mrs. VanCott came forward and seated her- 
self on a chair near the stove, and crouchiog 
over the fire remarked that she was yc ry cold, 
and didn't beli-ve she could ever get warm. 
She is a very emall woman, probably not more 
than 4 ft 6 or 7 inches in height, avdis ako 
extremely thio, almost emaciated. Her head, 
which was covered with a clean white cap, is 
nearly bald; her face is, of course, very 
much wrinkled and has the appearauce of 
old parchment ; her teeth being all gone, ber 
cheeks and lips have fallen in, and it appears 
rather diffivult for her to articulate. She is 
hard of hearing, but retains her eyesight in a 
remarkable degree, She lost and recovered her 
eyesight twice, so Mrs, Coutts informed the 
reporter, and up to last summer could read 
quite easily without the aid of glasses, She 
has now yiven up reading much, but can still 
do sewing with ut using her glasses. Although 
she moves about the house quite freely (indeed 
she attributed the cold which she said sho 
was suffering from to baving gone outdoors 
for a pail of water without having taken the 
precaution to cover herself properly), Mrs. 
Coutts says that for about a year past sbe has 
not done much work, but spends the most of 
her time in bed. However, she still insists on 
being allowed to wash dishes and perform 
other easy houschold duties. Her memory is 
weak, andshe is at times rather childish, 
but sbe is remarkably%quick at arriving at an 
estimate cf a person’s character, or divining 
his motives, and her judgmonts are generally 
pretty correct and nearly always shrowd. 
Her eyes are yet young, and her glance has 
all the keepness that it probably ever had. 

The reporter found it rather difficult to ex- 
tract from her any recollections of her carly 
life—partly because her memory was very 
poor, partly on account of the difficulty in 
making her hear, and pa:tly because ber mind 
was absorbed in the idea that rhe was very, 
very col |, and wanted to get warm. How- 
ever, some facts were oxtracted from her, and 
Mrs. Coutts supplied several othere, which 
we will give’ as concisely as possible Misa. 
VanCott’s maiden name was Laurance Hee 
father camo over to this couctry from Con- 
necticut, U. S. A., while Mrs. VanCott was 
a small child, and settled on a farm on the 
Kingston Road near the Herchimer estate, 
He was probablya U. E. Loyalirt, though 
Mrs, Van. was not certsin as to this The 
family were evidently in very c mfortable 
circumstances ia Connecticut and were cer- 
tainly respectable. Indeed, Mrs VanCott 
became quite animated when speaking about 
her ail “My grandfather,” sail she, 
‘was a rich man—a ery rich man. He had 
more gold in a bag than he could lift.” She 
said who coult remember coming to this 
country, ‘‘lcan remember the tall ships,” 
she said, ‘‘and all the bustle and worry, but 
I was very young at that time, All I romem= 
ber about my childhood is that I used to 
jump off and o. the fences like a squirrel. 
Oh, I was smart and active then.” Her 
father remained on his farm until he died 30 
years ago, when he was considerably over 90 
ted, of aye. Ile was a preacher as well ayo 
armer, being astrict Baptist, and ueed to 
travel sround the country on preaching tours 
Mrs. VanCott has one brother living in Sidney 
township—who is about 80 yearsold (no 
of Mrs. VanCott's sisters-in-law (herself a 
blocming ycung daine’of eomo 80 summers) 
declares that she is8102; but Mrs. VanCott, 
being as sensitive on tne subject of her age as 
most ladies are, saya it iv not so, and that she 
is only a hundred years old, her birthday be- 
ing in December, 

After having thanked Mre. Coutts for her 
kindness in introducing her mother, and hay- 
ing received a patriarchal blessing from the 
old lady, the reporter withdrew—his last 
glimpse of the centenarian showing her 
crouched over the stove, rubbiog her hands 
slowly touether, and mumbling that she 
coull not get warm—though, it may be said, 
the temperature of the ropu) was about 80°.

‘The Protestant Rector of Brookeborough, 
Rev. Mr. Furlong, is being ‘‘Boycotted” by 
the landlords for bein aoleusing supporter, 
in the North of Ireland, of the Land League, 


A counter Sonibinatiod of house-owners in 
Waterford have evicted fifty householders for 
non-payment «f debt who had endeavored to 
force their landlords to take Griffith’s valua- 
tion, 

It has been generally made known that, 
on the departure of the troops from Lough 
Mask, the Land League swooped down upon 
the house and farm of Captain Boycott, and 
levelled all with the ground. 


The Property Defence Association recently 
formed in Dublin appointed a standing com- 
mittee to receive information trom all persons 
injured or molested by the action of the Land 
League, and to give them assistance, 


Two farmers have been arrested upon the 
charge of firing at the police near Castletown, 
and at the magistorial investi,ation it was in- 
sinuated that the polico were implicated in 
the numerous outrages in that district, 


It is understood that the decision of the 
Secretary of State for War not to call ont 
Irish Militia this year will extend to all the 
regiments.

The most humorous of ‘' boycotting” yot 
heard of is in the case of an undertaker in the 
county of Down, who hus been ‘‘boycotted”

Nine hundred men assombled at Milltown 
on Jan. 3rd to rebuild houses of evicted ten- 
ants, and to divide some farms among thom.

The number of pupils in attendance dur- 
ing the year was 281, of whom 162 were 
They were sup- 
ported as follows: By parents or friends, 
27; by the Ontario Government, as or- 
phans, 13; admitted free, under amended 
by-laws, 241, The Educational Depart- 
ment isin a most satisfactory condition. 
Tho teachers are all thoroughly capable, 
and understand the complicated natures of 
tho children committed to their care. 
Everything in this department is working 
systematically and harmoniously. During 
the year anumber of changes have been 
made in the system of instruction, which, 
it is hoped, will render it more otfective, 
The chief text-books used are ; Arithmetic, 
MoLollan’s and Kirkland & Scott's ; Geo- 
graphy, Lovell’s; History, Ooleman’s 
(Canadian) and Edith Thompson's (Eng- 
lish) ; Writing, Beatty’s Copy Books, The 
other text-books and aids to teaching are: 
Peet's Language Lessons, Peet's Scripture 
Lessons, Keep's Story Book, Keep'’s and 
Swinton’s Language Lessons, Oliver & 
Boyd's Object-Lesson Oards, Latham’s 
Reader, and Picture Books, The progress 
of the classes in articulation and lip-reading, 
under the tuition of Mr. J. H. Brown, has 
been very satisfactory. During the year 
33 pupils were taught for three-quarters of 
an hour each day. At the close of the 
term in June Mr, R. J. Wallbridge resign- 
ed his position as teacher, and 
the vacancy was filled by the appointment 
of Miss Templeton.

\Three Valuable Mines in Ma- | 
doc Changed Hands. 


The most extensive and important salo of 
mining property, probably, which has ovor | 
| taken place in this county has just boon 
completed, the bargain having been closed 
| yesterday. Tho Oambria Iron Works of 
| Johnstown Pa., represented by Mr. Elder, 
| Solioltor of the Company, and the South 
Bothlohem Iron Works, Pa., represented 
by Mr. J. D, Broadhead, President and 
Solicitor of the Company, purchased from 
Messrs Lonstorf and Mans, Negauneo, 
Mich,and Messrs Mitchell & Coo.of Madoo, 
the Dufferin and Nelson mines, Tho exact 
price paid for the property cannot be defi- 
nitely ascertained, but it was in the neigh- 
borhood of 860,000. The purchasors first 
obtained a deod of the property from the 
Ontario Mining Company,which is compos- 
ed of the four gontlomon named, and after- 
wards a deed from the four individually in 
confirmation of the first dood. 

Menara. Elder and Broadhead, on behalf 
of their respective companies, also purchas- 
ed from Messrs, Wm. Coo, Arthur W. 
Coe, and John P. Mitcholl, their interest 
in the residue of the term of the lease of 
the Wallbridge Hematite Mine (13 years) 
The price paid for this wax $20,000. 

Tho two companies are to operate these 
threo mines together, the Cambria Works 
being reprosented by Mr, J. B. Morell,wud 
the South Bethlehem by Mr. Daniel J, 
Linderman. They are both well known 
as being among the wealthiest and most 
enterprising corporations engaged in the 
iron industry in the United States, and it 
may safely bosaidthatthe great purchase 
just completed by them will prove an cra 
in the history of mining in this county. 
Thoy assert that this year they will get out 
270,000 tons of ore, and in two or three 
yoars, when they will haye all the required 
machinery in operation, they confidently 
anticipate that the yield from these mines 
will be 700,000 tons.

As faras can be learned there are 202 
deaf mutes in the Province between the 
ages of 4 and 20 who have never attended 
any school for mutes, and who cannot 
be educated in the common schools of the 
country. 

During the year the pupils have en joyed 
general good health, and altogether the In- 
stitution is thought to be in a most aatisfac- 
tory sanitary condition. 

PHYSICIAN S REPORT. 


Dr. Hope, physician of the Institution, 
reports that 369 persons, including em- 
ployees and their families, came under his 
professional care during the year.

A Strange Disease, 

A BOY IN PENNSYLVANIA BLEEDING FROM 
HIS NOSE, GUMS, THROAT, SKIN AND 
INTESTINES. 

OARBONDALE, Pa., Feb. 1.—James Vail, 
fifteen years old, residing atthe cornor of 
Bolmunt and Park streets, while snowbal- 
ling with some playmates a few days ago, was 
struck squarely on the nose,causing a bleed- 
ing which filled both nostrils, and it was 
with great difficulty that it was stopped. 
The day following it started again, and the 
family physician was called. The boy had 
already lost a quart of blood,and the doctor 
could only succeed in arresting the flow by 
plugging the boy’s nose, which was effect- 
ive foratime, A few days later tho bleed- 
ing commenced anew, and it was several 
hours before it could be checked. Tho 
parents of tho boy wero greatly alarmed, 
| believing that the case was hopeless. The 
flow of blood was also accompanied by 
bleeding from the gums, throat and bowels. 
Small blood-vessels under the skin have be- 
come dissolved, and strange looking spots 
are formed npon the body by the deposit 
of blood. Tho case puzzles the physicians 
in this vicinity. It is called purpura hem- 
orrhoyica, and is the first case of the kind 
on record in this section of the country.

The Dairymen’s Cony ention, 
Disposal of the Yinal Business and 
Adjournment. 


ineucer, 


Stratyorp, Feb, 4.—The Dairymen’s Con- 
Vention opened to-day at 9 a.m. “The attend- 
ance is about the Kamo ay yesterday,and great 
interestis still shown. Professor Arnold 
opened the mecting with his address on 
“Curing Cheese.” He spoke at length on the 
subject, describing the metho neceas ary to 
cure the article, and to make it saleable and 
wholesome, He condemned the idea of using 
skimmed milk or ingredients, which he said 
tendered to injure the quality and render the 
cheese untit for market. “He described sev- 
eral chemical processes he had experimented 
with to test the qualities of milk. His speech 
Was very interesting, and discussion was in- 
vited, which invitation Was responded to quite 
briskly. His remarks were good, and much 
information was gained. 

Mr. J. T. Brill, of Guelph, then took the 
floor, ani spoke on ereameries as compared 
with cheese factories, This gentleman spoke 
ot the butter industry, claiming that there 
was more to be made from creameties than 
cheese factortes, if dairymen would only take 
the matter in hand. He gave figures showing 
what he know was realized from butter com- 
pared with cheese. He rather advocated the 
skimmed milk cheese, stating by way of illus- 
tration what he had realized from skimmed 
milk cheese, His remarks were lengthy, and 
a hot discussion followed, 

The question drawer was opened, and mach 
vory useful information was gained by the 
auswers given by gentlemen connected with 
the Association to the questions propounded. 
Several geatlemen then spoke on diferent 
subjects, especially to the cheese makers, 
warning them to be very careful in the manu- 
facture of cheese, how to treat curds, &o., 
ao. 

The miscellaneous business was then taken 
up and disposed of. The Committee on Nom- 
inations reported the following offidera nomi- 
nated, and their report, on motion, was adopt- 
ed :—President, E. Caswell; lst Vice-Presi- 
jent, Joh Wheaton'; 2nd Vice-President, B, 
Hopkins ; Distriot No. 7 John Steiner, Ham- 
burg ; District No, 8,_A. Speirs, Caisterville ; 
District No. 9, D. Morton, Ratho; District 
No. 10, John MoMillan, Seaforth ; District No. 
1l, Thomas Ballantyne, Stratford ; District 
No, 12, W. Thomson, Arkona; District No. 
13, ©. R. Perkins, Barrie. Auditors, J. J. 
Scarff, Woo4stock ; W. Watson, Falkirk. 

A vote of thanks was tendered the visitors, 
the officers of the Association, the town of 
Stratford for the use of the hall, Rev. W. F. 
Clarke, Professor Brown, the Liberal Club,and 
the Montreal Telegraph Company, for their 
services 

The meeting adjourned at 2 p.m., sine die. 


Midiand and Grand Junction. 


From the following report of the pro- 
ceedings in the Railway Committee of the 
Ontario Legislature, it will be seen that 
the Grand Junction have failed to get 
running powers over the Midland south of 
Orillia, at least so far as the Committee is 
concerned ;— 

The Midland Railway Bill was taken 


up. 

Mr. Bickford repeated his objections of 
the previous day claiming that the Midland 
were bound to giye running powers to the 
Grand Junction. They ale asked for the 
extensionvrom Omemee to Peterboro’ in 
order to defeat the Grand Junction scheme 
for a road from the St. Lawrence to the 
waters of Georgian Bay. 

The Chairman explained that as the 
Midland Railway had refused the money 
grant made by Order in Council on con- 
dition of according running powers to 
other lines, they could uot be held to that 
condition. 

An amendment based on Mr. Bickford’s 
objections was lost, 

The third section, authorizing the con- 
struction of branches to mines, mills, and 
factories within twelve miles of the line 
was withdrawn, and other sections, 

The seventh section, authorizing the 
building of the road to Sault Ste. Marie, 
haying been reached, 

The Chairman said that this was so im- 
portant a juncture in the railway history of 
the country that it was proposed to allow 
the company to build the line from the 
French River to the Sault, dispensing with 
the usual formalities of notices, &, The 
territory was unsettled, so that no one’s 
rights would be interfered with. 

Mr, Oasselaspoke strongly in fevor of 
the section, saying that as by the present 
arrangements for the construction of the 
Canada Pacific the interests of Ontario had 
been ignored, and the Province left entire- 
ly on one side, it was urgent that railway 
communication should he pushed torward 
to the Sault as rapidly as possible, 

Several members urged that the matter 
should stand over until next week,in order 
that the public and other companies whose 
interests might be affected should have an 
opportunity of considering it. 

The further consideration of the Bill was 
acoordingly postponed until Thursday 
next. 

The Oommittee then sdjourned until 
Monday at 11a. m.

Market Fees. 


What may be termed a general movement 
amongst the agricultural community, al- 
though a few counties and some of the mi- 
nor municipalities have refused to join in 
it, has act in against the collection of mar- 
ket foes and tolls in such places as have 
established public markets fer the barter 
and sale of farm produce, &c. This move- 
ment originated, or at all events first found 
public expression in Ontario, in a bill which 
was introduced in the Legislature last year, 
proposing the abolition of market fees. It 
was not passed into law, but was postponed 
for further consideration, and the result 
has been that the Government haye prom- 
ised a measure on the subject. The result 
of the mention of this fact in the speech 
from the throne has been that in all parts 
of the Province petitions havo been largely 
signed for the abolition of market fees, and 
the Legislature has been fleoded with doc- 
uments of that description and purport. 
What the effect of this wholesale petition- 
ing upon the Government may be, it is 
impossible tu say, but Mr. Mowat and his 
colleagues should bear in mind that proba 
bly not one-eighth of the petitioners are di- 
rectly interested in the matter of market 
fees, many thousands of them residing so 
far from places where markets are estab- 
lished that they never visit such places,ex- 
cept perhaps to purchase goods in the stores. 

The question isone that deserves the 
most careful consideration, as itis of much 
importance not only to the municipalities 
which have provided market accommo- 
dation for farmers aud impose fees for the 
use of the same, but to the persons who 
frequent those places for the purpose of 
selling. If the farmers were deprived of a 
place for meeting buyers, which the sbo- 
lition of fees and the consequent closing of 
market houses and squares would yery pro- 
bably result in, they would lose the benefit 
of competition and so realize smaller prices 
for their wares. Besides, they would thus 
be compelled to drive about from house to 
house seeking purchasers, which would 
entail great discomfort alike in summer and 
in winter, and we have no doubt they 
would be heavy losers, beyond the amount 
of their market fees, in the long run.

“Oloture” and its Application. 


The protracted debate on the coercion 
bill was brought toa close in the British 
Parliament by the application of the * clo- 
ture’ or the previous question. In the 
Congress of the United States this motion 
is not debatable or susceptible of amend- 
ment. If it be decided in the aflirmative 
the main question must be immediately 
put, unless a motion to adjourn or to table 
be made. In the English Parliament ifa 
motion for ‘‘cloture” prevails it cuts off 
debate and makes necessary the immediate 
putting of the main question. The New 

fork Herald giyes the following interesting 
information concerning the “‘cloture” in the 
various countries of Europe : 

‘In Austro-Hungary the president of 
the Reichstag may put a motion to close 
the debate to the voteat any time, anda 
simple majority suffices to carry it, that 
each party for and against the proposition 
under discussion shal! choose one member 
to make a final speech. The president 
may silence a speaker for repeated diver- 
gence from the question, or for an offence 
against morality or propriety of law. 
In the Hungarian Parliament there is 
no cloture. In Belgium the cloture may 
be demanded by five members in the 
Senate or ten in the Chamber, and may be 
renounced by the vote of the Assembly, In 
Denmark the President may propose the 
cloture, which is decided without debate. 
Any fifteen members may demand that 
the cloture be put to the vote. In France 
before pronouncing the cloture the Presi- 
dent consults the House, and only one 
speaker can be heard sgainst it. In the Ger- 
man Reichstag a member may at any time 
submit a motion in writing in fayor either 
of adjourning or closing the discussion. 
Such motion must be supported by at leas 
thirty members. The House, with dis- 
cussion, yotes by show of hands, and may 
determine without debate that a speaker 
who has been twice cautioned be no longer 
heard. In Italy the cloturo maybe de- 
manded at any time, and the President 
consults the Chamber. 


In the States General of the Netherlands 
the motion for the cloture must be support- 
ed by at least five members. In Portugal 
a discussion is closed wheneyer, at the re- 
quest ofany peer, the matter shall be 
deemed to have been sufficiently discussed. 
In Spain the cloture exists only indirectly. 
Any deputy may move that the question 
before the chamber be not discussed, but 
this does not apply to any constitutional 
law proposed hy government. In Sweden 
and Norway no cloture prevails, and no 
complaint has arisen of the abuse of liberty 
of speech. In the Swiss Conseil National 
the cloture may be voted by two thirds of 
the members present, but cannot be pro- 
nounced so long as a member who has not 
yet spoken desires to submita motion.”

NIAGARA FALLS IN WU£NTER.—An ox- 
change says:—‘‘The present winter (1880 
and 1881) is the most severe that has 
been experienced in this locality for many 
years, and the Falls were never more beauti- 
fal, orthe ice formation more wonderful 
than at present. Fora week past the cold 
winds bave blown from the propery quarter to 
drive tho spray inland, covering the over- 
greens and overy other inanimate object with 
& pure white icy covering, producing a spec- 
tacle inferior only to the suppos sconery 
around the North Pole. Not only has the 
scenery in the immediate vicinity of tho Falla 
been clothed in its holiday attire, but the 
furicns gales have carried the clouda of spray 
far up into the village on the American side, 
enveloping the soldiers’ monument with an 
iminaculate shroud. Niagara Falls, as a re- 
sort for tho sight-seeing, ia very tame and 
common-place at any other time of the year, 
as compared with what it is when clasped in 
the icy embrace of Jack Frost,”’ 


This city, for example, furnishes a capa- 
cious market house, wherein the vendors of 
small articles have comfortable accommo- 
dation, and where they and their goods are 
alike protected from the intense heats of 
summer and the severe colds of winter. In 
addition, there is a large square, in which 
sellors of Jarge articles and their teams are 
accommodated. This square and building 
cost the ratepayers of the city some $40,- 
000, or deducting the value of that part 
of the building not used for market pur- 
poses, at least $25,000, and the announced 
expenditure for heating the market por- 
tion of the building, insurance, cleaning 
and keeping the square in repair, police ser- 
vice, &c, amounts to atleast $1,000per year. 
The rental received is say $2,200, so that 
no more than 5 per cent. is realized on the 
investment, or less than sufficient to pay 
the interest, which is7 per cent. Thus 
there is a clear loss to the city of 2 per 
cent. per annum, or $500 in each year. 

Wethink that when the Legislature 
takes such facts as these into account, the 
membors will hesitate before voting for the 
abolition of market fees as unjust to the 
minority. And further, when the farmers 
consider that they will likely be deprived of 
the excellent market accommodation which 
in this city at least costs them but a trifle, 
they will feel inclined to wish that their 
petitions may fail of the effect which they 

were intended to have, 

The Kingston Whig discusses the ques- 
tion, and comes to the conclusion that the 
Government will in their Bill propose the 
abolition of market fees. Our contempor- 
ary although a great admirer of Mr. Mowat 
and a strong supporter of his Government, 
condemns the action which it believes they 
have taken, in the following strong but 
eminently proper manner :-

night was in order to receive advice from 
omipent counsel with regard to tho trouble 
betweon tho city and the G, J. Railway, Hoe 


rogrotted to aay that the solicitor had not-yot 
received any oommunication from Mr, Dalton 
MoCarthy, who had boon applied to for ad 
vice, but had royeived a telegram stating that 
he would sond an opinion to-day, Ho (the 
Chairman) said Mr. H, Cameron, Solicitor for 
the Railway, had writtea to him stating that 
unless the differences between the City and 
Company wero settled at the next Council 
movting ho had been instructed to go on with 
tho Chancery suit which had been instituted 
by the Company. Notwithstanding that no 
advioe had been received from Mr, MoCarthy 
he thought itbest to discuss the matter at this 
meeting. His own opinion was that the com- 
promise which had been effected between Mr. 
Biokford and the special committee appointed 
to confer with him, and which had been re- 
commended to the Council by that committee, 
should be accepted, Ho thought it better to 
pay the $3,500 recommended by the com- 
mittee than pay the whole $9.000 intorest on 
debentures for which the city is undoubtedly 
liable, 

Ald. Petrie thought it far better to settle 
the differences as easily as possible, He ad- 
yocated accepting the compromise which had 
heen arrived at, though there was no doubt 
in his mind that the payment of the interest 
on these debentures was upjast, 

Ald, Dickson—Yos, it is unjust ; and when 
a moo wants me to pay an unjust debt, I’m 
not going to do it, except at the point of the 
bayonet, We should not pay the money, and 
we should not shrinkfrom litigation in the 
matter. 

The Chairman—But is that good policy ? 

Ald, Dickson—lIt’'s not a question of police; 
it’a a question of right and wrong. 

Ald. Dunnet asked to have the transactions 
between the city and G, J. Railway explained 
to him, and Ald. Dickson went into an ex 
haustive bistory of these transactions, 

Ald. Coatello—W hat would be the cost of a 
suit? 

Ald Dickson—If the city loses, the cost of 
the suit would be about $1,000. But we 
should not look atthe dark side. It is not 
likely that we would lose ; the chances would 
be in favor of our winning the suit. 

The Chairman urged the Committee to sub- 
mit some report at the Council meoting on 
Monday night, and if any member of the 
Committee changes his opinion in the moan- 
time he can oppose the report in Council. He 
himself might change his mind after learning 
Mr. McCarthy’s opinion, 

Ald. Niles moved that the Committee lay 
over the matter until Mr, McCarthy's opinion 
be obtained, 

Ald. Dannet thought it best for the Com- 
mittee to adjourn until Monday afternoon, 
when, if the opinion of Mr. McCarthy is not 
yot obtained, the Committee should take de- 
cided action without it 

Ald. Niles agreed to this, and moved that 
when the Committee adjourn, it stand 
adjourned until Monday afternoon at 4:30.— 
Carried. 

The petition from John Bell and about 60 
other ratepayers, protesting against the reduc-

Ald. Petrie opposed granting the prayer of 
the petition.

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Jomments on the Speaker's Action 


Manifesto of the Home Rulers. 


Quick Work with Davitt.. 


THE ANGLISH PRESS ON THE SPRAKER'S ACTION, 
Tho English organs of Liberal opinion admit 
that the act was a usurpation. The Daily 
News says :—‘' The Speaker ucted on his own 
responsibility, So Napoleon ILL declared 
that in setting aside the constitution which 
he had sworn to obey he acted on his own re- 
sponsibility, and from a sense of his duty as 
Prince.” Tho Spectator calls it ‘a coup d'etat 
and a revolution in parliamentary procedure,” 
But the Speaker thereby sayed Parliament 
itself, From the first the struggle wae a fore- 
gone conclusion, The forty Irish members 
could not hope to be allowed permanently to 
override the will of their 600 English and 
Scotch colloagues, the more so as they could 
not claim even a majority of the representa- 
tives of Ireland—the change is not without 
its valao to Ireland. It was made to secure 
tho passage of the coercion bill, but it places 
in the hands of the Government the power to 
carrying remedial measuros of local reform 
whioh the Ministry may decide on offering, 
The Irish people and the Irish party them- 
solves are convinced of this fact. Their de- 
termined opposition to coercion was based on 
a fear thatif coorcion pure and simple became 
law the whole force of the ‘Tory party in Par 
liament woul’ have been used to obstruct the 
passage of the land bill. Had the old rules 
remained in force, no land bill that would 
have met the wishes and needs of the Irish’ 
people could have been passed. Now the re- 
sponsibility of dealing with large measures of* 
land reform rests solely with Mr. Gladstoue’s 
Government, If they are true to their pro- 
fessions, Parliament has conferred upon them 
the ample power to force through large meas- 
ures of remedial legislation. By the use they 
make ot that power history wil judge them. 
If it is found that while they use this extra- 
ordinary power to coerce the Irish people they 
yet fail in firmness snd courage to use it in 
ameliorating the condition of the lrish tenants, 
they will give a final proof of the inability of 
Englishmen to legislate for Ireland. 


THE HOME RULE MANIFESTO, 


The following is the text of the manifesto 
issued to the Irish people by the Home Rule 
members of Parliament :—‘ FeLLow-Coun- 
TRYMEN,—At a moment when too many acts 
of the Irish Exeoutive abrogate the law and 
tend to drive you from positions of constitu- 
tional action, the reign of force has been in- 
augurated against us as your representatives 
here on the floor of the House of Commons, 
A proposal to depart from the ordinary and 
legitimate precedure of Parliament, and to 
suppress at a stroke the liberties of our 
country, has imposed upon us duties from 
which we could not shrink. Strictly and ad- 
mittedly confining ourselves withinthe rules 
and laws of Parliamentary action we resisted 
these flagrant proceedings. Only by resort- 
ing to open illegality could our efforts be de- 
feated. On Wednesday last, in violation of 
the laws and liberties of Parliament, the 
vuice of the Irish representation was arbi- 
trarily mlenced, not to facilitate an effort of 
esta legislation for the English people 
which has always received our advocacy and 
support, but in order that a Coercion Act for 
Ireland might be forced through the Legisla- 
ture. Last evening we thirty-five were 
removed by force from the chamber, and a 
scene recalling the worst days of the Stuarts 
disgraced the record of Parliament. . Advan- 
tago was taken of our enforced absence to 
rush through the House resolutions which 
were designed against Ireland, which vest in 
anindividual autocratic power, and deprive 
us as your representatives of all guarantees of 
freedom of action or speech. In the midst of 
such proceedings, the news which reaches ns 
from Ireland daily grows in gravity. Meet- 
ings are illegally suppressed, arrests are 
arbitrarily made, Yesterday a man well 
known to us and to many of you during these 
recent events as the counsellor of tolerance, 
restraint, and prudence has been seized with- 
out warning and ed tree into the horrors 
of penal servitude. Fellow-countrymen, we 
adjare you in the midst of these trials and 
provocations to maintain the noble attitude 
that has already assisted your ultimate vic- 
tory, to reject every temptation to conflict, 
disorder, and crime, and not to be terrorized 
by the brief reign of despotism. If you be 
truo to yourselves your triumph is oertain. 
To our countrymen in great Britain we ap- 
peal to frustrate all endeavors to excite en- 
mity between them and their English fellow- 
citixons, among whom many generous voices 
are even now raised on our behalf, “ Fellow- 
countrymen, in the discharge of our duties 
here our attitade and our actions have been 
and shall be in every instance guided by con- 
siderations for your interests, We ask you 
by your orderly self-restraint, your unshaken 
orgaaization, your determined perseveranco, 
to strengthen our hands in the struggle we 
are maintaining.

od, when “Speak your Fines! Speak your 
lines, why don’t you?" came down in a hoarse, 
harah voice from the gallery, and tho same 
voice, giving Macbeth the cue, continued: 

This superoatural soliciting cannot be ill; 
cannot be good. If ill, why hath it given me 
earnest of success, commencing in a truth ? 

Mr. Lablanche, who was cast for Macheth, 
stood as though frozen to the stage, and gaz- 
ed blankly at the gallery, and all the other 
actors did the same, and it was some minutes 
before they rallied from their astonishmeut so 
they were able to proceed with tho lines. 
After the sleep-walkiog scene, Mrs, Siddons, 
being called out, said: : 

Lapies AND GENTLEMEN,—It is due to Mr, 
Lablanche (Macbeth), myself, and the rest of 
the company, to say that if any want of 
smoothness bas been noticed in the movement 
of the play to-night, it is owing to the offici- 
ousness of a stage-struck and ill-bred person, 
who, I am informed, isin the habit of coming 
into the audience of this theatre, and prompt- 
ing actors when they pause in reciting their 
liaes. It should be known that interraptions 
of this kinfl in’roles like that assumed by Mr. 
Tablanche or myself, when the actor is wrought 
to a high tension, no matter how perfectly 
they may know their parts, will throw them 
off their guard, and mar a performance for the 
whole evening. Ithas~s#0 disturbed myself 
and Mr. Lablanche, I hope this explanation 
will excuge any deficiency, 

Subsequently during the play the same 
person made interruptions in like manner, 
and was at last removed by the police. His 
name is L. D. Rollingson. e is a baker, 
and for twenty years he has been seen daily 
driving about, perched between two boxes on 
his baker's wagon. He affects the theatric 
style. In early life he was stage struck, but 
forsook the drama at the solicitation. of his 
parents, His most note-worthy appearance 
was at the Albany Theatre with Hackett in 
1858.

“The actor who played Macbeth,” he said, 
“stuck in the first scene, and I therefore 
gaye him the word, I paid my money to ace a 
performance, not to hear actors trip up on 
their lines. The prompter was not ready, 
and seeing Macbeth stamp his foot tor the 
words I gave them. Mrs. Siddons is a su- 
blime actress anda very beautiful woman, 
and that was her protection against my 
speaking back. Ifithad been one of the 
male actors I would have told him what I 
thought. An actor has no business *ppearing 
without his lines. If I was on the stage an 

rompted by a spectator it would make me 
Blush, bat I would keep on my thinking cap 
and have my wits about me; I wouldn’t be 
caught twice,” 


Antiquity of Wheat. 


Wheat has been in use for bread since 
the earliest antiquity. Its origin cannot 
be authentically traced, nor are the millions 
who use it much concerned on that head, 
as long as they have plenty of dour which 
the nourishing article produces. It was 
introduced into this country, according to 
a writer inthe Amercan Miller, in 1639. 
As to its cultivation this may be true, but 
there is good reason to believe that it was 
brought over with Columbus in one of his 
voyages at an earlier period. Its discovery 
is attributed to have been by chance on 
this continent, the story of which, as told 
by the Miller, runs in this way: Aslave 
of Oortez found a few grains of wheat in 
a parcel of rice, and showed them to 
his master, who ordered them to be 
planted. The result showed that wheat 
would thrive well in Mexican soil, and to- 
day one of the fmest wheat valleys in the 
world is found near the Mexican capital. 
From Mexico the cereal found ita way to 
Peru. Marie D’Escobar, the wife of Don 
Diego de Chauves, carried a few grains to 
Lima, which were planted, the entire pro- 
duct being used for several successive crops. 
At Quito, Ecuador, a monk of the order of 
St. Francis, by name Jodosi Bixi, intro- 
duced the new cereal ; and itis said that 
the jar which contained the seed is still pre- 
sorved by the monks of Quito, Wheat was 
introduced into the present limits of the 
United States contemporaneously with the 
settlement of the country by the English 
and Dutch. :

The ratio of births is 28 
and of marriages 10 for every 1,000 of the 
population. The death rate in Ontario is 
less than that in cities and towns of equal 
population in the United States. 


Of the 25,018 persuns married last year, 
87.37 per cent. were Méthodists, 20.87 
Presbyterians, 16.98 Episcopalians, 12.78 
Roman Catholics, and 5.64 Baptists ; 89.19 
per cent. of them wefe performed by license 
and 10.58 by banns. December is the 
fayorite marrying month, with 1,513 wed- 
dings; then comes October with 1,357, 
January with 1,223, November with 1,159, 
February with 1,096, and September with 
1,067. August is atthe bottom of the list 
with 591. Coming to agos, 38.53 of the 
bridegrooms and 49.09 of the brides were 
between 20 and 25 years old; and 34.13 
per cent. of the former and 17.0 per cent. 
of the latter between 26 and 30 years of age.

riage returns is the difference in the ages of 
some of the persons joined in the holy bonds, 
Thus in Halton a bridegroom, described as 
being of the occupation of a gentleman, 
married a girl of 19, although he had seen 
no less than 86 winters. In Hurona farmer 
of 70 married a woman of 37; in Hastings 
' a yeoman of 80 married a damsel of 61 ; and 
in York a tailor of 82 ‘married a lady of 68, 
Per contra, s young farmer of Prince Ed- 
ward County, ‘‘ only 19 years old,’’ married 
4 woman of 64. The youngest couple hail- 
ed from Middlesex,the groom being 17 and 
the bride 15 years of age. Tho largest 
proportionate death-rate of children under 
one year is shown to have been in London, 
where it was 31.58per cent.

In Kingston it was 
only little over half the average, or 11.5 
per cent, which was remarkably low. In 
Guelph it was 19 per cent, Of the deaths, 
34.4 were children under five years of age ; 
8.6 of persops between 60 and 70 years ; 
9.6 of persons between 70 and 80 ; 6.2 of 
persons between 80 and 90; und 1.5 of 
persons between 90 and 10 years of age. 
The occupations which give the highest 
average age are those of soldier,gentleman, 
hunter, tanner, weaver, farmer, tailor,ped- 
dler, and gardener ; those which give the 
lowest are tobacconist, telegraph operator, 
banker, bookkeeper, editor, seamstress,ma- 

chinist, printer, and dréssmaker. 


Weather Prophesying. 


Mr, Henry G. Vennor, ‘the Canadian 
weather prophet,” isa gentleman of ex- 
cellent abilities, but having failed in his 
guesses as to the weather of late, he fool- 
‘ishly endeavors to account for his mistake 
instead of allowing his failure to be for- 
gotten in some future happy hit.

weather follow, he shall hayo been succoss- 
ful in his prediction and claim credit th ere- 
for. Does not Mr. Vennor know that he 
makes himself ridiculous by putting forth 
such absurd statements? Wo should be 
dolizhted to hear that a system of foretell. 
ing the weathor—even its general charuc- 
teristica—months or, much leas, weeks in 
advance—were a possibility and had been 
inaugurated; but Mr, Vennor’s letterluayes 
no ground for hoping that ho, at all events, 
has not lamentably failed in doing aught 
else than making gueasos instead of woll- 
founded predictions, such as those issued

After a number of private Bills had been

The Minister of Education gave 
a long explanation of his policy in connec- 
tion with the appointments narrating in 
detail the history of the negotiations which 
led to them,

the Vice-Presidency from his acting as he 
had dene.

GENTLEMEN OF THE CiTY CoUNCIL ; 

I regret that absence from home prey ented my 
meeting with you at the organization of the 
Counall, but with your permission, I will take 
this opportunity of suggesting auch matters aa I 
deem at importance t» the City, for your con- 
sideration. 

Iam happy to congratulate you. gentlemen, 
upon the im yroved financial condition of the 
City during the past yoar—an improvement no 
doubt largely due to the greatly improved finan- 
cial condition of the country generally but cer 
tainly the careful and economical management 
of the finances of tho City was an inrportant 
factor in producing this pleasing result, 

Without desiring to cive undue prominence to 
the acta of the former Council, who simply dis- 
charged the duties devolving upon them, [ think 


I may fairly claim that they were entitled to 
credit for placing the City upon a better finan- 
cial basis than it has enjoyed for a number of 
years ; and I trust that the present Council may 
be stimulated by their example, and exert them- 
selves to carry out the financial achomes already 
inaugurated, and that at the end of the year we 
may have left as pleasing & record as our pro- 
decessors, 

I deem it of importance that the yearly eati- 
mates should be carefully made and brought 
down at the very commencement of the year, 
in order that the rolls may be completed and 
placed in the Collectors’ hands in time to pro- 
vide the necessary funds for current expenditure, 
and that of paying bank interest, and collecting 
late in the year as formerly, 

After the estimates are once brought down, I 
trust that ths different Committoes will consider 
it their duty to keep strictly within the limits 
assigned them, and also to see that the money 
is wisely and economically expended. 

It is of importance that 4 reasonable sinkin 
fund should be levied for from year to year, an 
sacredly set apart for the redemption of our de- 
bentures at mney, andIam firmly of the 
opinion that the little additional amount so 
raised for that purpose would not be burden- 
some, and that it affords the only reasonable 
hope we haye of reducing our outstanding lia- 
bilities, 

A liberal appropriation to the public works 
department is absolutely demanded, and care 
should be taken to secure a judicious and eco- 
nomical expenditure. There 1s no department 
of the City wherein the people are so directly in- 
terested, and I am sure you will agree with me, 
that nothing adds so much to the attractiveness 
and comfort of any town or city as good, clean, 
well mado streets and walks, 

As a matter of economy, I think it would be 
well to consider, arid if possible make a com- 
mencement towards more permanent streets and 
walks in the business portion of the City the 
present year. 

The Fire and Police departments, I am happy 
to state, are fully up to the standard of excel- 
lence, and the safety and protection afforded 
our citizens by these well organized and ener- 
getic organizations is fully appreciated, and 
commands the respect and admiration of thc 
community. I would, therefore, commend them 
to your favorable consideration. 

t is of the first importance, and adds material- 
ly to the health and comfort of any community, 
that good, pure water should be provided for 
their use, and it becomes the duty of the Coun- 
cil to devise Some means to meet the require- 
ments of a considerable portion of our city if 

sible. Many schemes have been proposed 
rom time to time for supplying the city with 
water, but all of these pe naest thus far have 
been of such an extensive character as to pre- 
clude thelr realization, 

I have given this subject considerable atten- 
tion during the past few years, and it does seem 
tome that it would wise to put down 
at least one artesian well by way of exper- 
iment, and see if we could not obtain an abnn- 
dant supply of good water in this way. The 
outlay would be comparatively small, and if 
successful we could obtain a supply ata very 
teasonable rate. I am prompted to recommend 
this course more particularly from having re- 
pay visited a city in Central Illinois which is 
supplied with an abundance of good water by 
wells of this kind, 

It is to be regretted that under our present 
system of assessment so much that is ob- 
jectionable should be continued from year to 
year, and it would seem to me that the time has 
arrived when a change should be made in ‘order 
to obtain a more equitable and correct asseas- 
ment. As stated on a former occasion when I 
had the honor of addressing the Council, that it 
was not tu be expected that any three men how- 
ever competent, tor the small remuneration they 
receive, could give the time and attentim neces- 
sary to make such an assessment as the interests 
of the city demands, and I trust, therefore. that 
you will give this matter your careful considera- 
tien, and devise such means as you in your wis- 
dom may think proper to meet the necessities 
of the case, 

There is no department of the city that com- 
mends itself more strongly to our sympathy and 
consideration than the Poor and Sanitary de- 
partment, and I may say there is no department 
more difficult to manage. 

Great care should be taken to relieve the 
destitute and distressed,and as our disbursements 
in this department are large and constantly 
increasing, there can be no doubt that a more 
systematic method of public relief is absolutely 
demanded. 

Ycuare allaware that there is an organized 
and incorporated ‘‘ Home for thé Friendless” in 
Belleville ; conducted by a number of prominent 
christian ladies, upon non-sectarian principles, 
who by their noble self-sacrificing ‘abor,together 
with such voluntary aid as they have been en- 
abled to procure, have relieved a large number 
during the months of its existence in their well- 
ordered and christian home. 

As a natural consequence, under srch circum: 
stances, when two organizations are engaged in 
the same charitable work, some abuses muat 
necessarily follow, andit has occurred to me 
that the disbursements from the charitable fund 
could he more satisfactorily expended by a joint 
committee of your honorable body, and a like 
committee of ladies from the ‘‘ Home forthe 
Friendless.” I would therefore recommend this 
to your favorable consideration, 

[ need not remind you of the great importance 
of encouraging and fostering manufacturing in- 
dustries, or the great advantages we possess in 
point of location for the employment of capital 
advantageously, In view of the vast iron de- 
carrer our immediate neighborhood, and the 

acilities we possess for receiving raw material 
and distributing manufactured goods, should 
commend our city as one of the best manufac- 
turing centres in Ontario, and I would recom- 
mend that liberal inducements be given to new 
industries in the way of furnishing and for the 
erection of buildings, and freedom from taxation 
for n reasonable number of years, 

The prompt collection of taxes, and the carl 
sale of non-resident lands for overdue taxes, will 
no doubt receive your early attention, 

Iam happy to say thatthe Dominion Goy- 
ernment have decided to erect a building for a 
Custom House and Post Office, as well as a 
Lighthouse, in the city during the present year. 

‘There are much needed improvements which 
will be duly appreciated by ourcitizens generally. 

I would recommend that the Government be 
again solicited for a grant to dredge this harbor, 
and be = pet to construct the Murray Canal at 
an early day, 

Gentlemen, in order to facilitate business in 
Council, certain rules have been adopted for our 
guidance, and the more closely these rules aro 
adhered to, the more pleasant and agreeable it 
will be for ourselves, and much yaluable time 
will be saved. Indeed with so large a number 
of gentlonoen at the Council board, good order 
and a strict adherence to the rules that govern 
the Council is absolutely necessary ; and I shall 
feel it niy duty to be more particular in enfore- 
ing the rules that govern us the present year, 
than has been the custom heretofore, 

I would again recommend that the meetings of 
the important standing Committees should be 
held at regular stated times, to prevont confusion 
and loss of time. [t has been the established 
rule of the Finance Committees to hold their 
meetings for the past few years on the Frida 
evening previous to the sitting of the Counci | 
and it is desirable that all other Committees 
should hold their mee ings at an carlior date, in 
order that their reporta may be handed over to 
in time for action in the 
Conncil at each regular meeting. Being an ex- 
officio member of all Committees, I would feel 
obliged to the different Chairmen of Committees 


| if they would notify me of their meetings, in 


order that I may neaist them as far as poasible

Orrawa, Feb..7, 1881. 
THE SENATE, 

In the Senate the debate on the second 
reading of the Pacific Railway Bill was re- 
sumed, Mr, Scott continued his speech, 
and at six o'clock closed by moving the 
three months, hoist, 

On the amondment, after recess, Mr, 
Cornwall spoke in support of the contract. 

Mr. Haythorne spoke at some length 
against tho Bill. 

Mr. Howlan moved the adjournment of 
the debate. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS, 
Orrawa, Feb. 7, 1881. 
From the Mail’s Correspondent. 
PRIVATE DAY. 


The accumulation of private business 
being very groat, the House set itself to 
work to clear it off to-day,and considerable 
progress was made in the task. 


GRAIN CARGOES, 


It will be noticed that the Minister of 
Railways said that one cargo of grain had 
been shipped from Halifax and that anoth- 
er would be shipped very soon. This is the 
fulfilment of au (xperiment that was pro- 
mised,but not fulfilled, by Mr. Mackenzie 
in 1878, when he was hard pressed at the 
election of January of that year after Mr. 
Jones accepted a portfolio, 1t is an experi- 
ment that deserves attention, as, if it suc- 
ceeds, the mission of the Intercolonial rail- 
way will be made manifest, and the destiny 
of Halifax decided. Itisa little amusing 
to think that those who, in 1878,looked on 
Mr. Mackenzie's promise of two trial car- 
goes as a noble example of spirited states- 
nianship, now look, with some degree of 
distrust, on the present experiment. In 
regard to this matter there is now present 
in Ottawa a very influential delegation from 
Halifax. It consists of the Mayor of Hali- 
fax, Mr. Tobin, ex-M. P., anda number 
of influential bankers and merchants, 
These gentlemen have had interyiews with 
the Government, no’ doubt with the view 
of obtaining some increased terminal facili- 
ties at [lalifax, as well as favorable rates 
on the railway. What they will succeed 
in doing remains to be seen, but it is quite 
safe to say that the Government had already 
conveyed to the representatives of Halifax 
county the intimation of their desire to aid 
in every possible way in fulfilling the ex- 
pectation of the Halifax merchants. 


COAL OIL, 


Dr. Orton started this afternoon what 
threatens to be an annual discussion on the 
subject of coal oil, and the tests by which 
it may be tried, and the combinations 
which are formed to sell it. The Govern- 
ment do not propose to make any altera- 
tions in the case this session. ‘They have 
been making experiments with new and 
improved instruments, and till the results 
of these experiments are tabulated no 
change will be made. 

THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

Mr. Dawsop, Mr. Mills, and Mr. Mac- 
dougall had a triangular passage over the 
question of the boundary award. Mr, 
Dawson made a long and learned speech in 
the afternoon, Mr. Mills made a longer 
and, of course, terrifically profound speech 
in the evening, and Mr. Macdongall 
summed them up and told the Government 
that it would be necessary to do something 
in regard to this matter before long no 
pain of public displeasure. 

PENNY STAMPS 


Mr, Jones, of Leeds, and Mr, Plumb 
this afternoon adyocated Mr. Forster’s plan 
of providing the public with cards on 
which postage stamps might be affixed and 
deposited in the savings bank. Both gentle- 
men advocated this measure as a step in 
the direction of economy for the public. 
Mr. McOuanig, of Prince Edward, doubted 
the necessity of such a plan in Oanada, 
and it looksas if Mr. McOuaig was quite 
right. The condition of our people is 
diferent from that of the people of 
England. Our people’s savings are not 
made by pennies, Their earnings are not 
so small that a dollar as the beginning of 
a deposit is too much for them. In Eng- 
land wages are narrow and savings small, 
and the card with its stamps is an indica- 
tion of these facts. Here such a plan 
would be found superfluous. 


The Hop 1 Market. 


MonTreat, Fobruary 4. 


The hop market is quiet, but steady, and 
brewers continue to purchase from hand to 
mouth at prices ranging from 18}c@200 for 
good to choice quakities. Sales haye been 
made during the week at 17}c, 1840@20o per 
lb. Growers who have ans noes at 3138 
22c appear to be getting a little anxious to 
alagae The New York Bulletin says :—Tho 
receipts during the past week exceed the ex- 

orta to Hurope by about 1,500 bales. Several 

undred bales of this oxcess are to be shipped 
later on, however, 80 that the accumulation

THE WRECKED BOHEMIAN, 


Pull Particalars of the Mournful 
Disaster. 


THIRTY-FIVE PERSONS DROWNED. 


Desperate Wfforts to Save their 
Lives. 


CrookuAven, Fob. 8.—Thero is nothing to 
mark the econe of the wreck of the steamer 
Bohemian beyond the large quantities of 
wreckage which were washed ashore, The 
mast ond has disappeared, 

It has now beon ascertained that 35 persons 
were drowned, inolading the master, first, 
third, and fourth officers, the chief, second, 
third, aud fourth engineers, and three quar- 
tor-masters, Two invalided sailors, sent 
from Boston by the British Consul, were also 
drowned. ‘The survivors are tho second mate, 
boatawain, steward, storekeeper, boatswain’s 
mate, seven firomen, three seamen, a boy, 
the second and third stewards, and Cornelius 
Sullivan. (It is not stated whether the latter 
was one of the crow or a passougor.) Also a 
stowaway whose name has not been ascer- 
tained) There wore 49 membera of the crew 
on board besides. four men engaged in the re- 
frigeratora, a cattlo drover, two invalids, and 
the stowaway—57 an all. 

The news of the disaster reached the ad- 
jacenc coast guard station at 1:30 on Monday, 
It was eer by a resident, who heard the 
steamer’s whistle, When the coast guard 
reached the place the night was so dark and 
the weather ao thick they could see nothing, 
They remained until daylight, when the 
steamer’s top-masts were observed nesr an 
island on the southern part of Mizzen Head. 
The island is separated from the mainland on- 
ly by adeop, narrow ravne, into which the 
sea rushes with fearful force. Just outside 
the island are two rugged rocks, and extend- 
ing trom thom is the reef upon which the 
Bohemian struck. ‘Two men, supposed from 
their clothes to be the master and first officer, 
were seen at ten o'clock clinging to the rocks, 
where they remained for hours waving their 
handkerchiefs. The boats could not be 
launched owing to the heavy surf. At 2:30 
in the afternoon the rocket apparatus was sent 
for, but did not arrive until late in the even- 
ing when the two men were probably drown- 
ed, but even if had arrived sooner it would 
have been useless, owing to the distance of 
the men from shore. 

The circumstances which led to the disaster 
are clearly related by the survivore,and leave 
no doubt with regard to the cause. One of the 
seamen, named Stringer, states that they bad 
moderate easterly winds. He was on the 
lookout on the night of the disaster. After 
passing the Calf light the weather got very 
thick. Soon after he reported breakers ahead 
and shouted ‘hard a port, full speed astern.” 
The mate gave the order, which was executed 
and about five minutes after the steamer 
struck, 

The crew commenced to rush about, but the 
capaain was perfectly cool. The two starboard 
boats were swung, and six persons got into 
one, but it was stove. The second was also 
damaged by the roll of the vessel. Eighteen 
got into the the ort life-boat. The engineer 
were waiting to get in, but the line broke,and 
the boat drifted astern. It was being rowed 
back when the ship reeled over and sank 
stern foremost, Five men were rescued from 
the damaged boat, but two died before they 
landed, 

The steward stated that whenthe captain 
found the fog sotting in he instructed the third 
officer to keep two pointsoff. He then con- 
sulted the chart, and on going on deck and 
looking at the ship's course,exclaimed, ‘Good 
God, what are you doing? Hard a port.” She 
struck soon afterwards. 

The second officer, who was below at the 
time, attributes the accident to the third 
officer mistaking the Captain’s order, and 
keepiog her two points off the wind instead 
of off the shore. The captain gaye orders to 
go full speed astern before the ship struck. 

The boatewain states that after the pinnace 
was launched, into which the captaia to get, 
the mainmast strock it.

IMMIGRATION FROM IRELAND. 


Memorandum of the Dominion 
Government on the Matter. 
THE SHARE OF THE WORK TO BE BORNE BY 
VARIOUS PARTIES. 

Orrawa, Feb. 8.—The Governor-General 
has transmitted by message to both Houses 
of Parliament, a copy of the Minutes of Coun- 
oil of the 5th November, 1889, on the subject 
of assisted immigration from Ireland to Man- 
itoba and the North-West, together with a 
copy of the despatch transmitting the same, 
and Lord Kimberly's answer acknowledging 
tho receipt of the same, 

The communication is as follows :— 

On the suggestions made to him by the 
High Commissioner of Canada in England, Sir 
A, 'T. Galt, G. 0. M, G., the undersigned bas 
the honor to proposo the following as tho basis 
of joint action in promoting Irish immigration, 
should the Imperial Government ontertain the 
project, Tho Canadian Government, sympa- 
thising with their follow subjects of Ireland in 
thoir distressed circumstances, would cheer, 
fully co-operate in a well considered measure 
of relief by means of a systematic immigration 
from Ireland, If such a system of Irish immi-

sufficient traffic to pay one road, and the 
Grand Junction were paying ten dollars for 
every one they realized by it. Mr. Striker 
contended that it was more advantageous to 
take the ore from the Madoc iron mines to 
Weller’s Bay, where deep water was avail- 
able, than to Belleville. He explained that 
the Trent Valley Railway charter covered the 
same ground as the proposed extension. The 
eople of Trenton wanted to get a road to the 
Madoc mines either by one company or the 
other, The Trent Valley Railway Company 
had fallen into the hands of parties who dia 
not wish the road built, andthe President of 
the latter road supported the extension. Mr. 
G. W. MoMallen, of the Prince Edward 
County Railway, said the extension was need- 
ed te accommodate the traffic of the mines. 
The total ore product of Madoc promised to 
be 700 tons per day, and the present facilities 
were inadequate. , : 

A long and somewhat involved discussion 
between the promoters of the scheme and Mr, 
Bickford was terminated by a vote on the 
lst section, which resulted in its being passed 
by a vote of 15 to 7, with some vorbal 
amendments, The second section, authoriz- 
ing an extension of the road from Picton to 
the Grand Trunk Railway, between Shan- 
uonville and Napanco, was struck out. ‘The 
remainder of the Bill was adopted, with some 
amendments, the mostimportant of which 
were tho insertion of tho usual clauses provid- 
ing for the issue of bonds to the amount of 
$9,000 per mile, and a provision authorizing 
the division of the road into two sections— 
the first to consist of the existing portion, and 
the second of the extension. The Bill was 
then reported.

Over $100,000 worth of property belong- 
ing to the Dominion was heedlessly thrown away 
during the summer of 1878,and no trouble taken 
to bring the destroyers of the peop!o’s money to 
account. The vandals that preyed upon the 
Canadian Treasury during the five years of the 
Mackenzie regime, were paid big prices for steel 
rails for the Canadian Pacitic Railway, and still 
ter prices for transporting them to their 
destination a long time before they were needed, 
The Red River Transportation Gempeny. 's treas- 
ury was glutted with high prices for running 
these rails down the Red River to their destina- 
tion, but instead of delivering them all as per 
contract, oyer a thousand tons were, to all ap- 
nearances, deliberately dumped or allowed to fall 
nto the river, and not the least effort made for 


their recovery.” 

This story may be true or it may not, 
but at all events it ought to form the sub- 
ject of inquiry on behalf of the Government 
and subsequently of investigation, if such 
should be deemed necessary. There can 
be now little hope of recoyering the pro- 
perty or any portion of it, but those who 
are responsible for such proceedings should 
be found out and punished—that, is, sup- 


posing the Progress’ story to be true.

Improved | Trade Heturns. 


The Ottawa Citisen has tho following 
reference to the improvements effected by 
the Minister of Customs in the form of the 
tables in the Trade and Navigation re- 
turns ; ‘* We referred a few days since to 
the Trade and Navigation Table for the 
Fiscal year ending 30th June, 1880,recent- 
ly laid before the House of Commons, and 
presented a few extracts therefrom to show 
how completely the policy of the Govern- 
meat has been vindicated, and the predic- 
tions of the Finance Minister verilied re- 
specting the trade and commerce of the 
Dominion under the present tariff. We 
did not at the time refer tothe changes in 
the form of compilation in its principal 
statements, but every one who has had oo- 
casion to consult the tables in question 
must have observed the valuable and much 
needed improvements introduced into the 
work this year. Formerly the Imports and 
Exports for each Province were shown in 
separate tables, so that to institute a com- 
parison as to imports and consumption, &c., 
between the various Provinces, it was ne- 
cessary to refer to the various tables 
at an expense of much time and 
trouble, but now the Imports and Ex- 
ports for each Province and for the 
Dominion, are shown in detail in one gen- 
eral statement for each, As the Commis- 
sionar of Customs observes in his report for 
1870, “‘the commercial community is al- 
ways and increasingly anxious for the most 
minute particulars of each branch of trade 
which it is possible to furnish. To meet 
this desire nearly two hundred articles haye 
been added to the detailed list now pub- 
lished, yet despite this fact the size of the 
volume has been reduced. Had the plan 
of formor years been continued this present 
volume would have numbered about 1,400 
pages in place cf the reduced number of 976 
pages ; in this item the saving in cost must 
be considerable. The Hon. the Minister of 
Customs is to be congratulated upon the 
improvements ho has effected in the form 
of the tables. Tho changes effected are most 
desirable and will surely be appreciated by 
the public.”

Hiditorial Notes. 


THE WELLAND CANAL. 
We learn from the Montreal Star that 


‘Mr. F, B. McNamee, the contractor. for 


the deepening of the Welland Oanal, has 
just returned to Montreal from a trip to 
that section of the Dominion. He reports 
that the works are progressing at a lively 
rate and not the least doubt exists of the 
Canal being completed and ready for navi_ 
gation on the lst May next. There are 
800 men employed at present, with nine 
monster steam derricks, ten small derricks, 
fivesteam-pumps andseventeen steam drills. 
The 110 lock gates are in a forward condi- 
tion, sixty being completed ; thirty more 
will be ready on the lst of April, and the 
balance shortly after. When the present 
work on the canal is finished, there will be 
8 full draught of twelye fect of water all 
through, making it the deepest canal on 
the continent. The locks are designed for 
vessels 300 fect long by 50 feet beam. A 
project, Mr. McNamee says, is now on foot 
to deapen Buffalo harbor to 20 feet, so that 
large yeesels can discharge grain into the 
elevatorsthero. At Port Oolborne in 
Oanada at present the depth of water at 
the elevator ia already 20 feet.

surely gained oa their opponents, and finally 
won by 52 shots. There were 64 men in the 
match, and the Americans deserve great 
credit for placing 32 good players on the ice, 


Kinoston anp Pembroke Rartway.— 
The annual meeting of this Railway Co. 
was held at Kingston on the 9th inst. The 
annual statement shows the receipts of the 
road for 1880 were, for passengers and 
mails, $12,726.50 ; for freight, $38,207.29, 
making a total of $50,933.79. The expendi- 
ture on running account for the same period 
was $43,438.30, leaving a profit of $7,495. - 
49, which provides for the interest on a 
little over one half of the bonds outstand- 
ing, and no interest on the atock, and no 
reserve for wear and tear of iron and rolling 
stock. Work has recently been commenced 
on the line north of the Mississippi River, 
and eighteen miles of steel raila purchased 
for next spring’s delivery. It is expected 
that traflic will be opened to the Clyde 
River during the ensuing autumn. 


Severe Gave w Great Brirary.—One 
of the severest gales ever experienced has 
been raging over Great Britain and tho re- 
ports from Ireland are that so violent a 
gale has not been experienced since the 
great storm of 1839. A large number of 
houses were blown down. During the gale 
a steam cutter belonging to the Duke of 
Edinburgh's yacht Lively, while proceeding 
from the dockyard at Sheerness to the ship, 
was swamped and sank. The crew wore 
rescued, A three-masted yossol, thought 
by some to bea steamer, toundered off 
Clovelly onthe coast of Devon, with all 
hands. A life-boat was sent out but could 
render no assistance. Another veasel was 
seen to disappear in a heavy sea off Bidde- 
ford. The names of both are unknown.

A Contidence Woman. 


WOW A MONTREAL TRAVELLER WAS YICrIM- 
IZED. 

An examination is pending at the Police 
Oourt, London, Ont., regarding an alleged 
case of fraud preferred by Mr. Audrew T. 
Higginson,a Montreal commercial traveller, 
againss Mrs, BerthaHeman. This person 
arriyed in London a few nionths ago from 
New York with two gentlemen named Dr. 
Coomber, and L. E. Letforge, They re- 
presented themselves as being wealthy, and 
deposited a large sum inthe Tecumseh 
Hotel, where they lived in good style. On 
account of these pretentious the laudlord 
hesitated about his bill until it had run up 
to $500, which he did not present until the 
sum deposited in the safe had been with- 
drawn. The lady, when pressed by 
the landlord for payment, went to Mr. 
Higginson, and on representation induced 
him to advance hor $740. She settled 
with the landlord, but Mr. Higginson be- 
coming suspicious, put the matter into the 
hands of the police. The detective arrest- 
ed her and her companions on tho train, 
and, failing to give bail for the suia advanc- 
ed, she was remanded, Mr. Higginson said 
he met her first ot a leading hotel in 
Montreal and resumed her acquaintance in 
London. She represented herself as being 
very wealthy, but that her husband was 
trying to get her property out of her hands, 
She expected to receive a considerable sum 
from New York, and the loan he had ad- 
vanced wassecured by bondsand documenta, 
which he thought were unquestionable. 
Circumstantial evidence is very strong that 
she is a professional confidence woman, and 
ae Higginson is not the only one victimiz- 
ed,

4 Stubbora Fight Between Gen- 
eral Colley and the Boers. 


VERY HEAVY LOSS ON BOTH 


. ae 


TUESDAY'S FIGUT, 

Lonpon, Feb. 9.—Official telegrams say 
that General Colley moved back towards 
Nowcastle yesterday with five companies of 
the Sixtioth Rifles and a mounted force to 
restore communication between his camp 
and Newcastle, ‘The Boers made a general 
attack, which was repulsed with heavy loss. 
The fighting lasted six hours. General 
Oolley’s position is becoming critical, and 
the Boers are taking up commanding posi- 
tions on all sides, 

General Colley’s telogram giving an ac- 
count of his fight with the Boors yesterday 
is as follows:—I marched to patrol the 
Newcastle road with five companies of the 
60th Regiment, two field pieces, two moun- 
tain guns, and a detachment of horse. 
Leaving one company and two guns to com- 
mand the crossing of the Ingogo River, I 
seized the plateau beyond the river with 
the rest of my force. Tho Bores attacked 
me from all sides for oyer tive hours, but 
were completely repulsed, and withdrew at 
sunset, when I returned to the camp. The 
Boer loss must have been very heavy. Ours 
was four officers killed, four wounded, and 
about 150 men killed and wounded. 

A Durham despatch says :—The British 
loss of officers in the battle with the Boers 
included McGregor, of the Engineers; Grier, 
of the Artillery; and O'Connell and Garrett, 
both of the 60th Regiment. 

The Times’ despatch frcm Durham says : 
The repulse of the Boers is a questionable 
success. Colley’s object was to escort the 
mails over the Ingopo River and moet a 
convoy from Newcastle. The Borss’ oppo- 
sition was so strong that Colley had to send 
for threo more companies of troops to rein- 
force his five companies ; he thus left only 
300 men incamp, The Boers got in the 
rear of the torce and captured a mule train 
of ambulances and some goods. He was 
for atime unable to advance or retreat, 
being assailed on all sides. The Boers were 
strongly reinforced. The convoy did not 
start from Newcastle. The ambulance train, 
which had been deprived of mules, had 
not been brought in up to last night. The 
Boers, though repulsed, are still threaten- 
ing. Military critics fail to see what has 
has been gained by so costly an operation. 
It is believed that a number of Orange Free 
State Boors are with the Boer Commander. 
More reinforcements are needed, as the 
Boera may invest all the roads. The Aus- 
sars are expected at Newcastle to-morrow. 

The correspondent of the Standard an- 
nounces the alteration as follows :—‘‘ Sir 
George Colley has suffered aaother defeat. 
His position is critical.” 

Officer Mctsregor, reported killed, was 
General Colley’s private secretary. 

ANOTHER VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 


New York, Feb. 9.—A London des- 
patch says :—General Ooelley telegraphs 
that he obtained a decided advantage over 
the Boers ; but outside of official circles, 
which are reticent of detailed information, 
a deduction is made from his despatches 
on account of the understood actiyity of 
his imagination. At all events, it is the 
fact that, notwithstanding the assumed 
British victory, it is given out from the 
War Office that the necessity for promptly 
reinforcing Colley is now considered more 
urgent than ever. If it proves true that 
the Boer attack hasbeen repulsed, unless 
the news of the past three or four days has 
been strangely misleading, he is surround- 
ed by strong Boer parties on horseback, 
several of which are below his camp. The 
situation at best is considered critical. 
General Wood, who is to be second in 
command under Colley, has only just ar- 
rived at Capetown, and itis not believed 
that reinforcements by way of Durban and 
Pietermaritzberg can reach Oolley’s laager 
for many days, even if they are not inter- 
rupted by Boer scouting parties. 


Russia and Afghanistan, 


Startling WUiscovery ot a Secret 
Treaty Between those 
Countries. 


RUSSIA'S FAITH IN THE TREATY OF BERLIN. 

Lonpon, Feb, 9.—The most important 
document in the Russo-Afghan correspon- 
dence are a draft of a secret treaty, signed 
August, 1878, negotiated by Stolietoff, by 
which Russia bound herself to pereetues 
friendship with Afghanistan, and undor- 
took to assist the Ameer against foreign 
enemies, and by which the Ameer agreed 
to communicate with the Russian General 
Kauffmann on all matters of importance. 
In October, 1878, Stolietotf wrote from 
Livadia to the Afghan Foreign Minister:— 
“The enemy of your famous religion wants 
to make peace with you through the Saltan 
of Turkey. You should look to your bro- 
thers on the other side of the river and 
make peace openly, but in secret prepare 
for war.” The correspandence also reveals 
a plan for inciting a rebellion among the 
Mohamedans of India; and a letter from 
the Ameer to Kauffmann in November 
asking the aid of 32,000 troops which hoe 
had heard were ready to assist him,and the 
reply of Kauffmann that the troops could 
not be sent in Winter, Tho dates of the 
documents were all subsequent to the date 
of the signature of the Treaty of Berlin, 
which professedly settled the diflerences 
between Russia and England, 

The Times says :—Tho publication of the 
Russo-Afghan correspondence found in 
Cabul makes it clear that the invasion of 
Afghanistan in 1878 was inovitable in con- 
quence of the real, pressing, and growing 
danger on the frontier of our Indign Hm- 
ir O,

Ireland 


An Irish professor advertises in a Dublin 
paper for s man ‘‘to sleep in the house, but to 
eat his own vitals,” 

The last indigaity which bas been put upon 
Ireland by the base Saxon is that Mr. O’Con- 
nor ower, M. P., whoisn student of the 
Middle Temple, was pluckel at the Jast Bar 
examination, 

Mr. William Adams, President of the Tul- 
lamore Land League, has been served with 
notice in bankruptoy for not paying his half- 
year’s rent, amounting to over £300, The case 
is taken as a test one, and will be defended 
by the Land League. 

An order for a thousand “Constabulary” 
revolvers for the Irish Constabulary has just 
been executed in Birmingham, It is calculat- 
od that between six and eight thousand of 
similar weapons have been sent to Ireland 
during the past three months, not for the use 
of the Constabulary. 


The Oravgomen of Ireland, fearing an out- 
break, are quietly arming themselves,in readi- 
ness for such a contingency. Persons of posi- 
tion and influence are serving out ammunition 
and rifles, so far as they have the means, to 
those who aro known to be loyal subjects of 
the Crown. Committees are being formed in 
London for the purpore of raising money to 
supply every loyal 0 “angemen with arms. 

At Kildysart, Co, Clare, Petty Sessions the 
Stipendary Magistrate referred to the cases of 
two gentlemen who had been **Boycotted xd 
and pointes out that heavy penalties would 
be inflicted on partie? participating in such 
acts. He instructed the police to report any 
publicans who refused to supply necessaries 
to any one, that their licenses might be sus- 
pended, and also to closely watch fairs and 
markets. Magistrates of this kind are very 
rare in Ireland. 


An extraordinary gunpowder explosion took 
lace ata house in Buckingham Place, Dub- 
in. It appesrs that a party was going on at 

a house, Several couples were dancing, when 
aloud explosion occyrred, Two girls were 
knocked down with the shock, being rendered 
insensible. All the windows in the houses 
round about were blown out of the frames. 
The remains of a fuse and the signs of a large 
quanlityof gunpowder were found on the front 
window-sill. 

In the sea off Kinsale the fishermen do 
tolerably well, but as they are always fighting, 
the ‘‘ Orwell” was told off to maintsin peace 
and suppress smuggling in these waters, but 
as she has been called away on special service’ 
her absence has been turned to “glorious” 
account, A proper pugnacious spirit is being 
displayed on all sides; nets are cut with an 
energy worthy of a better cause, and smuggl- 
ing 1s cultivated with an assiduity which com- 
mands success rather than deserves it. 


Some Irish magistrates, at least, have the 
courage of their conyctions, The one who 
presided at Milltown, in Tuam, and refused to 
take bail in the case of men who had attacked 
the police,said he was not weak-kneed enough 
to cast the credit or blame of such an act upon 
the Government or upon any party ; and he 
was resolved to exercise his magisterial disore. 
tion as to make evil-doers see that they could 
not commit wanton crime sgainst law and 
order without being made to suffer. 


At the adjourned winter assizes, held at 
Omagh, David Gormley, a farmer, was charg- 
ed with the wilful marder of a bailiff, near 
Cookstown, on December 8th, whilst execut, 
ing a civil billdecroe at the prisoner's rosi- 
dence, Tho defence was that the deed was 
committed in the heat of temper, and did not 
amount to murder. Evidence was given that 
prisoner up to that time had been a quiet 
and inoffensive man, The jury returned a 
verdict of manslaughter, and tbe prisoner was 
sentenced to penal servitude for life, 


Lord Claude J, Hamilton writes to the 
Harpurhey Conservative Club, Manchester, 
as follows; “I hope your meeting will not 
overlook the treatment the loyal and indus- 
trious portion of the community of Ireland are 
at present subjected to, without any inter- 
ference on their behalf by the Government. 
It is a state of things which, if allowed to go 
op unchecked, must ultiamtely be prodsomra 
of civil war; and if the mon of the North are 
compelled to fight, it will be an evil day for 
Parnell and his murderous associates in the 
West and South.” 


A landlord in County Kerry let to a tenant, 
at a rent of seven pounds a year, fifteen acres 
on the hillside, which until then spade had 
never entered, Hia tenant, after yoars of toil, 
brought it tag decent state. o then died, 
and his widow fining herself unable, as sho 
thought, to work the land, desired to sell hor 
interest, She lately consulted hor landlord. 
Ho approved of her plan and kindly (for sho 
was illiterate) undertook the preparation of 
tho notice advortising the salo, but when pre- 
pared thore appeared at tho foot of it the 
ominous announcement that for the incoming 
tenant the rent in futnre would be £l4a yoar, 
Tho landlord had not, directly or indirootly, 
expended ono single penny on the widow's 
holding.

The total quantity of wheat im- 
ported thus in both Provinces was 1,085,- 
601 bushels, of which 74,580 bushels wore 
exported as wheat, and 133,465 barrels in 
flour. 


Dominion Parliament 
THIRD SESSION—FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 


Orrawa, Feb. 10, 1881, 


After routine business and some ques- 
tious had been answered by members of 
the Government, Mr, McOuaig’s Bill to 
amend the Insolvent Act of 1875 and 
amending Acts passed through its final 
stages. 

Mr, Landry took up the Bill introduced 
by the late Mr. Keeler to abolish the 
Supreme Court, and moved its second 
reading. A debate ensued which lasted 
several hours, 

Mr. Houde moved in amendment the 
adjournment of the debate on the ground 
that many members were not aware the 
question was to have been discussed that 
day. 

After considerable discussion, the mo- 
tion to adjourn was lost by 85 nays to 72 
yeas. 

After recess the debate on the main 
question was continued by Messra. Valee, 
Coursol, Langevin, James Macdonald, 
Blake, and Landry.

Mr. Mills favored the principle of the 
Bill, but thought its clauses affecting the 
regulation of tolls on Provincial’ railways 
were ultra vires. 

The House adjourned at 10 p.m.

The Mail's correspondent says ;—“The 
event of the day in the Senate was the con- 
clusion of the eloquent and able speech of 
Senator McLelan,of Londonderry. Senator 
McLelan has long been known as a perfect 
master of all the bearings of the Pacific 
railway, and during the five years of 
Opposition gave very valuable aid to his 
party and the country.

places of eotertainment, of whatever pame, 
in any city, and place them side. by side, you 
would find that the mpjority of them are 4e- 
praying, that through the gates ot many of 
these places.a maoltitaude of young men go 
out to make desperate and final plunge into 
dissoluteness, All thinking people, Chris- 
tian and ongchristian,.admit this. I could 

ive you thy pamea of. many dramatists who, 
ion the belief that the dramatic entertain- 
ments of the day are not what they ought to 
be, are toiling for the elevation of the theatre, 
Rey. Dr. Bellows, of New York, many years 
ayo, ina very brilliant but much criticiyed 
sormon, took the position that the theatro 
miyht be renovated and made auxiliary to 
thechurch. Many Christian people are of 
the same opinion. I do not agree with 
them. * I have no idea that success isin that 
direction. Woat I haye said heretofors on this 
subject as far ans I remember, is my sentiment 
now. tut to-day I take a step in advance of 
my former theory, Christianity is going to 
take full possession of this world ani control 
its maxims, ite laws, ita literature, ita science, 
its amusemehta. Shut ont from the realm of 
Christianity apythingand yougive it up to sin 
and death. If Christianity is mighty enough 
to manage anything but the amusements of 
the world then it is a very defective Christi- 
anity. Is it capable of keeping account of the 
tears of the world andincompetent to make 
record of its amiles?’ Is it good to follow the 
funeral, but dumb at the world’s play? Can 
it control all the other ol: ments of our nature 
but tho dramatic, element? My idea of 
Christianity is thatitcan and will conquer 
everything, 1n the good time coming which 
the world calls the Re den age, and the t 
the Elysian ago, and the Christian the millen- 
nium, we have positiye announcement that 
the amusements of the world are to be undor 
Christian sway. ‘“‘Holioess shall beupon tho 
bells of the horses,” says one prophet, So you 
seo it will control oven the eleigh-rides, ‘The 
city shall be fall of boys and girls playing in 
the stroots thereof,” says another prophot.

Now 
what wowantis to hasten that timo, How 
will it be done?, By the church going over to 
the theatre? It will not go. By the theatre 
coming to.the churoh? Jt will not come, 
What wo want is reform amusement associ.

Ilheit Saie ot Intoxicating Liquor. 


The following is a summary of the pro- 
visions of tho measure on the above sub- 
ject which has been introduced into the 
Legislature by the Provincial Secretary : — 

The Act will empower any inspector, ,o!ice- 
man, or covstable tu seize and remove from 
unlicensed premises any spirituous or fer- 
mented liquors, which, in his opinion, are 
kept for sale or for disposal contrary to law. 
If the occupant of the house whence they 
were taken is convicted, the magistrate, in 
addition to the other penalties, may order 
the contiscated liquors in whole or in part to 
b» forfeited to the crown and destroyed. In 
this and all othercases, the person actually 
engaged in selling, as well as the occupant of 
the house. is made liable to punishment 
With regard to penalties under the yen- 
eral vlanses of the Act, it provides that 

or the second offence the tine shall not 
be less than $40, nor more than $60, and, 
in cause of default, two months imprison- 
ment at hard labor, while upon the third and 
avy subsequent conviction, the offender ehall 
be imprisoned at bard labor for three months, 
the sentences, if there be more than one, to 
run consecutively and not concurrently, 

In the past great complaict has been made 
that licensed shop-keepers, by reason of ver- 
teia privileges they enjoy, have eyaded the 
law and takeo an undue advaotage of licensed 
tavern-keepers who are compelled to entirely 
close their places of business on Saturday 
nights and Sundays, With a view to put a 
atop to this, Mr. Hardy has included im his 
Bill a clause which requires the Commiasion- 
ers to refuse a license to avy shop-keeper who 
has been twice convicted of breaking the law 
during the preceding year, 

Perhaps not the least important provision 
in tho Bill is the one which enables the Com- 
missioners to issue licenses at a reduced fee, 
for the sale of lager beer, ale, beer, porter, and 
wines made from Canadian grapes only, ‘i hia 
isadiatinctly protective clause,and we welcome 
the conversion of the Ontario Government to 
sound ideas on the subject, Asa penalty for 
selling or keeping spirits on the premises, the 
Commissioners, upon a second conviction of 
the occupant, are obliged to cancel his license, 

In order to adapt the license law to the state 
of affairs that will peeved) wherever the Scott 
Act goes into force, Mr. Hardy has introduced 
amendments which will enable the supporters 
of that mesure to giveit effect. Among other 
provisions, municipal Councils will be em- 
powered to.set apart from time to time sums 
of money to pay the costs and expenses in- 
curred by the officers or persons employed to 
enforce the Act, It appears from this that the 
intention is to make it impossib!o for aggrivy- 
ed individuals to charge the failure of law, if 
failure it be, to the want of the proper ma- 
chinery to give it the intended effect, 

There are acveral minor clauses whioh will 
improve and facilitate the general working of 
the license law. ‘Jhe right of druggista to 
se!] spirits upen a medical certificate will be 
reduced from twelve to four ounces as the 
maximum quantity.

Death ot Dr. Harkin, M.P.P. 


The Mail of to-day has the following ac 
count of the sudden death of Dr. William | 
Harkin, M.P.P., at Toronto, yesterday :— 
lt is with regret that we have to record the 
death of Dr. Wm.

bonds. The latter line nad spent large sums 
in gotting aid from municipalities, and was 
now passing into the hands of parties able 
to buildit. In 1870 the same petitioners 
had gone to Ottawa for a charter, and got 
ono which in express terins prohibited them 
building to Toronto. The only object in 
their getting a charter was to sell out. It 

was impossible, he contended, to build a 
line from Toronto to Ottawa successfully by 
using the Peterborough, Hastings, and Ma 
doo branch as was proposed,as that line in- 
volved a considerable detour. An oriyinal 
line directly between the two points could 
be constructed wany miles shorter, 

Mr. Biggar, who followed in tho same 
interest, urged that Mr, Bickford had him- 
self protested against chartering competing 
linos to those already in existonce as A 
vicious principle—as in the case of the 
Prisca Edward County Extension—he 
could not now reasonably claim the right 
to build a competing line to the Toronto 
and Ottawa. The latter company had 
actually commenced work, aud was paying 
$1,200 per month to surveyors. Ho point 
ed out that the Peterborough, Hastings 
aud Madoc lino wis unsatisfactory, owing 
to the nuniber of curves, ‘The distance 10 
w bee line from Sticling to Peterborv’ was 
only 21 soiles. By this road it was 58, and 
it was frequently the case that the passen- 
gers had to get out before the cara could be 
started. (Laughter.) 

Mr, R. S, Cassels appeared for the Mid- 
land andGrand Trunk. He strenuously 
denied that the Grand Tronk and Toronto 
and Ottawa were working together in this 
matter, or that the latter line was controll- 
ed by the Grand Trunk. He protested 
against giving the road a roying commis- 
sion. Under the proposed charter they 
could run anywhere. If the Bill passed, 
Grand Trunk securities would drop 10 or 
20 per cent, It was time that the pro- 
miscuous granting of charters ceased. The 
salvation of Ontario depended on the Grand 
Trunk, which in connecting with other 
Cinfdian lines had on foot a scheme for a 
road through to Sault Ste. Marie and 
Duluth connecting with the Northern Paci- 
fic. 

Mr. Bickford, who said that his counsel 
were absent from town, urged the passage 
of the measure, which he claimed was also 
a portion of a grand scheme in connection 
with the Oanadian Pacific and Canada Cen- 
tral. The Grand Junction hadalready coat 
over $1,500,090. The Grand Trunk had 
the convenience of Ontario by the throat. 
There were seven railroads entering To- 
ronto from the west, but only one—the 
Grand Trunk —to make the traftic of Wes- 
tern Ontario tothe seaboard, In Montreal 
there were five lijes from the eastward, 
but only the Graud Trank running weet. 
The whole trade of the country between 
east and west -had to pass overa single 
awitch on the Hsplanade in this city. He 
did not intend to ask a dollar of Govern- 
ment or municipal aid. 

The Chairman —Are you willing co have 
a clause to that effect inserted? (Laughter,) 
The road had already over one hundred 
miles constructed—54 on the Canada Cen- 
tral from Perth to Ottawa, and 60 in the 
direct line of the Grand Junction. 

Mr. Miller spoke at some length against 
the indiscrimmute granting of charters, He 
defended the Grand Trunk from charges 
of extortionate rates, and favored a Rail- 
way Commission to fix freight rates. As 
according to Mr. Bickford’s statement, the 
Grand Junction was another link in the 
Pacific Syndicate scheme, it was little en- 
titled to any privileges at the hands of 
Ontario. 

_ Me. Lauder acoused Mr, Miller of play- 
ing into the hands of the Grand Trunk. 

Mr. Miller said that wherever a question 
between the people and the corporations 
cawe up, Mr. Lauder was sure to be found 
favoring monopolies. 

Mr. Deroche thought it unwise to favor 
the scheme, owing to the prior claims of the 
Toronto and Ottawa line. 

Mr. Wells supported the Bill, as the 
Committee had chartered other competing 
roads, 

Mr. Young thought that the chartering 
of the road would defeat the Grand Trunk 
double track scheme, and the Toronto and 
Ottawa. 

Mr. Hunter opposed, and Messrs. Laud- 
or and Bell favored, the Bill. The latter 
poinnted out that while the Toronto and 
Ottawa line depended on a $300,000 bonus 
from Toronto, the Grand Junction asked 
nothing. 

_ The Chairman suid that as the 3rd_sec- 
tion was the key tothe whole Bill author- 
izing the extension asked for, the vote

On being put to the Committee the third 
section was defeated by a vote of 26 to 0.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


After the transaction of routine business 
and the reference of several returns and 
papers to their properStanding Committees, 
Mr. Orton introduced a Bill to wind up in- 
solvent railway companies, 

Mr. Langeyin, in reply to Sir Richard 
Cartwright, announced that the Estimates 
would probably be brought down on Mon- 
day, but certainly on Tuesday at latest. 

The Minister of Marine submitted a 
resolution providing that the Imperial 
regulations respecting lights to be carried 
by fishing vessels be enforced till September 
first, but it was, at Mr, Blake's suggestion, 
amended so asto give the Government 
power from time to time to change the 
regulations without asking the concurrence 
of Parliament in each separate instance. 
The resolution was adopted in Committee 
of the Whole, reported tothe House, and 
embodied ina Bill, which was read a first 
time. 

The Peace Preservation Bill, known as 
the Blake Act, the Bill amending the law 
respecting documentary evidence in certain 
cases, and the Bill to correct a clerical 
error in the Act renewing the bank charters 
all Government measures, were read the 
third time and passed. 

Thereport of the Committee of the Whole 
on certain resolutions respecting the salaries 
of additional judges of the Queen’s Bench 
and Superior Court of the Province of Que- 
bec was concurred in and the Bill read the 
first time embodying the same, 

Mr. McDonald (Picton) moved the se- 
cond reading of the bill respecting prize- 
fighting. Tho bill was suggested by occur- 
rences of a disguating character which took 
place during last summer,in which persons 
from across the border sought to make the 
soil of Canada the scene of a disgraceful 
fight. The bill provided that any person 
who made or published a challenge should 
be liable to a tine of not less than $100 ; 
that whoever was one of the principals 
should be liable to imprisionment for not 
less than three and not more than twelve 
months ;that whoever was present at a 
fight should be punished, and that any per- 
son arrested as a principal who should prove 
that the fight was the result of a quarrel 
and nota fight for money, might, in the 
discretion of the magistrate, be discharged. 

After recess seyeral Private Kills were 
read the second time. Sir Uharles Tupper, 
in reply to Mr. Blake, said there was no 
correspondence oragreement between the 
Vominion and Quebec Governments re- 
specting the North Shore Railway. 

Mr. Blake moyed for correspondence, 
telegraphic or otherwise, on the subject of 
the rates to be charged on the Canada Paci- 
fic railway under the contract on the table. 

The motion was carried. 

The House adjourned at 10:20 p. m.

This eubject is now exciting much interest 
among American farmers, especially in the 
Eastern States. Thereis no question that 
green corn stalks, and other fodders, can be 
kept in silos, and that they are eaten with 
avidity by farm stock, when removed in the 

n state in midwinter. It is established 
that the ensilaging of fodder is practicable 
when it 1s desirable to get the greatest num- 
ber of tons of food from the smallest area of 
land. Stock feeding in a system of extensive 
farming calls for some such method of preser- 
ying fodder. Many important points in ea- 
silaging remain to be settled, and we caution 
one and all to not adopt the method largely 
until the whole ground has been thorouzhly 
canvassed. Those who have built silos and 
are now feeding their contents are enthusias- 
tic, but many of their statements are unin 
tentionally colored by their ardor. The item 
of cost is frequently distorted, and the state- 
ment of tons produced per acre is faulty, 
The superior value of the green fodder over 
the dry, of the same kind, is not so thorough- 
ly established by exact experiments as is de- 
sirable. Ono great need at present is a choap 
form of silo for a fow tons of fodder, easy of 
access, and suited to keep one cow. We en- 
joyed a recent conversation on this subject 
with a leading Connecticut tarmer who had 
the Cranberry fever a few years ago, and lost 
$30,000 by it. He said, “I am willing to 
look into this onsilage in the most thoror- 
ough manoner, and shall adopt it as soon as 
I see it is safe and profitable.” It is well 
for all to take the same course.—American 
Agriculturist for Feb. 1.

They were 
then tied with ropes made from the bed 
clothing, the revolvers were taken from their 
pockets and they were dragged to the cells 
and put inside. Tho convicts locked the 
guards in tho cells and then threw the koys 
away. 

The liberated men then went to the tailor 
shop where they se-uredeach a snit of civil- 
ian’s clothes. The next move was to scale 
tho walls with ladders, which was successfully 
accomplished, , 

Tho guards were not discovered in the cells 
until about nino o'clock, The convicts had 
then about two hours start. As soon ay dis- 
covered an alarm wasroundeland men ces- 
patched in all directions, 

They haye not yet been captured. The 
convicts picked their timato a nicety, as vo 
guards are around the place except the two 
who were attacked. There is considerable 
excitement in the city. 


A Horrible Death. 


Toronto papers contain acoounts of th» 
terrible death of a man named J.E. Atkinson, 
whose body was found twisted around a shaft 
in Oliver's saw mill on Saturday noon. Wh le 
adjasting a belt the key ot the driving pul- 
ley of the grindstone cau,bt ‘n hie smock at 
hie chest, and he was instantly whirle! 
around the sheft, his feet and arm 
striking the joist above at every revolution. 

The soene of the accident was one of th» 
most horrible, sickenng sights that could 
possibly be imagined ‘The body of the un- 
forimnate man, together with the belt, had 
been wound around a shaft that was revolving 
at the rato of three hundred revolutions per 
minute, his feet and arm striking the joist 
above at every turv. Both legs were torn to 
fragments as for asthe knee, one arm was 
torn off at the elbow, the other was wound 
around the shaft as though it had bee »a piece 
of cloth, and the clothes and body of the 
poor man were so wound around the shaft 
es to make ita work of great difficulty to 
remove them. ‘fhe head was not maimed 
more than that the lower jaw was 
crushed and broken. Pieces of flesh 
were lying scattered about the ground 
all over the immediate vicinity.. One of the 
feot was thrown about ten feet in ono direo- 
tion, the o'her about the same distance in an- 
other, and the arm was lying just below the 
suspended body, The ceiling above was spat- 
tered with blood, ag was the wall at the side, 
The deceased was a man of about 45 or 50 
yeara of aye, of most industrious and steady 
habits, and was well liked by his fellow-work- 
men. A wife and family of seven or eight 
children, two of whom are married, are left 
to mourn his less. 


Agrarian Outrages in‘ireland. 


Between January 1, 1880, and November 
30 of the same year, there were 1,718 cases of 
agrarian outrages reported to the police in 
Ireland ; of these 73 offenders were convict- 
ed, 117 offenders were made amenable but 
not convicted, 47 offenders are now awaiting 
trial, and in 1,481 cases offenders were 
neither conyicted nor made amenable, Of 
these offences eight were murders, and in two 
only the offenders were convicted; 176 wore 
cases of arson, and in no single case was a 
conviction obtoined ; and 85] wero cases of 
intimidation, only two offendera being con- 
victed. During 1880, according to a Parlia- 
mentary return issued on Saturday there 
were 10,557 persons evicted from their hold- 
ingsin Ireland. Of those 1,021 were read- 
mitted as tenants, and 4,996 were readmitted 
as caretakers. From another return just 
issued it appears that on the 3let December 
1880. there were 153 porsons in Ireland under 
personal police protection, and that 1,148 
persons were specially watche! over by 
police to protect them from outrage.

Secrerary or State's Rerort.—The 
aunual report of the Secretary of State for 
the Dominion has been presented. It ap- 
pears from this that the numbor of returns 
voted last session was 237, to which 177 
returns were made. During the year 18 
companies were incorporated under the 
Joint Stock Company's Act. The sum of 
$1,776 was received in fees by the depart- 
ment during the year. The receipts for 
the Canada Gazette show an increase of 
$136 over the previous year. The depart- 
mental printing and binding at contract 
rates cost $46,638 in 1879 and ’80 as 
against $48,926 in 1878 and ‘79. In ad- 
dition to this, work at other rates was 
executed to the amount of $2,822.

‘The Troops in Ireland, _ 


What tht lying Columns are to 
Do. 

_ When the Coercion Bill comes into opera, 
tion, noxt to the arros.s nothing will attract 
more attention than the “flying columns,” 
In 1867 the ‘‘flying columns’ were first or- 
ganized in Ireland to combat the isolated 
risings in the south and west. ‘Those who 
accompanied the troops recount anything but 
pleasant exderiencies, On the present occa. 
sion it is oxpeoted in military circles that the 
columns will receive orders to march imme- 
diately on tho passing of the Coercion Bill, 
and the 20th of this month has been named 
in high quarters as the probable date, Owing 
to the formalion of these columns and the in- 
troduction of fresh regiments into the country, 
unusual pressure Haanhaan put upon the mili- 
tary avthorities, Rarely has so much activity 
provailed in the various departmonts. Every 
available regiment has been drafted into the 
country, there being at this moment not leas 
than 27,000 well-drilled soldiers, comprising 
4,°00 cavalry, 2,500 artillery, 20,500 infantry 
with 40,500 horses and 70 guns. Tho force 
is principally distributed throughout the 
Provinces of Munster and Connaught. The 
difficulty of securing suitable accommoda- 
tions for such formidable numbers of men may 
easily bo imagined. Gaols, workhouses, 
and also other public institutions have 
been turned into temporary barracks, 
Dublin is bristling with bayonets, and 
now boasts that its garrison comprises o 
splendid division of 6,000 men, chiefly belong- 
ing to the English and Scotch regiments, Ths 
includes two battalions of the famous Foot 
Guards, Their uniforms are conspicuous in 
every thoroughfare, but notwithstanding their 
history they are very unpopular in the Irish 
metropolis, On the occasion of the last visit 
during the Fenian raid of 1867 they made 
themseives obnoxious. This is keenly remem- 
bered against the stalwart Euglishmen and 
Scotchmen, consequently numerous unpleasant 
encounters occur after nightfall in unfrequent- 
ed thoroughfares between the ‘‘Chuckies,” as 
they are called,and the roughs of the city. In 
order to increase the efficiency and mobility of 
the army in Ireland, flying columns, nine in 
number, have been organized, Two are as- 
sembled at Dublin, two in the Curragh Camp, 
one in Belfast, one in Cork,onein Fermoy,one 
in Limerick,and one in Athlone. The waggons 
which are to accompany the columns, have 
been packed, and the troops are ready 
to move at an hour’s notice. Each 
column is composed of one troop of cay- 
alry, one division of Royal horse artillery, 
with two guns,and four companies of infantry, 
each consisting of 200 non-commissioned offt 
cers and men,a detachment of RoyalEngineers 
and Sappers, a detachment of the army service 
corps, with four general service waggons, and 
a detachmant of the army hospital corps with 
an ambulance waggon. The waggons contain 
four days’ rations, biscuit and preserved meat 
for the men, and compressed forage for the 
horses, boxes, medical comforts, tents, blaukets, 
waterproof sheets, camp kettles, picket posts 
and ropes, lanterns and butchers’ implements, 
and tools for entrenching purposes. Seventy 
rounds of bali will be issued to the rank and 
file of the infantry and twenty to each infan- 
t y sergeant, while the cavalry and Royal 
Engineers will be served with 40 rounds per 
man. Of these quantities the Royal Engineers 
and infantry will carry with them 40 rounds, 
the cavalry 20, And the remainder will be 
stored in the waggonez. The functions of 
these columns are to move rapidly to any 
given spat at the shortest notice, thereby 
concentrating the strength of a powerfully- 
equipped force and keeping open the communi- 
cations which exist betweon the various iso- 
lated detachments, and thus prevent the 
possibility of a successful attack being made 
ona said point. It is proposed to billet the 
Officers and men during the night in the 
towns and villages through which their route 
is taken, but as a measure of precaution tents 
and appliances for encampment will be taken. 
The authorities maintain that when the Coer- 
cion Bill comes into operation there will be 
isolated disturbances which can only be 
quelled by the presence of an imposing miii- 
tary force. The quantities of arms which 
are known to bein the possession of the ex- 
citable peasantry enhance the danger of vio- 
lent armed opposition to the execution of the 
law.

THE MISSING STEAMER OUT FOR FORTY-SEVEN 
DAYS—NO PASSENGERS ON BOARD, 


Tho vessel sighted on the 8thinstant by the 
Johannes Roed within 200 miles of Queenstown 
is thought by the owners, Messre. Arkell, tu 
be the missing steamer Bristol City, whioh on 
Saturday last was forty five days overdue, 
She is two-masted, brigantine rigged, and 
might easily be mistaken for a schooner, 
Heavily laden with grain, sho was only sup- 
plied with coal for a short trip, and with 
either broken machiuery or the ranning out 
of her coal her passage would necessarily be a 
long one. Mr. Arkell refuses to believe that 
tho Bristol City has gone down, but admits 
that he \s extremely anxious about her, He 
believed, however, that the vessel seen was 
the Company’s missing steamer, and that she 
would bo heard from by Saturday last, if she 
does not meet exceptionally bad weather on 
tho Irish coast, where the spring ond fall 
storms are much more dreaded and much 
more disastrous thaa'those of the winter, The 
list of the crew and officersareon the other 
side, tho Compavy’s headquartors being at 
Bristol, and the names are not known in Now 
York, The steamer has no passengers,

CHILL AND PERU. 


The Recent Vecisive Victories Won 
by the Chilians. 


Particulars of the Capture of 
Lima, 

Passengors from the South Pacific state that 
on January 13th, at 4 o’clock a, m,, the 
Chilians under cover of a fog surpriced the 
Peruvians. They first attacked the Peruvian 
centre with the bayonet, The Peruvian right 
wing retired disordered to Chorillos. The 
left wing held its ground until outflanked by 
the third Chilian column, through which the 
Peravians were compelled to cut their way 
out to unite with the portion of the reserves 
occupying a strong position behind éarth works 
four miles trom Chorilloa, ‘This position was 
soon captured. It only remained for the 
battle of Miraflores to remove the last barrier 
to Lima, The defenders of Miraflores num- 
bored four thousand regulars and six thousand 
voung business men and property owners of 
Lima. They made a brave stand for tive 
hours, but were finally cut to pieces. Mira- 
flores and Chorillos and Larranes were burn- 
ed, Pierola, commander avd President of 
Pern, fled with an escort, and is now in the 
interior. He gave orders that if any Pera- 
vian officers in command of the ships desired 
to save them by flight they were privileged to 
do so. None made the attempt, and on the 
surrender of Lima tle ships were blowa up, 
with considerable loss, it is said, to the in- 
vaders. General La Cotara, commanding the 
Peravian reserve, was accused of treason and 
cowardice, and forced to take refuge in the 
British legation. The Chilians entered Lima 
without resistance and established a local 
government. The capitalis reported quiet 
and orderly, The Chinese quarter of Lima 
was burned by the populace on January 15.h, 
on the ground that the Chinese we:e enemies 
of the country.

The Murray Canal. 


The near approach of an election for 
Commons in East Northumberland has 
caused the Globe to become very much 
interested in proposed public works which 
affect in a particular degree the people of 
that constituency. As we have lately seen, 
the leading organ of the Opposition has 
become, temporarily at least, converted 
from opposition to the Trent Valley Canal 
project, to alukewarm supporter of the 
same, and now it comes out squarely in 

support of the Murray Canal. In its issue 
of the J4th inst, it has the following edi- 
torial article on the subject : 

“The New York State authorities seem 
to haye been thoroughly roused by their 
officials toa sense that the Erie Oanal in 
its present condition cannot compete for 
traffic with the improved Welland. It is 
probable, therefore, that the recommenda- 
tions of Mr. Seymour, the State Engineer, 
will be carried out—the banks of the canal 
raised, and the machinery for working lock 
gates much improved, In spite of all that 
the New Yorkers can do there is good rea 
son to believe that the Canadian route will 
take a large share of their trade ; but noth- 
ing should be left undone that may, at 
small cost, contribute materially to such 
aresult. Every point that can be scored 
for the Dominion should be made dur- 
ing the next few years, while the struggle 
to turn the trade into new channels will be 

going on. 

"Not to mention the improvements on 
the Welland Canal itself which have been 
lately suggested, the approaches from both 
east and west should be bettered, if money 
can be spared; and we infer that the 
Government sre in funds from Mr. Lange- 
yin’s alleged promise that the St. Peter's 
Channel debt shall be assumed by the Do- 
minion. If Montreal isto be thus favored 
at the general expense, works calculated to 
add tothe general prosperity should not 
be neglected. 

‘‘From the reports of the engineers con- 
cerning the Murray Canal, it would seem 
to be an enterprise of no small consequence 
to the Welland and St. Lawrence trades. 
The work would consist of a cutting about 
two miles long through the isthmus con- 
necting Prince Edward witb the mainland. 
Its completion would practically bring the 
head of St. Lawrence River navigation 
some70 miles farther west,and enable ves- 
sels to avoid the frequently dangerous navyi- 
gation off the vicinity of, Long Point. As 
many upward-bound vessels are detained 
by storms each season at the foot of Lake 
Ontario in South Bay, the Murray anal 
would much facilitate navigation. Not only 
80, but it would furnish the important min- 
eral and other local traffic centering at 
Belleville with a short cut to lake water. 

“The estimated cost of the work was 
$860,000 some years ago, but the improve- 
ments in dredging machinery and blasting 
apparatus that have since been made would 
perhapsenable it to be done for less money. 
Tf consideration for the interests of alj 
points on the lakes and on the St.Lawrence 
toute does not warrant the Ottawa Goyern- 
ment in making a sufficient appropriation 
to complete the work, it m&y be remarked 
that there is another point in its favor, 
Years ago a tract of land was reserved for 
the supply of fundsfor the canal, which 
tract was afterwards sold to settlers. The 
Government of old Canada had therefore 
received funds before the Confederation 
was formed which had been intended for 
the canal, and thoir obligation to do the 
work was transferred to the Dominion Goy- 
ernment. In these circumstances it might 
be well for the general Legislature to in 
quire as to the proper course of action re- 
garding the Murray Canal, and-if found 
necessary to the improvement of the 
through route it should not be neglected 
for another season.” 

Had the Globe spoken as strongly in fayor 
of this project when its friends were in 
power, and when its dying so would have 
had much more weight than it can be ex- 
pected to have under present circumstances, 

we should have accepted its assistance in 
the matter with much more pleasure than 
it now affords us. Our contemporary’s 
sneer as to the Government being in funds 
at present, is ill-timed, ay it brings ap 
momorios of tho fact that during Mr. Mac- 
kenzie’s regime the funds were not to bo had 
for minor public works, and annual defi- 
clencies were the result of Sir Richard 
Oartwright’s blundering financiering. The 
Globe's arguments in favor of the work are, 
however, fairly put, and wo have no donbt 
that the Government will act with perfect 
fairness in the premises. They havo al. 
ready shown, by tho visit of Ministers to 
the site of the proposed canal, by thoir 
utterances on the subject, and by their re- 
survey of the route, all of which took place 
when no election was in prospect, that they 
are fully alive to the importance of the

Judgment was delivered in the Supreme Court 
yestorday at Ottawa, in the Bellechasse and 
Uharlevoix contested election cases, The sitting 
members, Messrs. Lurue and Terreault, were 
both unseated, and new elections will probably 
be ordered at once. 


The peculiarity in these references to 
the decisions of the court, is that the reader 
is left in ignorance of the fact that the 
Conservatiye member for Charlevoix was 
unseated on account of bribery by an agent 
and not from any misconduct of his own, 
and is therefore qualified to run again, 
while the Rouge member for Bellechasse 
was not only unseated, but disqualified for 
seven years for personal bribery and ocor- 
ruption of the worst kind, and is therefore 
unable to contestan election or vote for 
seven long years, Why was this fact with- 
held from the readers of these journals?

the moat terrific snow-storm of the season. 
Tn Kansas, Minnesota and Wisconsin, a 
snow-storm commenced onthe 11th and 
continued to rage for forty-eight hours. It 
was what is known in the North-West as a 
blizzard and as the snow fall was heavy, all 
the Railways are blockaded, and there is 
great distress and suffering in consequence, 


At Milwaukee the storm was the heaviest 


ever known, completely blockading the 
streets, and causing a total suspension of 
business. 


THe Risino or roe Warers,—The dea- 
truction of property by the floods in the 
United States is something terrible. The 
loss is reckoned by millions, At Toledo, 
Ohio, several schooners and steamers were 
carried away with the ice. The Railway 


Beret Was under water, as was a consider- 
able 


Portion of the city. A largo quantity 
of lumber was washed away. The Canada 
Southern Railway bridge at Monroe, Mich., 
was carried away and the lower part of the 
city inundated. At Washington the flood 
has been the worst ever experienced. A 
portion of the Long Bridge over the Poto- 
mac had been swept away. Great difficulty 
was ©xperienced in crossing from the city 
to South Washington, the water being in 
some places four or five feet deep. Great 
damage has been done along the wharves 
at Georgetown. In various parts of Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Now York, Ohio 
Michigan and Illinois, the reports come of 
wholesale destruction of bridges, wide 
stretches of country under water,towns and 
cities inundated, people fleeing from thoir 
dwellings aud consequent suffering and 
misery. Such floods, covering such a wide 
extent of country, have not been heard of 
in many years,

ARCHIBALD FORBES. 


What he Knows about * The Inner 
Life of a War Correspondent.” 
Tho City Hall was fillod lest ovoning with 

a large and intelligent audience, assomblod to 
too and hear the man who probably possosses 
in o larger measure those qualities which go 
to form a successful war correspondent thau 
have avy who have followed that calling 
Che reception which Mr, Forbes received 
from the audience, and the sympathy and 
appreciation shown by thom SBroyROOn S AaD 
have boon gratifying to Mr. Forbes, acous 
tomed though ho is to appearing before largo 
and enthusiastic audiences, At 8 o'vlock Mr. 
Forbes appeared on the platform, and was in 
troduced to the audionce, in a few well chosen 
romarks, by Rev. Mr, MoLean, President of 
the Belleville Mechanics’ Institute, undor 
whoso auepices the lecture was delivered, Mr, 
Forbes beara in his face the marks of the char- 
aotoristics which h ve made him tho prince 
of war correspondents, It is a face that 
denotes force of character, indomitable will, 
keen and quick p reeption, and dauntloss 
courage, Humor also twinklos in his keen 
gray oyes, His figuro is tell and muscular, 
almost burly, and as he stands before his 
audience he looks every inch a soldier, In 
short ho is a man whom one would naturally 
turn to look aftor if ono saw him for the firat 
time in a crowded street, 

He began his lecture, the subject of which 
was “Tho Inner Life of » War Correspon- 
dent,” by describing tho characteristics 
which distinguish tho idoal war-correspon- 
dont, He drow such a glowing porkeals of 
such a man, representing him as being poss- 
eased of such almost super-human qualitics of 
character that the audience could not but 
acquiesce in his half-jesting remark at tho 
close of his description, ‘‘Alas, therg novor 
was such a man and never will be!” ‘Julius 
Cesar,” ho said, ‘would have mado a capital 
war-correspondent, ifhe could have drawo 
himeelf away from the meaner avocations of 
conquering armies and ruling nations, But 
the first Napoleon would have eclipsed either 
Cesar or any other man in history that I 
know of. Ho would have knocked Wm. 
Howard Russell into a cooked hat—that is, 
if he could have been induced to tell the 
truth occasionally.” The difficulties and 
dangers of war-correspondents, he said, are 
far greater now than they vsed to be. They 
lave to carry their livesintheir hands now 
more than they used to. The introduc- 
tion into modern warfare of heavy artillery 
that carries shot and shell 7 miles, of light 
field pieces that carry 4 miles, and of rifles 
that send a ball 2 miles, and then ‘kill with- 
out benofit of clergy,” have mado the war- 
correspondent’s ayocation one which would 
not be a pleasant one to timid people. The 
percentage of deaths among correspondenta 
is much higher than among fighting men, 
Out of 12 correspondents in the Kusso-Turk- 
ish war, 3 were killed and 4 wounded. An- 
other fact which had been instrumental in re 
volutionizing war-correspondence within his 
memory was, he said, the use of the electric 
telegraph in dispatehiog fyll particulars of 
battles and movements, Although he was a 
disciple of the new school of war correspond- 
ence, he did not claim to be its founder, That 
honor rightly belongedto Mr. Moncure D. 
Conway, an American, Mr. Forbes gave a 
description of his first meeting with Conway, 
which was in this wise; It was at the battle 
of Gravelotte, duriog the Franco-Prussian 
war. He came across Mr. Conway, who had 

ot stuck in the mud ofa river, and was in 

lange of being smothered. A companion, 

Marat Halstead, was doing his best to pull 

himont He(Mr, F.) lent a hand and _ be- 

twern the two of them they extricated him, 
scraped the mud off him and left him on the 
bank of the river to dry in the sun. Mr, 

Conway wrote a full and splendid account of 

the great battle that same day, The lectur.r 
then proceeded to give an account of the 
tricks which rival correspondents use to 
deceive and get the better of each other, relat- 
ing how, after some great event curing the 
Franco-Prussian war, Heny G. Skinner and 
Dr. Russeil tried to impose on each other, 
each one wishing to get away to England tirst, 
and how their intrigues ended by their both 
going home together. Mr. Forbes then spoke 
of his entrance into Laris after ths capitula- 
tion. He was, he said, the first man who 
brought food into the city after the siege. He 
brooght it in a knapsack on his back, and 
it consisted of five pounds ofham This was 
almost worth ita weight in gold to his friends 
within the wells, whom he found regaling 
themselves on horse-flesh, followed by a 
ragout of dog, and a sort of dark paste, half 
of which was sand. ‘The day after he enter- 
ed he rode back to Carlsruhe in Ger- 
many, and from there telegraphed a doscrip- 
tion of the city, four columns in length, 
to the Daily News, and then rode back to 
Paris. He was in that city within 48 hours 
after starting, and in that time had accom- 
plished 500 miles of s journey, ani furnished 
the first account of the condition of the fallen 
city to the English public. Some of the 
rival correspon lenia in Paris, who had not 
yet dispatched their accounts, and who, when 
he arrived trom Carleruhe, thought taat he 
had just entered the city, and were conse- 
quently chaffiog him on his dilatorineas, read 
the following day, with horror, a full deserip- 
tion of the city in the Daily News. Whey 
were facetious n0 longer, Paris, daring the 
reign of the Commune, he said, was fer more 
dangerous and terrible thin a field cf battle, 
He wason one occasion mistaken by a Par- 
isian mob fora German spy, aud was almost 
killed by them before he was resoued by a 
detachment of the National Guard, Daring 
this terrible time men aad women were shot 
down ‘nthe streets like dogs ‘hers teamed 
to be au universal craze for blood among tie 
populace. Men would shoot you first and 
apologize to your corpse afterwards, On one 
occasion he was in company with one or two 
others, set up against a wall to be shot, and 
would undoubtedly have been killed a few 
seconds later hid not a general officer ridden 
up at the time and recognized and roscued 

im. 

Mr. Forbos then referred ia terms of high 
eulogy and deop feeling to his old companion, 
Mr. MacGahan, and of his bold ride to Khiva 
in compeny with the Russian expedition. Af. 
ter relating some of his experiences as a cor- 
respondent during the Servian War ( in the 
course of which he eaid that after riding hard 
from ths front to Belgrade and writing off hia 
despatches, he slept without a break for 20 
hours), he brought bis narration down to the 
Russo-Tarkish war, It was necessary, he said, 
for a correspondent to be particularly careful 
that ho was properly authorized to Appear at 
the front; if he did not have the required 
authorization, he would be almost certain to 
find himself a prisoner. Ho had himself been 
arrested for being a spy in Frauce, Spain, Ser- 
via, Austria, Hungary, Roumania and Bulgar- 
ia, and hoe hae ait life in none of these 
countries a thing to be very eagerly longed 
for. , The Russian authoritice, he ana one 
fair in their treatment towards correspondents. 
There was a cortain colonel at head-quarters 
whose duty it was to read all the letters of all 
the correspondents of all the papors represented 
at tho seat of war, and it was a wonder that 
poor officer was not driven insane, or how he 
escaped suicide. Each correspondent was 
obliged to wear a braes badgo on his arm to 
distinguish him, aud they were all numbered 
like ticket porters, The French correspon- 
dents rebelled against this badge, and a more 
ornate one was provided for them to suit their 
fastidious taste, 

The lecturer then gave a vivid desoription 
of a night attack ona Turkish stronghold on 
the bank of the Danubo, near Sistova, tho 
Russian troops crossing the river in open 
boats in the teeth of a deadly fire, Tho Ape 
cription was listened to with oager ot ontion, 
and on its conclusion was rewarded with a 
loud buret of applause, Mr. Fo.bes thon 
favo « humorous account of his domestic ox- 
perionces with Frod Villiors, the artist of tho 
London Graphic, The weak point in Villiers’ 
charactor was that ho considored it added to 
his martial aspect to go to bed with his spura 
on; the strong point in hia character was hia 
Sy petite. Villier’s Servian servant Andreas

An+ 
other gentleman got a fair increase of $200 
more per annum, and still another gentleman 
$200 per annum, and further yet, some seven 
or eight officials received additions to their 
salaries, all in 1880; and what will appear 
most strange is this, that each ard every one 
of these augmentations was confined to the 
Protestant portion of the gentlemen employed 
at the ‘l’oronto Custom House,” And adds: 
“*Giyiag the names of the recipients would 
appear invidious, and as perhaps the 
favors thus conferred were worthily de- 
served I omit that portion of the case.” If 
the correspondent had given the names of the 
lucky officials, and the length of time they 
had been inthe Customs, he would have 
proved conclusively to the readers of his letter 
that not only was there no ‘‘favoritism” 
shown in increasing their salaries, but that 
the present Minister of Customshas only done 
tardy justice to doserving officials who were 
conveniently overlooked when ‘‘Fair Play's ” 
political friends were in power. 5 

Mr. McLain recsived $400 of an increase 
when he was appointed Chief Clerk ; but yet 
his salary is $300 short ot that paid his prede- 
cessor, Mr, Scanlau, a subordinate clerk, 
receives a salary equal to that of the Chief 
Clerk, , 

Mr. Baker, appraiser, received an advance 
of $200. His salary, even now, islower than 
that of the other appraisers, 

Mr. J. B. Fleming also received an increase 
of $200—but only after nine years’ seryice, 
and on being appointed Assistant Cashier. 
Compare his salary with that of Mr, Gould- 
ing, who has been in receipt of $1,000 per 
annum since he entered the service fiye years 
ago, 

It is true that, in addition to the foregoing, 
seven or eight officiala received an increase 
during the past year, Who werothey? Let 
us sce: Messra. Jardine, Cowan, and Moffatt 
had added to their salaries $100 per annum, 
the amount unjustly taken off by tho late 
Administration ; anid this is the only increase 
—if such it can be called—these oflicera have 
received in eight years, Messrs. Douglas, 
Fleming and Baxter received an increase of 
$10) per annum during the Mackenzie regime, 
and ap additional $100 last July. Messrs. 
Goulding, Cameron and Heakes were appoint 
ed by a Reform Government at salariou groat- 
or than those now paid to clerkg who have 
been eight or nine years in the service, Can 
our contemporary, or its correspondent, in the 
foce of the foregoing, justly condemn the 
polioy of the ‘Orange Tory” party for its 
action in the premises? 4 

Wo think wo have shown conclusively that 
no injustice has been done to any Custom 
House officer at this port, cither on account 
of his political leanings or religious beliof; 
avd that ‘Fair Play,” who has studiously

TAILS OF THE DISASTER—THE FIGHT

In the battlo of Laing’s Nek it seems, from 
all accounts, that the Boers fought well and 
desperately, The 58th pressed so closely u 
to them that tor a time it was almost a fon 
to-hand fight, The officers and sergeants round 
the colors were all shot down,and the troops 
recoiling, the colors were for a moment in the 
hands of the Boers. The 58th then rallied, 
and, with a fierce rssh recaptured the colors 
at tho point of the bayonet. It is said that 
the Bours butchered all the wounded, shoot- 
ing them through the head as they lay. 
Forty Boers were killed at the point to which 
the British troops penetrated, The Colonel, 
Deane, and several other officers were killed, 

It was aon the 58th that the brunt of the 
fighting fell, and they have lost, in killed, 
wounded, and missing, a hundred and eighty 
men, The attacking party numbered five 
hundred altogether, The officers suffered 
heavily, the Boer marksmen siogling them 
out. 

There was a truce to bury the dead. 

‘the soer loss is not known, but is compara- 
tively small, as they were ander cover until 
the troops gained the top of the Nek. 

General Colley says :—We moved cut with 
870 infantry of the 58th and 60th, and the 
Naval Brigade, and 170 mounted troops and 
six guns. The main attack was made on the 
spur on the left of the enemy's position by 
five companies of the 58th, supported by the 
mounted troops and artillery. The 58th was 
checked by a heavy fire at the steep shoulder 
of this ridge, and aftera gallant und nearly 
successful charge, in which Colonel Deane, 
commanding the attack, and all the staff and 
mounted officers were shot down, were driven 
down the hill. A flank charge of the mount- 
ed troops was also repulsed by the heavy fire. 
Latest news from the front shows that 
the repulse was asevere one, The position 
attacked was exceedingly strong, and large 
boulders were scattered over the dongas, 
affording perfect cover. Artillery consequently 
failed to shake the enemy. The British troops 
advanced steadily, driving the enemy’s skir- 
mishers before them, When half way up the 
hill they were assailed by a deadly fire from 
both flanks from hidden foes. The Boers 
being skilful marksmen. every shot told. The 
officers were picked off before the ciitical 
moment arrived, The soldiers fought well, 
but their ammunition was expended; the 
supports did not reach them, and they were 
forced to retire. The Boers rushed from their 
hiding places, following the troops close to the 
camp, It is ascertained that the number of 
killed, wounded, and missing amounts to one 
fourth of the whole force under General 
Colley’s command, The position of the Bri- 
tish at latest accounts was said to be strong, 
its only weakness consisting in the fact that 
it was difficult to graze cattle with a numer- 
ous enemy swarmiog round. 

An eye-witness states that the Boers 
butchered the wounded, shooting them in the 
head as they lay. It the 53th bad been sup- 
ported by another thousand men the position 
would have been taken and the Berg cleared. 
Forty Boers fell close to the English lines. 
Their loss further up hill, through shell, etc., 
is stated to have been over 500, One shell 
killed five menin one group. The rockets 
had not fair play, owing to the huge boulders 
scattered about the spot. After his failure to 
take the position General Colley sent out a 
flag of truce, asking for time to bury the 
dead» The prop was accepted, and both 
parties proceeded to the task, 

One British surgeon attended a Boer who 
was wounded, and is said t> have been de- 
tained. It is reported that the Triumvirate 
demand a copy of the declaration describing 
Captain Elliott’s murder, and say that if the 
facts are as stated the guilty persons snall be 
punished with the utmost rigor.

Bulls Before the Legislature. 


There are a large number of Bills before 
the Legislature for the purpose of amend- 
ing the Municipal Act, and whilst nota 
few of them are for merely local purposes, 
to meet certain circumstances peculiar to 
some locality, there are others which are 
of importance and deserving of careful con- 
sideration. 

CONSTITUTION OF COUNTY COUNCILS. 

One of the important class of Bills is 
that introduced by the late Dr. Harkin, which 
proposes toenactas follows: That each Muni. 
cipal Council under the jurisdiction of a 
County Council shall consist of one Reeve 
and four Councillors,to be elected annually; 
the County Council to consist of the Reeves 
ofthe various municipalities within the 
County ; the Reeve of each municipality 
to have a yote equal to the whole number 
of electors on the last revised list of voters 
for municipal purposes for his municipality; 
and finally no Reeve shall be entitled to 
take his seat in the County Council or to 
take any part in its proceedings until he 
has filed with the County Olerk or person 
acting for him, a certified copy of the last 
revised voters list for the municipality 
which he represents. 


Owing to the sudden and lamented death 
of the gentleman who introduced this mea- 
“sure, it will fall to the ground unless some 
other member takes it up; and this ought 
to be done, asthe Bill contains proposals 
which are worthy of the most careful con 
sideration. The chief of those merits 
would be the very large reduction of ex- 
penditure which would take place under it. 
its effect in the County of Hastings would 
be to reduce the number of Councillors by 
twelve, namely by taking two representa” 
tives each from Sidney, Thurlow, Tyendi- 
naga and Hungerford, and one each from 
Rawdon, Huntingdon, Madoc Township 
and the Town of Trenton. Three sessions 
of the County Council are heldin each 
gear in this County, and as each Council- 
lor receives $3 per day and every session 
continues for five days, the saving would 
thus be $540 a year in Councillors, pay, to 
which the amount paid for mileage would 
add probably $100 more. The other ap- 
parent advantages of the Act would be to 
decide all questions upon the strict basis of 
representation by population, The objec- 
tions most apparent are that the minority, 
which has at present a partial representa- 
tion in some of those townships which re- 
turn more than one member to the Vounty 
Council, will be deprived of that repre. 
sentation, and that the power of the 
Reeves would be unduly extended. To 
these objections, howevor, it may be ro. 
plied that represeatation of minorities is 
not provided for in Parliament and that it 
would cause greater care on tho part of the 
people in the selection of their representa- 
tives in the County Council than isin some 
cases under the preaent system exercised, 
We hope that the subject will be at all 
evonts folly discussed in tho House. 
SNOW ¥ENCES. 

Mr. Ross has introduced a Bill which 
proposes te give to Municipal Councils 
somowhat arbitrary, but what exporience 
has shown to be noceasary, powers in ro- 
gard to fences which create snow drifts on 
public bighwoys, It authorizes my. 
nicipalities to require ownern of fences 
which cause drifts to remove them, and to 
compensate for the taking down, alteration 
or removal of such fences. In case of re.

The interests 
of the people of this city and district have 
thus, for the time, received a fair and 
practical recognition, and we heartily con- 
gratulate them on the fact. That this re- 
sult is in a large measure due to the efforts 
of the Minister of Oustoms there can be 
no doubt, as he it was who induced the 
Ministers of Finance and of Railways and 
Canals to visit this part of the country last 
year and to see for themselves and to learn 
from personal interviews with the inhabi- 
tants of the district, what their require- 
ments really are. 

The promises of Ministers in regard to 
the various works above referred to have 
been faithfully kept, and whilst the vote 
for Belleville harbor is, under the circum~ 
stances, 8 very liberal one, we regard as 
most importance of all the vote of $25,000 
towards the construction pf the Murray 
Canal, The fact that work is to be 
commenced .on this long-delayed yot 
much needed and highly important 
enterprise, which successive Govern- 
ments had for many years past eithercoldly 
neglected or were unable to deal with prac- 
tically, will be particularly gratifying tothe 
people of all the Uounties bordering on the 
bay, and by owners of vessels trading on 
Lake Ontario, The time is now ripe for 
its construction,owing to the near approach 
to completion of the new Welland Oanal, 
and the Goyernment, wisely recognizing 
the fact that the Murray Canal will form 
an important link in the great chain of 
water communication, haye undertaken to 
carry out the project. It is thus rendered 
certain that the trade in the shipment 
hence of Iron ore and of freight bound 
westward will be afforded ample facilities, 
and it is now, therefore, incumbent on the 
Ontario Government to assist in developing 
the trade in iron ore by granting ao liberal 
sum in aid of the contemplated extension of 
the Madoc branch of the Grand Junction 
Railway, 

_ The appropriation of$15,000 for theerec- 
tion of the public buildings, eyidently 
means that work will be proceeded with and 
well advanced towards completion by the 
close of the present season. The old build- 
ing which has so long stood on the site which 
has been purchased, will be removed with- 
in a few days, and we may expect that so 
soon a3 Parliament has passed the sum to 
be voted, tenders will be called for and the

Dominion Parliament 


THIRD SESSION—FOURTH PARLIAMENT, 


Orrawa, Feb. 15, 1881. 


After routine business, the Estimates (a 
summary of which will be found in another 
colump) for the fiscal year ending July 30th 
1882, and supplementary estimates for the 
current fiscal year, were brought down by 
the Governor General’s message. 

The Usher of the Black Rod summoned, 
on behalf of the Governor General, the at- 
tondance of the Commons in the Sonate, 
when His Excellency sanctioned the Paci- 
fic Railway Bill, 

After the members returned Sir Albert 
Smith introduced the Moncton Harbor 
Improvement Bill, and Mr. Platt a Bill to 
incorporate the Don River Improvement 
Company. 

On the third reading of the Government 
Bill to amend the General Inspection Act 
of 1874, which amendment relates to in- 
spection fees on smoked herrings, Mr. Gil- 
mor moved an amendment to the effect that 
a net inspection be optional. Mr, Blake 
and other Opposition members spoke in 
favor of theamendment. The amendment 
was lost on a yote of 113 nays to 42 yeas ; 
majority’ against, 71. Tho Bill was read 
a third time on the same diyision. 

The Bill to amend the Patent Act of 1872 
was read a second time after considerable 
discussfon, 

Mr, Boultbee moved the second readivg 
of the Bill to amend the Canada Temper- 
ance Act or the Scott Act. Mr. Boultbee 
supported his motion in a lengthy speech. 
Mr. Ogden, who followed, moved the six 
months’ hoist. Messrs. Ross (Middlesex), 
Longley, Mills, Blake, Tilley, and Hunt- 
ington supported the six months’ hoist, and 
Messrs. White (Cardwell), Anglin, Banner- 
man, Strange, and Plumb the main motion. 
The amendment was carried by 82 yeas to 
54 nays ; majority for, 28.

we jadge stocks are getting pretty well 
thinned out inthe more important d stricts 
of the state; some reporting eupplies cven 
lighter than this time last year, when, it will 
be remembered, fears wero entertawed in 
some quarters that we would not have hops 
enough tocarry us down to the new orop.

EDWARD HAROLD HEMING, 


How He Met Mis Death in Chicago 
atthe Hands of His Friend. 


(Chicago Times, ) 


**My God! I've killod my best friend,” 
was the agonized ory of a young man as ho 
ran out of No, 429 West Washington-street 
and sped across the way into the office of Dr. 
J. P. Rows, The physician hastened back 
with him, and was pilotelto a room on the 
third floor, where a small knot of poraons 
was gathorod around the prostrate form of a 
young man who was breathing heavily, while 
the lif--blood welled out of a ragged holo in 
his head just above tho rightear, Onoglance 
was sufficient to convince the doctor that 
nothing could be dono to save his Jife, and he 
immediately informed those standing about 
that there was no hope. ven while ho spoke 
there came a sudden spasm, 

A GASP UR TWo, 

and the young man was dead. His name was 
Edward Harold Hemming ; ho was the son 
of a gentleman well known at his home in 
Hamilton, Ont., and he was here visiting 
Charles J. Smith, a former chum, Smith 
and he had been together all day, and just 
after supper had goneup tothe former's 
room—the one in which he expired, They 
had not beon in there above ten or fifteen 
minutes when a deafening report was heard 
all over the hoase,and a moment later Smith, 
almost crazy with excitement, ran into the 
hall, down the astsirs, and across the street, 
as detailed, Upon the announcement of 
Hemming’s death Smith’s grief was uncon: 
trollable, He paced tho halls, covering his 
face with his hands, and 


SUBBING LIKE A CHILD, 


and when, a half hour later, Officers Ringrose 
and Dillon, from the West Lake-street Sta- 
tion, arrived and told him that he wonld 
have to accompany them, he went willingly. 
At the station he was takeninto Lieutenant 
Keating's room and asked for a complete 
story of just how the accident occurred. 
Oalming himself as mach as possible, he gave 
the following account of the sad affair :— 


‘Harold and I have been acquainted three 
years on the 23rd of May next, having first 
met at Hamilton, where he etopped for a 
short time at the house next to ours. We 
became great friends, hunting, driving and 
walking together—in fact, we were chums. 
On December 10th Icame to Chicago, and 
went to work in the audit office of the Chi- 
cago and Alton Railroad, writing to Harold 
soon after my arrival to come and see me the 
firat chence he got, On Thureday last he ar- 
rived, and came to stop with me at Mrs. 
Reid’s boarding-houss on Washington street, 
and since his arrival we have been out seeing 
the city. Among other places visited were 
the Academy and McVicker’s, seeing ‘‘Nug- 
gets” in the one and ‘‘M’liss” at the other. 
Yesterday Harald, John Wilkinson, another 
young man from Hamilton, and 1 were out 
walking, ani when supper-time came Jobn 
went to his stopping place, at No, 52 Ada 
street, and Haroldand I went to supper. 
We finished the meal about 7 o'clock, and 
then went up to our room, where we sat 
down. Harold having spoke tome about a 
pistol he had just received from New York, 
T asked him if he wouldn’t get it out and let 
me seo it. He took the weapon from his 
valise, and then, for fear some accident 
might ocour, we

from tho cylinder, leaving it completely 
«mpty. I examined it, and he showed me how 
it worked—it is a St SY op 
urged me to got one like it. We then replac- 
ed the cartridges, there beiog four good ones 
and ashell. This latterwe were gareful to place 
directly under the hammer, at least I asked 
him if he was sure it was all right, and he 
answered bytaking the pistol, moving the 
cylinder until the empty shell lay next to the 
one under the hammer, and then snapped it, 
Of course, the shell being empty, there was 
no explosion, He then handed it to me, and 
Isat onthe edgaof the bed with it in my 
hand, while he sat close by, to my left, on a 
chair. Asis tthereI thought of the plays 
we had seen, and, throwing my arms aronnd 
his neck [ said: ‘ Wouldn’t it be rough, Har- 
old, if we lived out west there, where a man 
doesn’t know what moment may be his last ? 
Just then—I don’t know how—thepistol went 
off, and I saw the

the side of his head, while he dropped back 
into the chair, Hecouldn’t speak ; but when 
Teaid, ‘Harold, Harold, you know I didn’t 
mean to,’ he nedded his head, and I ran out 
after Dr. Ross. J 

This fidished his story, which had been in- 
terrupted by freqnent bursts of grief, when 
the young man would throw his head on his 
arms and cry: ‘‘Oh! Harold, Harold! My 
boy, I’ve killed you. My God, have pity!” 
At the olose of the interview he was taken 
down stairs and locked up to await the action 
of the coroner’s jury. He is 19 years of age, 
while his friend was just 20, The dead youth 
was employed by his uncle, Mr. Morgan, 
is hie steamship ticket office at Hamilton. 
His parents lived in Hamilton, where his 
father manages the business of Lowry, the 
pork merchant. He was an excellent, pleas- 
ant and handsomo young fellow, and has a 
large circle of friends in Canada to whom the 
annoyncement of his sudden death will be a 
heavy blow. At the sceno of the accident 
the enquirers|found much sympathy for young 
Mr, Smith, it boing said that it was pretty 
hard on a fellcw to kill his friond that way. 
It was 80 sudden and awful. Heming, they 
axid, was going to St, Louis the next morning, 
and had written and mailed a letter to his 
parents only just before supper. He and 
Smith were exceedingly fond of each other, 
and were always together.

An Hnsilage Discussion. 

There was an intoresting discussion at the 
Farmers’ Club the other day on the subject 
of ensilage. The speakers were William 
Crozier, Dr. Aeath, L. $8, Hardin, Dr. E. 
Parmly and Prof. Boynton. From what 
‘was said on both sides we gather the follow- 
ing deductions: At the time of feeding on- 
silage it may have reached one of three stages 
of fermentation, saccharine, alcoholic or vine- 
par (we purposely avoid those technical terms 
of thuadering sound). Atany one of these 
stages the feed is highly acceptable to the 
cow. She is not only fond of sweetmeats but 
of stimulants. The first, or sugar stage, is of 
great value for making milk and fat; the 
second creates a blubber fat and thin milk not 
altogether desirable, while the third stage 
creates a dronkard’s blost, and while the im- 
mediate effect appears favorable a lengthened 
trial is neseasary to determine its real usefal- 
ness or injuriousness. Dr. Hoath was for en- 
silage first, last and all the time. Dr. Parmly 
was of the opinion he couli make a mixed 
feed, using well cured corn fodder, that was 
fally as economical and useful as ensilage. 
Professor Soyaton could ses great chemical 
danger mit. William Crozier and L.S, Hardin 
were sure the estimated oost, $2a ton, was 
far, very far below the real cost of raising and 
putting the ensilagein the silos. They both 
seemed to think the great benefit derived from 
ensilage as reported through the papers came 
from the additional bran, corn-meal and oil- 
meal this mode of feeding had introduced to 
the ensilage stables ; that corn fodder, cut at 
tho proper stage of growth and stacked in the 
field and there left unt:1 needed in the winter, 
if properly manipulat d with bran, meal and 
oil-meal, and thorooghlytwetted, would have 
an equally good effect upon the herd with en 
silage, aud at about one-half the cost of the 
latter, the expense saved being the cost of the 
silo, hauling so many tons of water trom the 
field, putting this heavy materialin the silo 
and taking it out again, using horses and men 
in summer when the labor,of hands and horses 
were so much higher than in winter, thus 
demanding extra help when the regular help 
could do the work in winter. Mr. Hardin 
thro’ that ensilage would ultimately haveabout 
the same effect upon milk cows as distillery 
slop, which wauld not be hurtful if fed in 

roper proportions with mealand dry feed. 

@ was more skeptical upon its economy than 
its hurtfulness,

can he safely concluded whether to adopt this

The day of sale was dark and 
dreary. Tho totel receipts wore $10,550, an 
average of about $350. ‘There is no moye 
fascinating industry in this world than raising 
horses if the surplus stock can only be diz 
posed of at a profit.—Dairyman.

The St. Peter's Channel. 


The Globe blunders terribly 4 in saying 
that the Dominion Government, in indicat- 
ing that they will assume the debt incurred 
by the Montreal Harbor Commission for 
the opening of tho channel in Lake St. 

Peter, are attempting to bribe Montreal. 
If so, Mr. Mackenzie must in 1877 have 
been equally desirous of bribing the com- 
mercial capital—which isa fact that the 
Globe, in yiew of the discredit which would 
thereby be cast upon the party, will hardly 
be prepared to stand by. Ina speech be- 
fore the Harbor Uommiassioners of Mont- 
real in 1877, Mr. Mackenzie (then Premier 
and Minister of Public Works) said ; 

“ He need hardly.tell them with what inter- 
est, extreme interest, the Government of the day 
fooked upon the improvements that wer» being 
made in the harbor S aera a acs 

- gource rosperi the coun! ‘or 

not eect ee uieh reaped a benefit, bat 

the whole of the Vominion, and they had to look 

towards an increase of commerce in order to se- 
cure it,” 

“* What the Government had to do was to see 
that the river was in such a state that it could 
be navigated with safety, and permit of the en- 
trance of the largest vessels afloat.” 

Mr. Mackenzie, in office, was thus com- 
mitted to the same course as is the present 
Government. That he held the same opin- 

ions out of office, is shown by the following 
correspondence which took place last year 
between that gentleman and Mr. Thomas 
Cramp—a leading member of his party in 
Montreal. Mr. Oramp addressed to Mr, 
Mackenzie the following letter : 
‘* Monrreat, April 26, 1880. 

“Dear S1z,—You mentioned to me a few neve 
since that some of the western members of the 
commercial deputation had called on you respect- 

their memorial resolutions about the canal 

and other matters, and that you had said, 
one of the most pract cal measures of relief was 
the Government's assumption of the Lake St. 
Peter debt, in which policy yourself and friends 
were guite willing to concur. Some ipo here 
are noy saying that you will not do this, but, on 
the contrary, they expect that opposition from 
hs will be a ey in the way.

Indeed, one of the objects in 
leepening the river was to cultivate a through 
ocean trade with the lakes. I do not think, I

THE LAND LEAGUE DOOMED. 

The United States press in general 
toadies to the Fenian element in that 
country, but the Oswego Times is a notable 
exception to this rule. In a recent issue 
the journal named speaks the following 
truths in regard to the land leaguers’ posi- 
tion and actions; ‘‘ Pretty plainly the land 
league has had its day in Ireland. There 
is less of boycotting than there was and 
the tenants are again paying rent.

What does 
the prestige of Parnell amount to, dom- 
iciled either in Paris or America? There 
is a lack of brain and nerve on the part of 
these self-constituted leaders pitiful to wit- 
ness, Their atatesmanship has tended to 
antagonize the party in England most 
favorable to the cause of the Irish sufferers, 
and at the first sign of danger they run 
away, leaving their followers to get out of 
the difficulties they have helped to get 
them into the best way they can.

Olark vy. Warreli. 


This local cause, which was before the 
Court of Common Pleas og the 15th is thus 
reported by the Mail :—This is an appeal 
from the judgment of Oameron, J. The 
following are the facts of the case :—On 
the 23rd April, 1879, the sheriff of Belle- 
ville under power of & ji. fa. issued against 
the defendant Farrell, seized the furniture, 
&e., in an hotel kept by him. ‘The goods 
were claimed by Corby and Severn, under a 
chattel mortgage. The shoriff thereupon 
applied for an interpleader order; while 
this application was pending, and on the 
10th of May, the landlord gave the sheriff 
notice that he claimed rent. Onthe 13th 
May the interpleader order was made with- 
out the landlord being made a party to it. 
On the landlord’s claim being made, it was 
conceded by the plaintiff and the claimants 
that the landlord’s claim was more than the 
actual value of the goods, and that he was 
entitled tobe paid his rent. Thereupon 
the claimants refused to give security, and 
negotiations took place between the attor- 
neys for the plaintiff and the claimants for 
& settlement, but not being able to agree on 
the question of costs, the issue was tried 
for thw purpose of deciding that question. 
In the meantime the sheriff sold the goods, 
which were purchased by an agent of the 
landlord, with the exception of 9 
small quantity; the goods were not 
removed from the premises. The inter- 
pleader 1ssue was decided in favor of 
the claimants and plaintiff paid the costa. 
The claimants then called upon the sheriff 
to pay themthe proceeds of the sale of 
goods, Thereupon the sheriff applied for 
an interpleader order, a4 between the claim- 
auts and the landlord, but the application 
being founded on the ordinary affidavit, 
and the facts of the case not having been 
disclosed, the application was refused on 
the ground of laches. Tho claimants took 
out @ summons in chambers, calling on the 
sheriff to pay the monéys into court, pur- 
svantto the interpleader order, and the 
landlord algo took out a summons calling on 
the sheriff and the claimant to show cause 
why the moneys should not be paid to him,to 
satisfy the améunt due him for rent, Mr. 
Dalton,on hearing the above state of tacts 
was of opinion that an interpleader ’ 
should be directed between tho claimants 
and the Jandlord, but not having jurisdio- 
tion to direct such an issue referred both 
summonses to the court. The case wag 
heard before Cameron J., who, after reserv.- | 
ing his jadgment, made absolute the aum- 
mons calling upon the sheriff to pay tho 
money into court aud discharged the land- 
lord's summons. From this ruling the , 
Jandiord now appeals, and the argument 
was heard yosterday, judgment being re- 
served.

Sir S, L. Tilley said that there had been 
no despatches, 

Sir R. Cartwright called the attention of 
the House to the want of ventilation in the 
Chamber. Doring 18 years’ experience ho 
had never known so many members ill; he 
suggested that the Speaker should have a 
competent medical officer examine the basc- 
ment air ducts, 

Mr, Plumb, Mr. Currier, Mr, Charlton, 
Dr. Orton, Mr. Rochester, and Hon, Mr 
Blake, spoke on the subject. 

Hon. Mr, Langevin said that the supply 
of fresh air could be let into the Ohamber 
if mombers did not complain of the draughts, 
Advantage had been taken of the fire to 
improve the ventilation, The Ohamber 
was ao difficult one to ventilate, and 
when 1¢ as constructed it had not been 
thought that thero would be such a large 
number of members in it as there was now. 
Steps would have to be taken to still furthor 
improve the ventilation,and he would have 
to bring the matter before his colleagues 
with a view of asking the House for a suf- 
ficient appropriation, 

Mr. Blake asked when the measure deal- 
ing with the boundaries of Manitoba would 
be brought down. 

- Sir Leonard Tilley said the arrangements 
between the Government of the Dominion 
and the Government of Manitoba were not 
yet complete, and he was not in a position 
to state when the bill would be introduced. 

‘The matter was allowed to drop. 

Mr. Paterson (Brant) moyed for copies 
of all regulations wade hy orders-in-Council 
with reference to the payment of claims for 
drawbacks on goods manufactured lor ex- 

rt. He entered into an explanation of 
Ris motion, and spoke for some little time. 

Sir Leonard Tilley said he had now only 
to thank the hon. gentleman for having 
given him in advance a statement which he 
might have reasonably expected after he 
had delivered his budget speech, but as 
the hon. gentleman had put him in pos- 
session of his views on this subject he 
could only intimate that at the proper time 
he would be prepared to answer tho hon. 
gentleman, and ho trusted that he would 
give such an answer as would be satisfac- 
tory to the House, 

Mr. Bowell explained that he did not 
then propose te enter into a discussion of 
the question which the hon. gentleman had 
brought before the House in a speech ot 
geeatlength, but hethought probably the best 
answer to the one and a half hour's dis- 
cussion with reference to the import and 
export trade of this country during the last 
year would be found in ashort paragragh 
on page 4of the Trade and Navigation Re- 
turns, in which the "Commissioner pointed 
out this important fact, that for the first 
time in the history of the Confederation 
our exports had exceeded by $1,422,711 
the value of the goods entered for consump- 
tion, which were $16,120,000.

Mr, Bowell replied that he was speaking 
of the general trade of the country. The 
hon. gentleman could no doubt easily select 
twenty or thirty different articles and make 
out a very good case, at firat sight, with- 
out telling the House what wasthe value of 
goods formerly imported which wore now 
supplied to the country by our own manu- 
facturers. (““Hoear, hear,” and applause.) 
He had, however, no desire to enter into 
this subject at this moment. Ho merely 
rose to point out the fact that they had’ 
had one and a half hour’s speech in order 
to reach ono point, and that was the 
drawback which hud been refused to 
the Waterosus Manufacturing Company, 
of the town in which the hon. gentle- 
man lived. Had the hon. gentloman asked 
tho question he (Mr. Bowell) would have 
had no objection to tell him why the draw- 
backs claimed by the Waterous Company 
had not been paid, Tho claim for draw- 
backs by thut company was not for refunds 
of duty paid upon raw material merely, 
but fer drawbacks upon a quantity of 
manufactured articles, complete in them- 
selves, caavufactured in the United States, 
brought into this country and simply 
put into portable saw mills for exporta- 
tion. Tuo House would at once see that 
thore was no authority for t!:o payment of 
drawbacks upon such articles. The prin- 
ciple laid down was that whon raw matori- 
al was brought into thie conutry,and after. 
wards inanufactured and exported, the duty 
paid on the raw material would bo refund- 
ed. Bunt there was no authority for the 
refunding of duties paid upon oaws im- 
ported from the United States, scrowa, 
or other manufactured articles of the kind. 

Mr. Mills moved the adjournment of the 
debate. 

Tho House adjourned at 6:15.

Speochesagainst the motion were 
made by Messrs. Wood, Broder, Ballantyne, 
Boulter, Gibson, Deroche, and Waters, 
There was a very general admission on all 
hands that bad mangement had character- 
ized the Provincial Exhibition as an in- 
stitution,and that some change was needed, 
but some were not prepared to go as far as 
Mr. Graham proposed. Atthe suggestion 
of Mr, Wood, who promised to haye the 
whole matter looked iato,the motion was 
not pressed. 

A motion by Mr. Miller relating to rail-

International Dairy Hair Associa- 
tion. 


(From the Amierioan Dairyman ) 


The annual mecsting of tho International 
Dairy Foir Association was held at the roo» 
of the American Exchange, in thia city, on 
Tuesday of this week, President Moulton in 
the Chair. There wasa large attendance of 
members and friendé of the organization, 
amongst whom were Hon, N, T. Sprague, of 
Vermont, President of the American Agricul- 
tural Association; A, A. Kénnard, Ksq , of 
Baltimore ; H. O, Howell, Washington Win- 
sor, M. Folsom, J. H. Groht, W. S. Okie, J, 
A. Smith, Geo, B, Douglas, Robert J. Dean, 
J. H. Seymour, W. H. ©. Price, Editor of 
The Grocer ; Prof, T, Evans, D, B. Manton, 
A. H. Butler, and a number of others. Mr, 
J. H Reall heli the proxies of fifty-one of the 
leading members residing in different sectiéns 
of the coantry, who were unable to attend, 
and by their reauest voted for the officera who 
were subsequently elected. They included 
Profesors Willard and Aroold, Hon. Harris 
Lewis, Major Alvord, J. V. H. Scoville, D. 
E Woods, M. M, McKeen, H. D. Sherman, 
O, S. Bliss, and others of the best known 
dairymen and dairy writera in the country. 

The annual election being announced, the 
following ticket was shown to have been 
elected without a dissenting vote : 

President —Francis D. Moulton. 

Firat Vice-President—Col. R. P. MeGlincey. 
- Secretary—T. Mortimer Seaver 

Treasurer—Washington Winzor, 

Mr, Moulton deliverod the anoual address 
and spoke as follows : 


Gentlemen of the International Dairy Fair 
Association ; 


1 thank you for the bonor which you have 
conferred on me by this re-election to the 
office of President of your Association, 

Icongratulate you that, notwithstanding 
the extr ordinary expense of the two fairs 
which have been held, and the expenditures 
which havo heen made forthe purpose of 
carrying out the original aim of our ASsocia- 
tion, we not only owe no man anything, but 
have money in our treasury for forther work. 
The New York butter and -cheeze trade has 
Shown its appreciation of the interests to be 
cared for by the International Dairy Fair 
Association, notonly by work but by their 
liberal contribution, The industry which we 
represent is necessary to the prosperity of 
our gountry. It is advancing in importance 
every day, and soon will be the first and most 
important icdustry of the United States, By 
necessity, it is uot only permanent but pro- 
gressive. There are i:casons why it must be 
carried on. Tho Pow of corn and wheat 
dopletes the soil; the dairying industry 
enrichesit, The cornérop of 1879 is esti- 
mated in value at $580,000,000. The value 
of the phosphoric acid and potash taken from 
the soil to produce this crop is, in round 
figures, $115,000,000. ox sbout 20 per cent. 
of the value cf the crop. We have often 
heard in general terms of this depletion, but 
these figuros—which are correct—show the 
enormous cost and loas in consequence of it, 
Although the acreage under tillage for grain 
is areany increased, owing to the new lands 
that have come under cultivation in the West, 
it is known that the product per acre has de- 
creased very largely inthe West, altbough 
there is an increase in the product per acre at 
the East. The loss per year through this de- 
oréase, which is in consequence of the ex- 
haustion of the soil, ig knéwn to bo at least 
$3),000,000 on the corn and wheat orcps of 
the West. Theso figures have been furnished 
mo by Prof. Collier, of the Department of 
Agriculture, in Washington. ‘he dairying 
foddatry of the country not gnly saves this 
extiaordinary loss by non-depletion, but en- 
richos the soil to an oxtent that will represent 
a gain moro than equal to the loss from rais- 
ing grain. 

I know of a farm owned by Col. Sprague, 
Presidént of the Amorican Agricultural Asso- 
ciation, of 112 acres, which nine years ago 
would hardly winter four head of stook, and 
which will and does now keep sixty-five head, 
10) acres of this land only are under oultiva- 
tion. It has been made a dairy farm. This 
has beon done at a coat of only $100 por year 
for oxtra manure, 

Tho facta which I hayo given clearly indicate 
tho value of the dairy industry to the country, 
Tho prosperity which this industry represents 
is not to bo measured merely by tho valuoof 
the bytter and cheese sold, or by the profite 
and commissions mado by selling the product, 
Tt builds achoolhouros, churohes and villages, 
Thrift and civilization go hand in hand with 
it, aud we have tho pleasure of knowing that 
we are contributing to its advancement 
through our Assciation, Wo can do much 
for it by correspondence with the dairy avso- 
clations sieaaphont the country, and gather: 
ing information which is of interest to all. We 
oan asuiot iu soou ing the legislation cosential 
to the increase of the export trade in butter 
and choeso, Thorois no danger of overpro- 
duction it the best protuct is made. Our in- 
tornational dairy fairs have led to groat im- 
provements in tho manufacture of butter and 
cheese; tho interchange of viows botwoon 
prodyoors of tho Wast nnd Wost and the mor+ 
chants of New York, in consequonco of thoac 
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foirs, has lod to a better undorstending of the 
nocesssitios of tho ond and the other, Manu. 
facturors of butter and cheese Kast and Wost 
are doing their utmost to improve the quality 
of their product, ‘and Western butter, which 
only a fow yours ago was unsaloable in thin 
markots, competes successfully with butter 
wade in the Kastorn Stater. By propor login- 
tion we can reach the millions of Mexico,Cen- 
tral and South America, and if we could nup 

ply even balf of them with half a pound of 
butter a woek, wo should open » market that 
would consume 520,000,000 pounds of that 
product in a year; and there is no reason why 
We should not supply England with the #50,- 
000,000 worth of batter which she anbually 
imports from the continent of Europe, 

The tendency of this industry js a benficent 
one; itis, to divide up the large farms into 
smaller ones, of from 100 to 200 acres, owned 
by their cccupants, tilled by their owners, a 
condition of aflairs that will make landlordiem 
impossiblo in this country, with its attendant 
want ‘and ‘misery, While the histcric yeo- 
manry of England is ‘ying out, America in 
building upa yeomanry’ of equal worth in 
connection with her dairy industry. Through 
this industry, we «an care for our poople 
morally and intellectually, and shall never 
have here, as they have in Europs, the 
myriads who never tavted meat, and who for 
butter are obliged to beg the drippings that 
fall from tho rich man’s rosuts, 

During the past year much has been done 
to prevent successiul fraud against the dairy- 
ing industry of the country through tho sale 
of oleo-margarine and kindred product, and 
much will be done in the future, On my own 
behalf, as well as on behalf of those who hare 
been elected with me to serve tho interesta of 
this association, I pledge the utmost ofendeavor 
to forward tho interests of the dairying in- 
dustry of this country. 


The Biggest Lake Vessel. 


Description ot the Marine Monster 
ot the Upper Lakes. 


Toledo Blade :—At Bailey Bros. ship yard 
is building the largest vessel on tho Jakes. 
She will be the first fivo masted vessel that 
fresh water owns, 
follows; Length of keel, 265 feet; length 
over all, 278 feet; breadth of b:am, 38 feet, 
nine inches; hold in shallowest place, 21 
feet ; in deepest place, 24 feet, eight inches, 
She is to be a double-decker, lower hold, 10 
feet ; between deck to spar deck, 11 feet ; 
two centre-board boxes, forward one 27 iéet 
long; after box, 25 feet long. She is also 
tilled in solid forward by five solid breast 
hooks, oak timber, 12 by 14 inches, bolted 
through anithrough by l}inch iron, She is 
to be locked off by square fastenings. Her 
deck beams, lower ones, are 10 by 11 inches, 
her upper deck beams numbering 265 and 
200 are 9 by six, balance’ 65 are 6 by 
12, Kelsona are of the heaviest deacrip- 
tions to give her good back bons, & fest 8 
inches high and 24 inches thick, running 
through and thronvh. Her main railis 4 by 
14 inches and will have a monkey rail both 
forward acd aft, an‘ to give the vessel ai- 
ditional strength sh» has one arch or iron 
belt that rans right around the whole vessel, 
of 8 inches wileand 1 inch thick; also a 
diagonal strip outside of the frames of an 
bagle of forty-tive degrees, of from four inches 
wide by three-fourths of aninch thick. Her 
cabin and forecastle will beabove decks. 
She is to have 9 windlass and four capstaus 
furvished by the Emerson patent windlass 
company, R.1I, Her blocks and hoops are to 
be all nickel-plated. Her rig of five spars 
will be fitted out with equare rig on fore- 
mast, the other four spars to be rigged with 
fore and aft canvas, having three jibs, sjuare 
foresail, double topsail, with main and mizzen 
topmast sta\sail, The canvas she will spread 
when it is shaken out the breeze will be 5,500 
yards. It is expected that she will be ready 
for service about March lst, providing the ive 
ig 80 she can be launched. | Her estimated 
cost will be in the neighborhood of $95,000, 
her carrying capacity filled up will he 140,., 
000 or on 14 feet six inches water will he 
from 90,000 to 95,000 bushels af oorn. Her 
owner is M, D, Carrington of tho grain com- 
mission firm of Carrington & Casey.

The people have taxed’ themselves very heavily 
for the sake of getting their roads, and now their 
money is spent and they not only have not the 
roads, but no prospect of getting them without 
some aid from the Province, This is the situa- 
tion in anutshell. It is customary to tell these 
people that they should not have allowed their 
money to be spent until the Proyincial aid was 
secured, and this is quite troe. But supposing 
this to be a fair answer to their application for 
aid, it does not get over the difficulty. The 
question now is, not whether they acted foolish- 
ly and shortsightedly two years ago, but wheth- 
er there is any bility of helping them 
out of os on all hands admitted to bea very 
ight.

000 of stock required to be subscribed by 
the terms of the charter were immediately 
subscribed by the contractors and their 
friends in Londonand Paris, and 30 per cent 
thereon paidin, and the million dollars 
required tobe paidto the Government 
as security for the performance of 
the contract was deposited in the Bank 
of Montreal to the credit of the Finance 
Minister at Ottawa. The company 
was fully organized by the appointment 
of George Stephen, of Montreal as president; 
Duncan McIdtyre,of Montreal vice-presi- 
dent; Hon. J. J.C. Abbott,Q.C.,M. P.ascoun- 
sel, Messrs. Stephen, McIntyre, Angus and 
Hill as executivecommittes. Charles Drink- 
water was appointed Secretary and Treasur- 
er,and A. B. Stickney. general superintendent 
of the Western Divisiou. Arrangements 
were made for the immediate and rapid 
prosecution of the work of construction. 
Contracts for ties, which had already been 
made in anticipation, were ratilied by the 
Board, and this immense undertakiny, ao 
important to the immediate and future 
welfare of Canada,is now fairly under way. 
The next meeting of directors will be held 
in Loudon three weeks hence. The Com- 
pany has purchased the building in the 
Place d’Armes lately occupied by the Con- 
solidated Bank, which will heuceforth be 
its headyuarters.

PATROLLING THE SeAs.—Roferring to 
the recent accident tothe Ounard §, S. 
Batavia, the New York Times says:—''Has 
not the time come for the Governments of 
England and the United States to také 
some action to diminish the risk of ocean 
navigation? Every municipal Government 
patrols its streets, and there is no great 
reason why the great ocean highway should 
not be patrolled. Were England and the 
United States each to provide two steam- 
ers, the route between New York and 
Liverpool could be thoroughly patrolled. 
These Government steamers could remove 
sunken wrecks, warn passenger steamers of 
the locality of icebergs, and afford reliof to 
shipwrecked veasels, A steamor with her 
machinery broken down would be towed 
freo of charge by the patrol steamer, and 
would not, as ia now too often the case, 
decline assistance in order to sdye $30,600 
or $40,000 of salvage, A shipwrecked crew 
compelled to take to their boats would have 
a reasonable degree of contidence that in 
two or three days’ time o patrol steamer 
would pick thom up, and the owners of a 
missing steamor would have good reason to 
bulieve that, were she in danger or distross, 
help would not be far off. The cost of pa- 
trolling the ocoan highway would be incon- 
siderable in comparison with tho benefits 
that would be seoured thereby. Part of it 
might be paid by a light tax on vessels in 
the Atlantic trade, and the payment of such 
a tox would probably be more than balanced 
by the decrease jn insurance premiums 
which would follow,”

Bir Leonard Tilley’s Budget 
5; eech. 


(From the Mail.) 

THE BUDGET SPEECH. 
This year Sir Leonard Tilloy's task war, 
| of couree, moro gratoful to himself, as sell as 
more Satisfactory to the public, than on pre. 
vious occasions, Necosearily ho was compe'l- 
ed to desl in an exordium with the position of 
affairs abst to his accession to office, and 
to the difficultios that he had to face whoo ho 
took hold of tho finances of the country, 
Thovo things the country now fully under- 
stands, aud Sir Leonard hae no noed to insist 
on them, Ab is customary on such occasions, 
tho Finance Minister was compelled to deal 
with not only tho present, bat with the past 
year, 

The statistios of tho financial yoar closed 
on the 30th June, L880, were first doalt with. 
His mode of treating these figures was as al- 
ready on several occasions indicated in the 
Mail. The epparent deficit of that year was 
$1,900,000, butif the tariff had not been 
changed and a large sum brought into the 
treasury in advance of the year’s consumption, 
th. deficit of the year 1878-9 would, as we 
have said, have bsen $3,200,000. The change 
in the tariff proctuced $1,300,000, which was 
actually due to the revenue of 1880-81, and 
not to the year 1878-9, aud as a matter of fact 
the year closed on June 30th, 1880, shows an 
actual deficit of $243,228. Ifwe deduct the 
sum paid to the Irish fand, $100,000, and the 
sum for the Indians, $200,0C9, there would 
have been in fact a surplus of a small sam 
instead of a deficit of $243,225, The fact 
that the tariff would thus result is plainly 
proved by the figures this year, which give so 
cheerful a prospoct of financial prosperity, As 
our readers know, the estima’ revenue of 
the current year is large—io all $27,586,000, 
including $17,000,000 of Customs revenue, in- 
atead of $15,300,000 last year. The estimated 
expenditure is $26 573,394, leaying for the 
current year ending 30th June, 1881, o sur- 
plus of about $2,000,000. The manner in 
which this statement appears to have been 
received in the House shows that the Com- 
mons appreciates so novel a feature in parlia- 
mentary proceedings as a budget speech with- 
out an acknowledgment of deficit, and a pre- 
diction of another. 

For the year ending June 30th, 1852, the 
estimates are also cheerful in the highest de- 
gree, They are ia bulk as follows; Estimated 
revenue, $27,800,000 , esitmated expenditure, 
$26,389,896 ; estimated surplus, $1,410,104 
Tho estimates of expenditure for the year 
ending 30th June, 1882, are, as wo pointed 
out in a previous issue, of a very generous 
character. They include large eums for pub- 
lic worke in all parts of the Dominion, for the 
encouragement of foreign trade, and for the 
development of the country. The rsvenue 
for the year is sufficiently generous for this, 
an:l if we interpret the Minister’s speech to 
mean that the Government will try to solve 
the difficulty of the free navigation of the St. 
Lawrence, we do not imagine the public will 
offer serious opposition to that any more than 
to any other great public improvement. 

The language of the Finance Minister re- 
garding the tariff and the National Policy will 
be with satisfaction. There is no hesi- 
tation inthe mind of the Minister: on this 
subject. Tho National Policy is not to be 
disturbed, The tariff is not to be altered, ex- 
cept in some slight matters where an altera- 
tion is necessary to perfect the policy, and to 
give greater protection still to national in- 
dustriex. Weare glad to observe that the 
Minister does not presently propose to utilize 
even the largest available surplus to lessen 
auy protection that the public industries now 
enjoy. It willdothis country no harm, as 
the Finance Minister points out, to have for 
two or three yeara even extraordinary sur- 
pluses, for if the tariff operates as in the past, 
avd the country progresses with proportionate 
rapidity, the surplus of 1882 may be nearer 
three millions than a millionand a half. The 
present tariff has succeeded, not only as 
a revenue tariff, but in the highest degree 
asa prote.tive tariff. This will not, we 
think, be denied. Every industry in the 
country hay bad its own rapid ratio of 1u- 
crease. There is an increase of, nearly two 
thousand persons employed in the cotton 
trade alone, There has been an increase of 
$1,750,000 in the production of cotton facto- 
ries. There has been a great increaso, of 
course, in the import of the raw material, and 
this has been accomplished without raising 
the prics of the manufactured articles, Sir 
Leonard Tilley’s statement on this point will 
be read with interest. Again, 340,000 tons 
of coal morethan ever has been consumed, 
including over 250.000 tons of Nova Scotia 
coal. There has been in eighteen months an 
increase of $2,000,000 in the production of 
woollen goods, and an increas) of $807,297 in 
hides, the value of which in manufactures, 
including labor, is $1.614,000, Also, an in- 
crease of at least $1,000,000 in the products 
of iron, &c. : 

On the question of sugar the Finance Min- 
ister was cf couree very me Te this point 
he Opposition has always been very bitter 
and emphatic, They claim that the revenue 
has lost a million of dollars, which has gone 
into the pockets of the refiners, This fallacy 
has frequently been exposed, but it was worth 
exposing again, As a matter ot fact, the ap- 

arent loss of reyenye, being the difference 

etween duty on imports this year and duty 
on imports last year, was $746.000. This 
sum, itis claimed, has by some mysterious 

rocess gone into the pockets of the refirers ; 
But as Sir Leonard Tilley shows, such is not the 
fact, since the refinors pay out as follows sums 
which they did not pay out during the time 
our imports of the refined article were from the 
United States: They pay for freight $247,000 ; 
for coal $96,000; for barrels $96,000; for 
wages, $160,000; for cartage and wharfago, 
$27,000; for charcoal, $40,000; for intorost, 
$10,000; for insurance $40,000; for premiums 
of insurance (marine), at least £67,000 and 
other sums, amounting in all to about $794,- 
500, or much more than the sum said to have 
gone into their pockets. Doring the coming 
year tho sums paid for freight will bo incroas- 
ed, and will be paid ina greater proportion 
than hitherto to our own ships, in consequeno 
of tho catablishmont of the sugar refineries at 
Halifax and Moncton. On this point the 
apocoh of the Finanoe Minister was vory 
gratifying totho House, and must be con- 
vinoing to the vountry. 

Tho calculation that thore has boon at loast 
au increaso of $6,500,000 in tho capital om- 

loyedin public industries, and that there 
fae boen at loast 14,000 additional men, 
heads of familics in many casos, omployod in 
the last oightoon months, is o calouletion 
which may bo disputed, but whioh will pro- 
bably be considered an under the mark by 
those who entertain gtrang views asto tho 
favorablo offects of the tariff, 

On tho subjoot of the offect of the tariff on 

the agricultural classes Sir Loonard’s facts 
aro very suggestive. On wheat, oata, fruit, 
bacon, hams, ‘had in fact all the misvollaneous 
yroducta of the farm, tho offect of tho tanff 
i been favorabla to tho farmera, and no 
amount of Opposition rhetoric can convince 
the farmers of this country that for them tho 
burthens of life have beon mado 
the tariff ; 

Tho replica of Sir L, Tilley to the various 
pbjectians of the Opposition to tho National 
Policy were apt and conolusivye, Tho iden

sipping wos foretold, but from December, 

1878 to December, 1880, the Goverament 

paid $60,601 for drawbacks—a fact which 

shows that tho shipping bnsinees still 

flourishes. Tho cxodua argument bardly 

needed thelsat blow dealt iz by the Finance 

Minister, for Mr. Pope had fairly demolished 

it, but it was as well that in a formal speech, 

which will bo widely read, the statement of 
the Government that the exodus has been 
grossly exaggerated should be made, 

Af the Finance Minister gavea portion of 
his time to disposing of Mr. Paterson's fal- 
lacies, he waa justitied in go doing, ashe 
promised to do ona previous day, but there 
was nothing in Mr, Paterson's export senta- 
tion which deserved serious consideration. 

The budget speech of this year was, it will 
be seen, acomprehensive addreas on the whole 
business of the country, Not asingle aspect 
of our trade, commerce, and finance was 
omitted from the speech. Towards the close 
the Mivister dealt with the general aspect 
of the public prosperity; with the increase 
of bank doposits by $18,6' 0,000, the inorease 
in railway receipts by $5,452,000, and the 
decrease in the sum of bank ruptcies, His 
statements on these points were carefully pre 
pared. He settled the question of ‘‘enormour’’ 
taxation by takiog the increase of the popula- 
tion in the last decade at the ssme proportion 
of increase that took place in the previous 
decade, and showing that in tact the country 
is paying a leas percentage of taxation per 
head than was paid from 1873 to 1876. 
There was a singular appropriateness in the 
reflection, at the close of the speech, that the 
waye of prosperity was too cortain to be 
avoided, and that-it would submerge those 
who foolishly placed themselvesin tho way to 
protest in vain against the alvanciog tide. 
The Finance Minister iscertsivly ontitled to 
the praise cf having mado along speech upon 
many topics without having been in the least 
degree tiresome, even when dealing, as he did 
extensively, with figures. It was, as we 
have said, a very complete and yery compre- 
hensive addreas, and stated the case of the 
Government in as clear and telling o manner 
as could will be done. 

The following isn synopsis ot Sir R. Cart- 
wright’s reply, as copied from the Globe : 

Sir Richard Cartwright replied, ridiculing 
Sir Leonard's covert claim that he was parti- 
ally responsible for the prosperity which ex- 
isted prior to 1875. Sir Leonard's spe:ch, he 
said, consisted in three parts; first, that the 
country was more prosperous than it was 
gome yearn ago ; resondly, the prosperity was 
brought about by making things artificially 
dearer ; and thirdly, the prosperity was the 
outcome of the N. P. He proceeded to criti- 
cize these features of the budget speech, and 
insinuated that, if the Government had a eur- 

lus, it was evident from the rapidly increas- 
ing estimated expenditure they wosld soon 
find a way to get rid ofit, The truco cause of 
the present surplus was the increasing yolame 
of imports, which increase was due to the 
circumstances | eyond the influence of the N. 
P. The reasovs were, first, because we were 
able to buy more, since we had more to sell ; 
second, we were able to sell more, since there 
was a better demand ; and third, there was a 
better demand, because there was a scarcity 


in Europe. Criticieing Sir Leonard's reply 
to the charges ecting the exodus, he (Sir 
Richard) exp his dissatisfaction with 


Mr, Lowe's report, and praceeded to cite a 
number of statistics to prove that a large 
exodus was taking place, In Kingston, Relle- 
ville, and St. Catharines the municipal census 
proved a decrease in the population in the last 
year. Theschool population of Ontario, too, 
showed a decrease whichiadicated au exodusof 
at least 20,000, The Finance Minister’s plea 
that these people did not flee the N, P, because 
they left one protected country for another 
more highly protected, was not well founded, 
thetruth being that they entered a large con- 
federation of the trade states, Apart from 
that he did not believe, and asa matter of 
fact tho gouds the class who emigrated from 
Canada were likely tu purchase largely were 
more highly protected in Canada than in the 
United States. These remarks naturally led 
to a comparison of the development of English 
manufacturing and shipping industries under 
free trade, cd the building up of an immense 
foreign trade, with the standstill of American 
exportation of manufactured goods despite 
twenty years! protection. After quoting sta- 
tistics respecting the shipping, woollen, and 
iron industries, which proved that these in- 
dustries had remained at a stand still, and 
English manufactured goods, despite the ex- 
cessive duties, continued to be poured into the 
American home market, he admitted that the 
Americans, having froe trade in land and labor 
were able to compote with England in Eng- 
lish markets in the produce of the soil, because 
England had adhered to tyrannical land laws 
anit monopoly, although so progressive in 
other respects. The worst features of the Eng- 
lish land monopoly ond the worst features of 
the Am rican tariff were vow being copiod in 
Canada, and threatened to arrest her develop- 
ment. Under the tariff Canada was becoming 
a cear country to live io,and no longer offered 


free lands and cheap living as the great 
inducement to emigrants, In Canada cloth- 
ing and food were on an average 


equal in prices to the rates prevailing in 
England, Noticing a few of the details of 
Sir Leonard's speech he challonged the latter 
to state how many tons of Nova Scotia coal 
found their way to Quebec and Ontario, to 
explain in what degreo tho tariff had protected 
the salt industry of Huron, while the impor- 
tation of salt remainod free and was inoreas- 
ing in volame annually, The charactor of 
the protootion on wheat, the character of tho 
augar duty, and tho increase in tho osti- 
mated expenditure wore each disoussed in 
turn. The argument that the trade balance 
betweon the United States and Canada had 
turnod in favor of tho latten waa criticized, 
and the suggestion thrown out that the vol- 
ume of smuggled goods into Canada might 
make the balance appear against Canada if 
oxact statistics could bo obtained. In oon- 
clusion be expressed tho foar that the result 
of tho tariff would bo digastrous to tho coun- 
try, that at the firet sign of o smmercial do- 
pression the people would sock relief in com. 
moroial union with the United States, and 
aftorwards actual alliance, In resuming hie

Letter from “Boggs ” 


“WITH 8OMK ADDITIONS, 
‘And bo not conformed to this world ;” so 
| Says an Apoatle, ‘I renounce the wor'd, the 
flesh and the devil,’ so anawers the convert, 
“The world and the Church are distinct ;” so 
say the creeds. ‘The world is the enemy of 
God. The church is the friend of God,” So 
our preachora tell us To bo the friend of the 
world is to be the enomy of God, tho Sorip- 
tures declare. To conform to the world is, I 
judge, to be the friend of it, and: Christians 
do conform to the world. Individually they 
conform to it, In the fashion of dress, in the 
phrase of manners, in tho form of business, in 
the paths of pleasuro, in the*haunts of sin, 
Aggregately tho church has conformed to the 
world in style of building, in character of 
preaching, in the ‘‘cast” of the audionce, in 

the manigoment of its machinery. 

I stood on the street and watched the throngs 
as they came and went. I could not tell who 
were Christians. All were full of the world 
and its ways, SomotimesI heard the word 
“church” mentioned, but invariably in con- 
nection with some worldly entertainment. I 
stood at the door of the theatre. I saw lead- 
ing members of the leading churches enter. 
T heard their laughter and foolish jesting. I 
passed a dead wall. I saw a poster flaming 
from it, The poster was intended to attract 
the worldling, and to secure his aid. There 
Was notice given of an excursion pending; a 
mammoth steamer would afford a delightfal 
deck for promenade, while they sailed to the 
centre of summer fashions. A famous mauwi- 
cian presented a special ropertoire. Prices 
charged were high enough to secure from the 
world a select and cultured company. I saw, 
as I read, that the affair was Sats the charge 
of achurch of Josus Christ, aud I felt that 
church had become so fully identified wish the 
worldly clement, that the enterprise froma 
worldly stand-point must be a success, and 
that sach a church must receive, without 
question, the friendship of the world, I pick- 
ed up adaily paper, I saw that the leading 
attraction at the opera was ‘the church choir 
Pinafore Company.” I read further, and 
found that a grand concert was to be given, 
in which members from the various city choirs 
wonld render some of the most popular airs, 
sing the current songs of the street, and sand- 
wich themselves, on the programme, between 
an invocation by the minister and a benedic- 
tion in the form of a screaming farce by the 
whole troupe, AsTreadonI saw that the 
churches had opened up new departments, 
such as ice-cream saloons,strawberry markets 
and restaurants, Everywhere I read, and 
looked, I found that the Church and Chris- 
tians had become thoroughly conformed to 
the world, and identified with it, 

Having been accustome), in my simplicity, 

to read the Bible, and believe what it said, I 
found it difficult, all at once, to reconcile the 
facts with the exhortations and the statements 
of Scripture, and that you may appreciate my 
perplexity, I will quote afew passages. ‘If 
ye were of the world, the world would love 
his own ; but because ye are not of the world 
therefore the world hateth you.”—Jno. XV, 
19. ‘Be not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers, for what fellowship hath hght 
with darkness." * * Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye separate, saith 
the Lord.—II Cor, VI-14, 17. ‘Pure religion 
and undefiled before God and the Father, is 
this ;* * * * and to keep himself unspotted 
Srom the world,—Jamea I, 27. ‘Know ye not 
that the friendship of the world is enmity with 
God? Whosoever, therefore, will be a friend 
of the world is the enumy of God.’ James 
IV. 4.‘Love not the world, neither the things 
that are inthe world. Jf any manlove the 
world, the love of the Father 1s not in him,’ 
‘For s]l that is in the world, the lust of the 
flesh, and the lust of the eye,and the pride of 
life, is not of the Father, but of the world,— 
I John I, 15, 17. 


I confees lam inthe dark. Is the Bible 
right? Does it mean what it says, or have I 
read it all wrong? Iasked a Christian lady 
why such means were employed? She re- 
plied if they did not do so their ministor 
would etarve, I ask the question, Is God so 
poor, that ice-cream saloous, oyster restaur- 
ants, concerts, theatricals, &c., ara necessary 
to keep his cause from bankraptey, and to 
appeal to His avowed enemies to render their 
assistance, or your God would allow His 
minister to starve? Sarely there is a form of 
Godliness but denying His power, for He 
says;—‘‘Ask’and ye shall receive.” ‘For the 
earth is the Lor/’s and the fulness thereof.” 

T have looked through the Aots of the 
Apostles to find some account of a strawberry 
festival, or an ice cream entertainmont, but 
so far haye been unable to find mention of a 
solitary “freezer.” I remember that Paul 
once took an excarsiou by water, bat if I 
read aright he was there as a witness for 
Jesus, and not as a representative of ‘ social 
culture.” must confess my inability 
so far to find any recorded account of 
socials, so-called Sunday School Exhibi- 
tlons, panoramas in churches, lotteries, raflles, 
or in fact avy of the nineteenth century money 
raising entestainments, now held under the 
auspices of the nineteenth century Christian- 
ity. Something is wrong. Is the church be- 
come so identified with the world that it is 
now looking to the world, and the many world- 
ly and questionable means employed to sup- 

ort it instead of looking to God, the Living 

‘ather? ‘*Whero is your faith ?’” Luke VIII, 
1 think the Bible means what it says. ‘'Be 
not conformed to this world,” and in order 
that there should be no mistake, it adds an- 
other thought—‘‘bat be ye traneformed” 
changed away fromit entirely, According to 
my way of reading the Scriptares, the object 
of Christianity is to lift out from the world a 
peculiar people, a people separted from sin 
and worldliness, zealous of God and godly 
works; in fact, friends of God, not lovers of the 
world; those who, “when wet! sot outforglory, 
left the world behind,” I beliove this was tho 
neod of Christians in old time, and [ think 
this is theneed in this timo, ‘Old time 
religion” —I am not sure that it would bo as 
popular as the present form, but it would be 
more puro; it would not be as ornamental, 
but it would bo moro useful. It would not 
minister #0 much to the social, but it would 
to tho spiritual, and 1 do not doubt but that 
tho world itself wonld have » much highor 
respect for its consiatoncy, I know a cortain 
individual prominent in one of the churohos 
in my village who feols his ‘‘cholor’’ excite! 
against a cortain miniator, because he preach- 
os faith in the Lord Jesus, simple trust in his 
word, and dovotednoss to His cause; and yot, 
that same ‘fellow of tho better sort” attends 
operas, theatres, and social entortainmonts, 
and is hand and foot in turning the ohuroh 
into aclub house, §ifor [the entortainmont of 
‘good socioty.”’ Of course, I must not 
judge, but I must confess again I am much 
mixod, 

You will allow me to add another point. 
I notice that the churches which expond most 
timo in worldly entortainmonts, and = whioh 
pay #0 large au attention to tho social cloment, 
have foweat converts; or ifthoy succeed after 
gomo measure, in obtaining a royival, I find 
asa rulo that it is brought about by somo 
strange proaoher or ovargelist,some one Whose 
life is devoted to tho service of Joon, and 
who is not hampered by tho worl’, l#upposo 
ome talent is #0 oouu-. 
plod with the worldly sido of the oharch,that 


it has no time to cultivate tho gifts of the } 
Spirit. Moro anon.

Having misrepresented the facts in con- 
nection with the Murray Canal, the Oppo- 
sition organ indulges in the following un-

What are the facts? Those most inter- 
ested in this canal met and passed resolu- 
tions asking the Government to make ad- 
ditional survey, in order, with the aid of 
surveys and plans now in the department, 
to enable them to estimate more correctly 
the cost of the work, This the Government 
propose to do; and their action will, we are 
confident,satisfy those who are more inter- 
ested in the work than the Globe, notwith- 
standing its crocodile tears at the present 
moment. Moreover, the appropriation is 
$6,000, not $5,000,as stated by the Toronto 
organ. 

The blundering stupidity of the Globe is 
best illustrated in its closing remarks on 
the subject. We commend the following 
to our readers:— 


** Thore is one aspect of the question which 
makes it important for the Government to 
make a move in some direction. When Mr, 
Langevin was Minister of Public Works in 
the former Macdonald Government, he offered 
to transfer to the Ontario Gove: nment the con- 
trol of the works constructed at different 
points of the Trent River, with a view to ren 
dering the stream more suitable for timber- 
driving. This offer was finally accepted by 
the Ontario Government, but the transfer was 
not completed before the change of Dominion 
Government in 1878, and Mr. Langevin, on 
resuming his portfolio, took back the Trent 
River Works aod became responsible for dos1- 
ing with them. These works consist partly of 
dams which food nearly 40,000 acres of land, 
part of which was never patented b 
the Crown, while part of it was repure 
by the Government at a valuation from in- 
dividual owners, The land now lies useless, 
and for all practical purposes valueless. By 
removing the dams and dredging the stream 
the present degres of navigability can easily 
be preserved, while the land can be reclaimed 
for agricultural purposes. But, like the dog 
inthe mavger, the Dominion Government 
will do nothing. It will not go on with the 
canal, though the Minister of Railwaya and 
Canals has not scrupled to palaver with the 
people about the work. It will not declare 
that the canal shall be abandoned, and then

The Globe and the Murray and 

‘Trent Valley Canals. 


The Globe, in reply to our paragraph 
commenting upon its present attitude in 
rolation to the Trent and Murray Canals, 
deals, as wo have seen, in its usual tirade, 
and indulges in its usual untruths whon it 
has an object to attain. In referenco to 
the Murray Canal project it says :— 

“East Northumberland was reprosentod by 
a gentleman in very good healtb in Decomber 
1879, at which time the Globe revived the 
Murray Canal project by sending a» special 
correspondent to the ground, and published 
his long and claborate statement of facts and 
arguments on behalf of the scheme, The 
Intelligencer lent little assistance at that time 

to the project, and when Sir Leonard Tilley 
brought down his Estimates in March, 1880, 
it asked for no money to aid it. Now, how- 
ever, when an election in East Northumber- 
land impends, the Government set aside the 
small sum of $25,000 on account of constrac- 
tion. And how much on account of surveys ? 
Not one dollar—apparently supposing that 
the people of the locality are foolish onough 
to believe that the actual work will be taken 
in hand before elaborate plans and reports 
have been made from new surveys. Every- 
one who knows anything aboat the Public 
Works De) ent is aware that agravt for 
“construction” in such circumstances is a 
more blind. Those interested in tho work 
should at once ask a vote for ‘‘surveys,”’ or 
get their representatives to force a declara- 
tion from the Minister of Railwaysand Canale 
that the necessary surveys and p! will be 

ed to construction, Otherwise nothing 
will be done after the election for the fur- 
therance of this project.’ 


It would be difficult even for the Globe 
to concentrate in one short article a greater 


atatements. Itistrue the Globe sent a 
special reporter to the ground after the 
meeting of representative men held on 
October 29th, 1879, and it is equally true 
that the Globe never expressed an opinion 
that the Canal should be commenced as 
one of great importance to the country 
until it hoped to effect the coming election 
in one of the conatituencies interested. 

It will be news to the readers of the 

INTELLIGENCER to be told by the Globe that 
it has ‘*‘ lent little assistance” to the Mur- 
ray Canal project. This journal has never 
allowed an opportunity to pass during the 
last thirty years without urging the Goy- 
ernment to action in this matter, upon the 
ground of its importance to the inland navi- 
gation of the country; which effort has 
been ably, and we are now glad to know 
successfully, urged upon the Ministers by 
the Conservative representatives of this 
section of the country, from which alone 
the people of the Bay Counties can expect 
to receive justice. Has the Globe forgotten 
that only last year, when the question was 
brought before the House of Commons by 
the late member for East Northumberland, 
Mr. Keeler, Mr. Mackenzie turned 
the whole thing into ridicule by asking 
where the Murray Canal was, and that he 
spoke with equal contempt of the project 
of constructing the Trent Valley Canal ? 
An election being near at hand it has be- 
come conyenient forthe Globe w forget 
these facts, and to attempt to fasten upon 
the present Government the opinions and 
policy of its own friends, 

The Globe gushingly aska “how much on 
account of surveys?’ and then proceeds to 
enlighten its readers upon the manner in 
which these works should be begun and 
carried on. One would suppose that the 
Globe was the direct descendant of Rip Van 
Winkle, just aroused from a long and con- 
tinuous sleep of half a centnry. Has it 
forgotten that a number of surveys have 
been made upon the different routes pro- 
posed for the construction of the Murray 
Canal, and that these reports, accompanied 
by estimates, have been made and are now 
in the office of the Minister of Railways and 
Osnals? And does it not know that the 
Department had an eminent Engineer upon 
the ground for a long timo last summer, 
testing the naturo of the soil upon the route 
which leads into Presq'Isle harbor, in order 
to ascertain whether there would be any 
rock cutting, or whether the work could 
not be done by a dredge, as it was con- 
tended it could by the late Mr. Keeler, and 
that the result of that survey is embodied 
in a report now in the Department ; which 
report, we have little doubt, has convinced 
the Government of the possibility of being 
able to add somo additional hundred miles 
to the river navigation of this country, at a 
yory moderate ontlay of money. The poo- 
plo of the Bay Counties and of Northum- 
berland want no more time spent in survey- 
ing. What they want is what the Govern 

ment propose to do, namely, a commence- 
tment of the construction of the work. Had 
the Government proposed another survey, 
the Globe would have denounced the expend- 
iture as ashom to humbug the people. Now 
that a proposition is made to commence 
construction, the Globe whines out dolefully: 
“ Oh, thore is no ‘ppropriation for surveys 
upon which to base olaborato plans” for 
construction. Tho hollow pretence of fa- 
voring this work could not be better illus- 
trated than its demand that a vote should 
foo forced for surveys, or the Minister of 
Rallways compullod to say that surveys 
shoold bo pharged to construction, It wonld 


ao, as the Ontario Government proposed to 


This statement can only be character- 
ized as acompound of ignorance and un- 
truth. Mr. Langevin’s proposition to the 
Ontario Government to take the works was 
never accepted, because it carried with it 
a condition that the works upon the Trent 
should be preserved and kept in repair. 
Upon the advent to power of the Macken- 
zie Government, a few speculators who ex- 
pected to reap a fortune out of the lands 
now under water and which would be 
drained if the dams were destroyed, in- 
duced the parties then in power, in On. 
tario and in the Dominion, respectively,the 
one to give and the other to accept, these 
works without any provision to keep them 
in repair. This fortunately, though a 
blunder of the Mackenzie Government, 
was not legally carried out, and the present 
Goyernment cancelled the agreement as 
soop aa the facts became known. What 
would have heen the result of the pulling 
down of the dams as suggested by the 
Globe} Simply the destruction of the 
river for navigable purposes, and once des- 
troyed it is not at all likely the work of 
construction of that canal would have been 
begun during the present generation. 

We wonder where the Globe got the in- 
formation that there were 40,000 acres of 
drowned land, which could be reclaimed by 
pulling down the dams, and the navigation 
remain just as good by dredging tho riyer ! 
Dredging the River Trent is a now idea, 
and will amuse those who know that its 
bed for most of its length is solid 
rock, The Globe should be better informed 
before writing auch nonsense, which can 
only have the result of making it the laugh- 
ing stock of every man who has been ovor 
the route. All this, to use a favorite ex 
pression of tho Globe in its palmiost days 
“is enough to make a horse laugh,” 5 

Looking at this question from a practical 

standpoint, how does it stand] Over 
twelve months ago the Hon. Sir Charles 
Tupper and the Hon, M. Bowell visited 
the locality whore it is proposed to build 
the Murray Uanal, and proceeded as far as 
Hastings to viow the works upon the Trent 
River. After Visiting theso places those 
gentlemen expressed the opinion that both 
works should be proceeded with as soon as 
the finances of the country would justify 
the outlay, We little anticipated so early a 
fi lfilment of their expressed desire. What 
have we Dow as an earnest of the Govorn- 
ment intention in this matter! The vati- 
mates for the year show appropriations of 
$25,000 towards the construction of the 
Marray Canal ; $6,000 towards surveys of 
the Trent canal route, in accordance with 
the request of the promotors of tho scheme;

Mr, MoMullen desired to speak to the 
resolutions, It was very apparent to him 
that the resolutions were got up in the inter- 
est of the Grand Junction Railway, and not 
inthe interest of the people of Madoc. He 
came here to see it the people of Madoo did 
not want anew railway, and did not come 
here for nonsense, If the mining people want 
a mulaey tht could do their business,he was 

repared to build them one, The people of 

fadoc had paid out $40,000 for their railway 
and every one knew it was in a notoriously 
bad condition, laid with second class iron 
rails, and Mr, Bickford could not deny it. He 
did not want their money to patch up the 
Grand Junction Railway, as the resolutions 
cece to do, but to build a new railway. 

© admitted thesophistry of Mr. Wood’s 
arguments. The effort of these gentlemen was 
not to build a second railway, bat to anbsi- 
dize and re-subsidize the Grand Junction 
Railway. The speaker then traced the line 
of the proposed inilway, and spoke of the 
advantages it would be to the iron interest 
as well astothe general busicess of the 
County. 

Mr Wood imagined from the tone of Mr. 
MecMullen’s remarks that he supposed this 
meeting was called in his interest, He wanted 
that gentleman to understand that this meet- 
ing was called in the interest of the people of 
Madoc, and the Committtee in drafting the 
resolutions desired to protect those inter- 
este. 

Mr, ©, J. Pussy was next called upon. In 
supporting the resolution Mr,Pusey claimed 
that the facilities offered by the Grand Trunk 
and Grand Junction were in accordance with 
th» developments of the mines, and from his 
intercourse with the officials of the Grand 
Trunk they always expressed a willingness to 

rovide facilities up to the point which the 
iron men would guarantee business, that the 
rate of $1 40 from Belleville to Buffalo was a 
low rate, and that when the rate was raised 
to $2.00 per ton the price of ore justified it ; 
and in considoring the facilities required by 
the iron men he eg ba the necessity 
of having an outlet to Weller’s Bay, and that 
it was for the people to consider which would 
be the best, that these were rival lines, and 
that while he believed the present owners of 
the Grand Junction had Luiltthe road purely 
for their own benefit and were not meeting 
the wants of the community, he had no evi- 
dence to show that Mr MecWullen’s object 
was any different from that of Mr, Bickford, 
And believing this, he c.usidered that the 
iron men as well as the citizens would be care- 
ful to give aid to that line whioh would serve 
their interests best, and the line as proposed 
in the resolutions would be the means of cen- 
tering trade at Madoc, and that the line now

Capt. Mitchell had no fault to find with the 
present rates of the Grand Junction, but it 
was folly to say that the iron men had facili- 
ties for shipping their ore, Since the last 
meeting the Company had supplied them with 
cars—in fact had shoved their cars on as—but 
that was the effect of the proposition to build 
arival road, But no matter what were the 
facilities furnished by the Railway, Belleville 
can never give us facilities for shipping equal 
to what were to b» had at Weller’s Bay. 

Mr. Dingman, speaking of the Grand Junc- 
tion Railway, said they hai paid for a first 
class road, but had got nothing but a one-horse 
machine, He had voted for a tunnel through 
the mountain, but instead had got a snake- 
fence road around it.

Dr. Loomis, as one of the Committee, de- 
fended their action in framing the resolutions, 
which were not, as Mr. McMullen said, in 
the interest of the Grand Junotion Railway, 
butin the interest of the ple of Madoc, 
He referred to the proposed route of the new 
railway, and did not see wherein it would be 
such a benefit to Madoo as was advocated. 

Mr, Woop aaid Mr. MoMullen had spoken 
about the sophistry of his arguments. It was 
of very little concern to him whether Mr, 
Mcplullen would be pleased or not. Tho fact 
ia tho sophistry of the mattor could be traced 
to Mr, McMullen, and he had no right to im- 
puto improper motives to othors, No far as tho 
resolutions were concerned, he had not seen 
them until they were handed to him to day 
already prepared. He alluded tothe fact that 
Mr, McMullen was here to advocate his own 
personal interests. Wo wore all hero in our 
own interests. Capt. Mitcholl was hore as an 
iron man to look after his interests, and it 
was a slander for any man to eay that wo as 
citizens of Madoo did not value the intcrosts 
of the iron men. 

Mr. Croas viowod tho matter in a somowhat 
different light from that expressed by most 
of tho other speakers, He Was anxious to 
have two roads, The resolutions did not com- 
mit to anything excopt that Bollevillo could 
not afford facilities for shipping the oro from 
this region while Weller’s Bay would, 

Mr, O'Flynn, bofore submitting the resolu- 
tions, said at tho last meoting it had been 
said by somo of the iron men that two roads 
could not carry out tho ore which would be 

ot out from the mines of Madoo. Now wo 
ave the statement of a practical man that the 
prosent road could take out all the ore that 
would be developed. He roferred to the ad- 
vantages of Wellor’s Bay harbor, tho shorter 
route to market, and thought they should 
carefully consider any proposition which 
would advance the intoresta of this seotion of 
country.

Monnay, Feb. 21. 
The Prince Edward Railway Bill and 
others were read a third timo. 
Mr. Caldwell asked whethor the Govern- 
ment intended cancelling the grants to 
thoso railways not being actively prosecu- 


ted, or whore there was no reasonable pro- 
spect of coimpletion. 

Mr. Mowat said that the question was 
4 burning one and was still under consider- 
ation, 

In anawer to Mr. Boulter, who asked 
whether it was the intention to place tho 
township of Wollaston, Limerick, and 
Cashel, in Hastings, under the Free Grant 
and Homesteads Act, and in reply to Mr. 
Parkhill, if it was the intention to place 
any sum inthe Supplementary Estimates 
to help the county of Simcoe to pay for 
the administration of criminal justice in 
Muskoka and Parry Sound, 

Mr. Mowat said that these questions 
were also under consideration. : 

An interesting discussion took place on 
Mr. Ross’ motion to withdraw the special 
grant of $750 to Collegiate Institutes. He 
objected to the grant being made in such a 
way as to give more encouragement to the 
study of Latin than tothe study of other 
subjects. He would not discourage the 
study of classics, but he thought boys 
should not be forced into Latin,as they now 
are, in order to qualify High Schools to 
rank as Institutes. Hoe objected also to 
the grant being made dependent on the 
employment of male teachers and the at- 
tendance of male pupils. But his chief 
objection lay in the fact that, when tried 
by any proper test, some High Schools 
were doing better work thansome Collegiate 
Institutes, and in the injustice of a syetem 
which enabled the poorer schools to draw 
more money than those that were superior 
“ them both in appointments and in work 

one, 

Mr, Orooks admitted the injustice of the 
present system, and announced that the 
Government would take the subject into 
consideration, witha view to finding a 
remedy. Theclause in the School Bill 
providing that no more Institutes shall be 
created after the first of January next he 
described as a warning to the Institutes 
that some change should be made. 

Dr. McLaughlin expressed his satisfac- 
tion with the announcement made by the 
Minister of Education, and urged the 
necessity of making the High School course 
more flexible, especially in the matter of 
mathematics. 

Mr. Gibson, of Hamilton, was willing to 
accept part of the resolution, but could not 
see his way clear to withdrawing the grant 
at once. He thought thatin view of the 
work done by Collegiate Institutes in train- 
ing teachers they were entitled to special 
consideration. 

Mr. Morris favored the continuance of 
the grant, and Mr. Ross expressing himself 
well pleased with the announcement made 
by the Minister of Education, withdrew 
his motion. 

After two public Bills had been brought 
up for a second reading and withdrawn 
some time was spent on Government busi- 
ness, chiefly in consideration of the License 
Bill in Committee. 


Dominion Parliament 


THIRD SESSION—FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 


Monpay Feb, 15, 1881. 


After reutine business,during which sev- 
eral returns were laid upon the table, the 
Minister of Justice introduced a Bill to 
continue the Act respecting the adminis- 
tration of criminal justice in the disputed 
territory of north-western Algoma, and 
Mr. Blake introduced o Rill to secure fur- 
ther the independance of Parliament. 

On motion of Mr. White ( Hastings ) the 
bill to incorporate the Bay of Quinte Rail- 
way and Navigation Company was read a 
third time, 

Among other Ministerial statements was 
one by Sir. L. Tilley, in reply to a ques- 
tion by Mr. Blake, that there had been no 
negotiations Aravevand an alteration in the 
alternate land block system to the Pacific 
Railway Syndicate. 

Mr. Mackenzie,who appeared at this ses, 
sion of the House for the first time during 
a fortnight, moved for copies of correspon- 
dence respecting the Newfoundland trouble 
over tho alleged rights of the United States 
fishermen. Mr. Mackenzie spoke but briefly 
and his speech bore evident indications of 
his severe illness. This motion was adopt- 
ed, but a series of others respecting the 
Railways and Public Works Departments 
were allowed to stand,owing to the absence 
of the heads of these departments. ‘ 

Dr. Bergin moved for a return showing 
the revenue and expenditure on acgount 
of the weights and measures branch of the 
Inland Revenue Department, and in doing 
ao assailed the Act under which weights 
and measures were inspected. 

A protracted dobate ensued, during 
which Mr, White (Hastings) bore testi- 
mony to the great excollepoe and necessity 
of thelaw. It was in his knowledge that 
the law had been properly administered. 
In caso officers did not do their duty they 
should be removed. He was proud to say 
that in the Hastings, Prince Edward, and 
Petorboro’ districts no one had complained 
in this regard, sayo those who were robbing 
the public. 

Mr. Robertson (Hamilton) thought that 
there was still room for improvement in tho 
oarrying out of the Act. In Toronto chonp- 
er material in the manufacture of measures 
was allowed to be used than was the case in 
Hamilton, Again, it was a rule of the do- 
partmont that a package must be sold with 
its contents,and if a woman had a pail of 
borries to-soll aho had to sell the pail with 
the borrios. 

Mr. Bowell—Oh no, why should she have 
to do that? " 

Mr. Kobortson assured tho Minister of 
Oustoms that such was the caso, This was 
ono of Mr. Brunel’s rules, though ho bolioy- 
od it was repeatedly broken. 

Mr. Ross (Middlosex) said thoro was a 
groat retribution in the troublos which an- 
noyed tho Ministerial party now in rospoo! 
to this mattor. They wore always complain- 
ing of the inspection under the late Govern- 
ment, and now they wero sufforing from 
complainte themselves, Ho believed the 
whole trouble was caused by the appoint. 
mona of incompetent inspectors. Tho in- 
spoctor in his county was dismissed,and his 
successor toasted acalds by tilting thom with 
his finger. Ho also too roun with him a

porson called an ‘‘adjuster,” who charged ] 
high fees for adjusting the weights and 

scales. On one occasion the adjuster mado 

340 in two days. 

Mr. Bowell said the discussion would be 
good, as it would call dorelict inspectors to 
their sonses, Ho was surprised when tho 
hon. member for Hamilton (Mr, Robert- 
son) stated that n woman selling fruit was 
compelled by the regulations to sell also tho 
pail which contained the fruit, There was 
no such regulations, and if the inspector at 
Hamilton enforced such a regulation he 
grossly misunderstood hia dutica. Re- 
garding tho inspector whose dismissal the 
member for West Middlesex complained, 
of, ho might aay that that inspector was 
dismissed because, when in the northern 
part of the county, hecast into the lake 
weights which he found to be short. As to 
dismissals of the Weights and Measures in- 
spectors of the late Government, he could 
bay there had been no dismissals, 

Mr, Ross—Hear, hear. 

Mr. Bowell suid the hon. gentleman 
seemed to forget the action of the Ontario 
Government, cf which he was an employe. 
That Government passed laws which had 
the effect of dismissing offcers in order to 
put political friends into office. 

: vet Ross—But that does not alter the 
‘act, 

Mr. Bowell—It shows that the hon gen- 
tleman will approye of, when done by his 
own friends, that for which he blames hia 
oponents. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Ross—I may tell the hon, gentleman 
he is mistaken as to my relations with the 
Ontario Government. 

“Mr. Bewell—I am glad to hear it. 

Sir Leonard Tilley introduced a Bill 
founded upon a resolution of the House 
declaring the expediency of extending the 
uniform Dominion currency to Prince 
Edward’s Island and British Columbia. 

A resolution was next adopted granting 
the Government precedence for their basi- 
ness on Thursdays. 

Sir Leonard, in reply to inquiries by the 
leader of the Opposition, declared that Sir 
Charles l'upper’s Bill respecting the Con- 
solidated Railway Act would be introduced 
into the Senate to facilitate its passage. 
Mr. Blake thought such an important mea- 
sure should be first discussed in the Com- 
mons, 

The House adjourned at 10 o'clock.

The Madoc Raulway Meeting. 


Our readers will have learned from the 
proceedings at the Railway meeting in 
Madoc on Monday evening, two or three 
important facts. Ono is that the people 
will think twice before they impose upon 
themselves any additional burthens in the 
shape of bonuses to railways. While they 
are disposed to consider carefully any well- 
developed scheme to secure the advantages 
of additional railway facilities, they are 
sufliciently wide awake not to be caught by 
every gilded bait which speculators dangle 
bofore their eyes. It appeared to be Mr. 
MoMaullen’s idea that all he had to do was 
to set his scheme before a Madoc audience, 
and forthwith they would come down hand- 

somely with what he demanded. He sub- 
mitted his schome to a very large and intel- 
ligent audience, told his little story with 
drematio effect, pictured the advantages of 
a deep-water harbor at Weller's Bay, tried 
to convince the people that a circunitou, 
railway from Trenton up the valley of the 
Trent, out to Marmora, round to Malone, 
thence diverging south to Madoc, was an 
air-line railway, and innocently imagined 
he had gained the object of his mission.

_ But he was speedily convinced that the 


people were not to be caught with such 
chaff. 

Another important fact was demonstrat- 
ed at the meeting, and that was that the 
iron men of Madoc are satislied that the 
present railway can afford sufficient facili- 
tiesfor thetransportation of all the ore that 
will be got out of the mines for some time 
to come, and that the freight rates are 
reasonable and fair. 


Another fact was brought out,and which 
is set forth in the resolutions, viz. ,that the 
facilities for shipping ore at Belleville are 
altogetherinadequate,and in erder to obtain 
proper facilities and a more direct route to 
the shipping ports in the United States,the 
iron men of Madoc prefer going direct to 
Weller’s Bay. That there isa great deal 
to be said in favor of this proposition no 
one at all acquainted with the facts will 
deny. Bot on the other hand, it may be 
said if the facilities desired have not hither- 
to been furnished by the Grand Junction 
Railway, efforta are now being made to 
remedy the difficulty. The docks at the 
Grand Junction Railway are being enlarg- 
ed and extended, so as to accommodate 
vessels drawing fourteen fect of water. 
Shoots will be built so as to facili- 
tate the easy loading of vessels, and 
there is every peospect that on the open- 
ing of navigation every facility will be fur- 
nished hero for the speedy transhipment of 
ore, Amongst the other improvements to 
be gone on with, is the erection of a large 
elevator on the docks, which will be ready 
in time for the grain season of 1881. So 
that there is every prospect that the objec- 
tions advanced on this score will be entire- 
ly met upon the opening of navigation, and 
during the coming season. 

And with regard to the future. It may 
be put down as an assured fact that the 
construction of the Murray Oanal will be 
proceeded with without delay. An appro- 
priation of $25,000 towards the construc. 
tion of this canal has already been made 
by the Government, and there is no 
doubt that work will be commenced 
forthwith, and once commenced additional 
Sppropriations will be made, so that the 
Canal will be completed within a very 
short time. Once completed, our ore ves- 
sels will be in as good a position to carry 
the product of the mines to the United 
States markets as they would be at Weller'’s 
Bay. Itisssfetossy that the Murray 
Oanal if the work is gone on with at once 
—and we have every assurance that it will 
be—will be ready for vessels to pass 
through almost as soon as a railway could 
be built from Trenton to the mines, and 
therefore tho necessity for the proposed 
Trent Valley Railway would be obviated. 
It is said that $25,000 will not go very far 
towards the building of the Oanal, Grant- 
od, bat it is a beginning ; the Government 
has assumed its construction; they are 
committed to the undertaking, and if it be 
in the interest ofthe iron men and the 
general business of the country that the 
Canal should be constructed within a short- 
er period than the Government may have 
contemplated, we have no doubt tho present 
appropriation will be largely supplemented 
and the work more vigoroualy prosecuted, 

Itis a question worthy of consideration, 
not only by thosointerested in the iron 
mines, but by the municipalities interested 
in the construction of this Oanal, whether 
it would not be good policy to send a strong 
deputation to Ottawa, and urgé upon the 
Government to increase the appropriation 
for the Murray Canal to $100,000 or $150, -

The N. P. and Sugar. 


The statoments which Sir Loonard Tilley 
was onabled to make in his budget speoch 
in rogard to the otfect of the N. P, upon 
tho sugar refining industry were of tho 
moat gratifying charactor. He said that 
during the coming year the revenue deriv- 
od from sugar would bo greater than ever 
before, and that the rofining industry gave 
employment to 400 porsons in Montreal 
and caused the expenditure in Canada 
during the past year of $794,500 for freight, 
coal, barrels, cartage and wharfage, char- 
coal, interest, insurance, and other items 
of exponso, This is beyond doubt a vast 
benefit; but the Grits claim that the en- 
hanced cost of sugar to consumers ovor- 
balances it. Such is not the fact, as the 
Finance Minister was able to show that, 
whilst granulated sugar cost 25 cents more 
per 100 lbs, than if imported undor the old 
tariff, yellow sugar—the poor man’s sugar 
—costs from ldcts to 19cts per 100 Ibs. 
lees than under the old tarifl. This is one 
of the greatest triumphs which the protec- 
tive policy has won, but it is not the only 
one, as other lines of business have been 
just as favorably affected. Theso are facts 
which the people can appreciate, and when 
they contrast the results with the doleful 
prophecies of the Opposition, they will all 
the more congratulate themselves that in 
1878 they decided in favor of protection to 
home industries, and that the gentlemen 
who compose the administration have the 
ability to so frame the tariff as to produce 
such highly beneficial effects.

INSECITVOROUS BIRDS. 

A Billintroduced by Mr. Wood proposes 
to give power to fruit growers to shoot rob- 
ins and cherry birds on their own premises 
during the fruit season. This seems to us 


to be a dangerous power, and in any case 
the term “* fruit grower” ougkt to be clearly 
defined. Insectivorous birds are none too 
plentiful now, and to destroy them is poor 
policy when other efficient means of pro- 
tecting the fruit can be adopted. 


SELLING MINERALS, 


The law with regard to tho selling by 


Corporations of minerals found upon or 
under the roads is at present unsatisfactory 
in some regards, so Dr. Boultur has intro- 
duced a short Bill, the effect of which is to 
give Councils the power to lease, as well as 
to sell, minerals found on or under roads. 
The existing Act, as Dr, Boulter proposes 
to amend it, would read as follows : 


“The Corporation of any Township or Coun- 
ty, whereyer minerals are found, may sell or 
lease by public auction or otherwise, the right to 
take minerals found upon or under any 
over which said Roscanip or County may have 
jurisdiction, if considered expedient s0 to do. 

*No such sale or lease shall take place until 
after due notice of such intended it has 
been posted up in sixof the most public places 
in the immediate neighborhood of such road, for 
at least ono month previous to the time fixed for 
considering such By-law. 

** The deed of conveyance or lease. under said 
By-law, shall contain a proviso protecting the 
road for public travel, and preventing any of 
= ae rights from interfering with public 

‘avel.” 


TIMBER ON ROAD ALLOWANOES, 


An Act which Mr. Pardee has intro- 
duced on this subject is so important that 
We give its provisions entire.

‘Dominion Parliament, 
THIRD SESSION —FOURTH PARLIAMENT, 


Orrawa, Fob. 23, 1881. 

After routine business, on the motion of 
Mr, Desjardins this afternoon, for papers 
rogarding tho dismissal of the late warden 
of the St. Paul penitentiary a somowhat 
excited debate arose, notwithetanding that 
it was a mattor of factthat the discussion 
of the dismissal was not proper till the 
papers wero down, Mr, Desjardins acted 
as the friend of the ex-warden, in making 
the motion. Mr. Masson supported the 
warden, and made a rather strong spoech 
tending toward a condemnation of his dis- 
missal, Mr, Ouimet had said that the ex- 
warden had always had a strong friend in 
the Ministry, and this Mr, Masson took to 
mean forhimself. He admitted that he 
had befriended the warden, and the tenor 
of his speech wasthat his dismissal had 
been moved for on political grounds. Mr, 
Ouimet, who had preferred the charges, 
defended the act of dismissal and con- 
demned the warden. Mr. Blake, Mr. 
Huntington and others joined in the dis- 
cussion at some length. The case, as stat- 
ed by the Minister of Justice, is this. The 
ex-warden had been found up to a certain 
date to bea valuable officer, and after an 
investigation by Mr. Tache and Mr. Miall 
his management had been sustained. Sub- 
sequently, however, strong charges had 
been preferred by Mr. Ouimet and others. 
An investigation was ordered, which lasted 
some time, and as the Minister of Justice 
states and Hon. Mr. Langevin also states, 
the evidence left the Government nothing 
to do but to dismiss him, and he was dis- 
missed accordingly, The papers will come 
down speedily, and the facts can be made 
clear. It is obvious that a good deal of 
feeling exists in regard to this matter, the 
Quebec members being divided in. senti- 
ment respecting it. But it is also obvious 
that the Government are confident that the 
evidence will sustain their action in dis- 
missing the officer, It was reluctantly 
done, 28 is confessed, but none the less was 
it necessary to do it, 

Mr. Blake directed attention to the pro- 
tracted delay in declaring contested elec- 
tion petitions in Uanada as compared with 
England, and moved fora statement of the 
dates of proceedings under which the Can- 
adian Oontroverted Election Acts. 

After recess several private bills were ad- 
vanced a stage. 

Mr. Richey’s bill to prevent and punish 
wrongs to children was considered in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, but little progress 
was made, 

Mr. Bergin withdrew his bill to regulate 
the hours of labour in workshops, inills, 
and factories, on the Minister of Public 
Works stating that the Government during 
recess would issue a commission of inquiry 
inte the whole subject, with power to send 
for and examine witnesses, 

Sir Richard Cartwright moved the second 
reading bill for the better securing the in- 
dependence of Parliament, and for the pre- 
vention of corruption. Sir Richard éx- 
plained his bill and drew upon the history 
of Erio railway management for his mater- 
jals. He professed to be ‘‘ drawing a line” 
between the members of Parliament and 
the Syndicate, the former being, as he ne- 
cessarily suggested, open to corruption, 
and the latter, of course, equally ready to 
corrupt. 

The Minister of Public Works was 
prompt in reply. The invidious character 
of the measure was contemptnously point- 
ed out in afew words, and then the Min- 
ister, with proper dignity, refusing to dis- 
cuss so contemptible a measure, moyed the 
six months’ hoist, 

Some cross-firing took place between 
several members, when a division was 
called for, and the six months’ hoist was 
carried by the following vote:—Yeas, 91 ;

MANUFACTURE OF CHEFSE, 


Prof, Arnold was the next on the pro- 
gramme for the afternoon session, He took 
for his subject the manufacture and curing of 
cheese. He said this phase ‘‘curing cheese” 
generally referred to the changes which go 
on in the curd of milk after it has been press- 
ed, and by whioh the curd becomes cheese. 
Bat in fact these changes begin with the in- 
troduction ot rennetia the milk, for from 
that moment are started the-identical changes 
by which at a later date and after prolonged 
activity ripened cheese is developed. The 
nature of these changes have been a matter of 
mystery to the maker and to the chemist 
alike, and of much specolation, thus raising 
confusion, and Josses haye resulted in conse- 
quence. The theory which has been most 
commonly accepted is that the changes are 
produced by the influence of fermentation, or 
common yeast action, carried on by living 
yerms of a fangoid character and introduced 
into the milk through thefennett or fromthe 
air, and which by their growth and multi- 
plication in the milk and the eurd cause the 
changes which convert the milk into curd and 
the curd into ripeand rich chedse, Takin 
for granted that the euling of checse is carrie 
on by a fermentation similar to that in raising 
bread or distilling alchohol. the treatment of 
curd in manvfactorié# aid tho circumstances 
of curing are made to correspond with the al- 
loged fermentation, But somehow the results 
are not always so happy as they should be if 
the theory was correct. The disciples of the 
fermentation theory are. nevertheless numer- 
ous and lay great stress upon it, It is quite 
amusing sometimes to note with how mach 
precision cheese makers regulate the devel- 
opment of acid as an indication of fitness for 
pressing and curing, when the supposed test 
is no certain evidence either of the dogree of 
acid or even ot its presence, but the satisfac. 
tion is enjoyed of relying upon soute specified 
rules, though they are not known to have 
any real counection with the supposed re-

The Murray Canal. 


Oanada is bound ¢ 
things, and the latest triumph which th 
Dominion has achieved over the mother 
Jand is the production of the champion 
blockhead and ignoramus, Heretofore the 
editors of the London newspapers have 
borne the reputation of being more ignor- 
antas to Canadian affairs and the geogra- 
phy of our Dominion than any other civil- 
ized people, but they can no longer boast 
this unenviable distinction. The editor ot 
the Ottawa Free Press takes the flold 
against them, and distances his English 
competitors as casily as Hanlan disposod 

of the oaramen who were pitted against 
him. 

In order to show to our readers how the 
Ottawa organ of the Opposition has won 
its honors, we present a few extracts from 
tho astounding effurt of our contempurary 
which has at one bound, as it were, gained 
for it the championship in the line above 
referred to, Tho article in question in 
headed “‘A Sop to Cerberus,” and is con- 
tained in its issue of the 220d inst. Its 
opening sentences read as follows : 


For the last few Bars, men, who follow politi- 
cal movements, have been enquiring where the 
Murray Canal is situated, an what particular 
interest it was to sstisfy, and what was the re 
nirement which called it forth—its raison d'etre, 
he cause for this re ey, fn he 
the estimates contain the appropriation 
$5,000 for the Murray Canal. There has been 
no preliminary report; no local agitation; no 
movement of public opinion to lead to this ex- 
penditure, and the esoteric public are driven 
‘accordingly to their own means ofinvestivation. 


Ouc contemporary being one of ‘the 
esoteric public,” tried in vain, he says, to 
slake his burning thirst for knowledge as 
to the location of the Murray Canal by 
diligontly searching the report of the Min- 
ister of Railways and Canals, and Kings- 
ford on Canadian Oanala, but neither of 
those volumes contained what he wanted. 
He heard that an officer of the Department 
of Public Works had last year made a re- 
port; but as the report of that Department 
has not as yet been laid before the House, 
our critic confesses himeelf as being left 
without “data on which to speak.” Ordin- 
ary writers would not ‘“‘speak’’ without 
data, but here come in the attributes which 
have won for the scribe in question the title 
above awarded tohim, with the dunce’s 
cap, emblematic thereof. Persons whose 
mental acquirements are not beyond the 
common level of newspaper editors would 
have discovered that the appropriation was 
$25,000 not $5,000; they would have looked 
up the report of the Canal Commissioners, 
which was published in the Sessional 
Papers of 1871 (Vol. 4, sess. pap. 54); they 
would have consulted the files of the In- 
TEILIGENCER, and learned that the project 
was brought formally to the notice of the 
present Government by a meoting of repre- 
sentative men held in Belleville in Oc- 
tober, 1879; they would have learned 
the fact that Hon. Sir Charles Tupper and 
Hon. Mr. Bowell visited the site of the 
canal last year, and that in 1880 an able 
engineer of the Department madea thorough 
#xamination of the location. Thus they 
would have ascertained where this canal is 
situated ; that there had been a preliminary 
report ; that there had been “‘ a movement 
of public opinion leading to the expendi- 
ture”; and finally, have acquired all the 
knowledge that the Free Press profeases to 
have been hankering after. But the cham- 
pion has not followed methods so tame 
andcommon place. He has looked persist- 
ently where there was no information to be 
had; has succeeded in striking $20,000 oft 
the appropriation, and has in this wise 
in established a reputation at the expense 
of the Lendon editors, 

Having ‘no data on which to speak,” 
our contemporary nevertheless does speak, 
and that with no uncertain sound, his bray 
being very loud and prolonged. The first 
item of information which he imparts to 
his readers is that ‘* those who have visited 
the Bay of Quinte”—which he doubtiess 
never did—'' speak of its groat beauty.” 
‘Lhis is true, but we fear for the reputation 
of the scenery of our favorite sheet of water 
when bepraised by the Free Press, whose 
“‘data” are unfortunately reliable in this 
instance only. Then he goes on to air his 
knowledge as to the district by saying - 


‘There are four prosperous towns there; we 
beg pardon of the citizens of Belleyille, we should 
write, three towns and a city, for Belleville has 
lately obtained that distinction, having recently 


gained the coveted population of $10,000.”

ville has much interest in the matter, or that its 
commerce in that durection— that is to Oswego ins 
so extended as to claim a largo expenditure, 
Trenton, the only place interested, is close by 
the proposed site of the Murray Canal, It is 
described to us as ‘a pushing, jolly, little place, 

with about 3,000 souls, with a few schooners 
now trading by the waters of the Bay of Quinte, 
As to the through steamers over taking the Bay 
of Quinte between Montreal and ‘Toronto, we 
yresume no one will ever advocate tho theory. 
Thoy are mostly passenger steamers. There is 
no saving of distance, as aglance at the map 
will show, and the Bay of Quinte for 50 milos 
furnishes a tortuous and dificulé navigation, tm- 
perfectly lighted.

Our impression had hitherto 
been that the lake was some 50 miles dis- 
tant by the easterly route ; that this route 
was our natural communication with Os- 
wego; and that the Murray Canal, viewed 
from a local standpoint, was to afford an 
outlet for our trade in iron ore, which pro™ 
mises to be immerse, westward, and it will 
require some writer with the necessary data 
betore him to convince us to the contrary.

But it ig 
quite evident that the Free Press ought to 
read the replies to the questions addrersed 
by the Canal Commission to parties inter- 
ested and the answers thereto, in order to 
ascertain the objects to be attained by con- 
structing the canal. Nor can we agree 
with our contemporary that Trenton is in 
the County of Northumberland, spy more 
than we did with the Globe when it stated 
that Ameliasburg isin East Northumber- 
land. A reference to the Canadian Ga 
setter would supply the data required to 
show that Trenton is situated in the County 
of Hastings. 

But our readers have laughed long 
enough at this writer who “‘speaks without 
the necessary data.” His object—which is 
shared in by the Grit party in general—is 
to oppose the building of the Murray 
Canal; but such ‘‘criticism’—save the 
mark—of the action of the Goyernment, is 
productive only of an exhibition of gross 
and utterly inexcusable ignorance of the 
subject such as we have never seen equalled 
or even approached by any other writer on 
any subject. 

That the recent advocacy of the Murray 
Canal by some Grit journals was dictated 
by political exigencies, in view of the com- 
ing election in East Northumberiand, is 
plainly apparent.

scare, and prefer drawing intereat on them 
until the last day possible, It is generally 
understood in the street that certain bankers 
would either communicate with Sherman or 
go to Washington Jast night. Three pro- 
posals will be laid before him. One, that 
the department should deposit with certain 
national banks that have not retired their cir- 
culation, the money paid in on account of cir- 
culation to be withdrawn and take United 
States bonds as security. Such banks would 
be constituted Government depositaries. 
This plan was adopted during the 
floating of 4 per cent, bonds. Another 
plan is to purchase bonds for the 
sinking fund or any ~- denomination 
offered.

I now, sir, come to the estimates for the 
next fiscal year.

securing the establishment of that line 
(cheers). It may be said that under 
the present tariff in force in France, 
the amount of ‘business that may be 
transacted between the two countries will 
not be as extensive as it would be if more 
favorable trade relations existed between us, 
but the very fact that the French Govern- 
ment grants $100,000 to this line will bea 
declaration on its part that it is prepared to 
liberalise its trade relations with Canada, and 
Canada therefore will not be in a position to 
resist for a moment an application for a 
grant also ; we have theréfore asked $50,000 
for the purpose. Then, sir, there has been a 
growing difficulty in the Maritime Provinces 
with reference to the communication be. 
tween those provinces and Great Britain. At 
one time we had steamers calling 
once ®& month at the Port of 
St. John, and they were well patronized, 
but, sir, at the present day a new state of 
things has arisen. The people of the Ma- 
ritime Provinces for the past year or two 
have beén turning their attention to the ex- 
port of cattle and agricultural products and 
of fruit to Great Britain. and, from the fact 
that there was no line of steamers from the 
Maritime Provinces except from Halifax, and 
the steamers from that port were not exactly 
the kind to do ‘the business’ we required 
them to do, we were compelled to go to 
the city of Quebec and take the 
Steamers there, adding greatly to ‘the 
expense of the transport, and to 
the loss of the” people of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces who were shipping. Under these cir- 
cumstances, and considering the importance 
of the matter, the Government decided to 
ask Parliament to place at its disposal, for a 
fortnightly steamer ranning alternately from 
Halifax and St. John, the sum of $25,000. 
There has been a reduction in some other 
expenditures which makes the actual in- 
crease $56,140, I doubt not it will be 
sustained by the House and by the country 
(applause). On railways and canals the in- 
crease is $76,268. This is for repairs, 
which in many cases will be somewhat ex- 
tensive during the approaching year, and en- 
largements. There may be a question whether 
4 portion of this sum should not be added to 
capital, but it was considered best under all 
the circumstances to ask Parliament for that 
sum to be charged against income. The 
estimated post office expenditure is increased 
by $91,600, As will be seen by last. year’s

decrease of the imports and the decrease of 
the revenue, unless the money goes into the 
pockets of the refiners?’ I will endeavor to 
explain, and I will leave it to thé hon. gen- 
tlemen opposite to show if lam wrong, If 
there is. any fallacy in my statement; 1 
would like to have it exposed. We find that 
the value of the imports of 1878-79 
and the duties collected were increased from 
the very calise previously referred to, that is to 
say, from the large importation anda with. 
drawal of an enormous qnantity of sugar 
which took place during the’ period im- 
mediately before the new tariff came Into 
operation. We find, on looking over the 
imports of January, February and: March of 
1878, that we imported a little less than $1,-. 
000,000 worth of sugar, while in’ 1879, 
during the same period, we imported $2,- 
000,000 worth, and the result was» that 
we paid $226,000, that is the half of $450,- 
000 collected upon importations of 1878-79, 
which belonged to the next year, and we paid 
$500,000 for sugar that was consumed in the 
next year. If, therefore, you’will take halt 
of the extra duty received during the 
three months,and add it to the duty col- 
lected the following year, we have $2,261,- 
692, as against $2,329,582 of the previous 
year.

DAILY INTELLIGENCE 
MARINE AND FISHERIES, 


SYNOPSIS OF TILE ANNUAL 
PAX TMENTAL REPORT, 

Orrawa, Fob, 24.—Tho thirtoonth an- 
nual report of the Department of Marine 
and Fishorios, being foc the tiseal yoar ond 
ing June 30th, 1880, was prosented to 
Varliament to-day, 

THE LIGHTHOUSR SERVICR. 

From the Deputy Minister of Marine's 
roport it is learned that the usual supple 
mont will be issued this year, The total 
amount expended by this Department dur- 
ing the fiscal year was 800,402. At tho 
close of the calendar year thero were om- 
ployed 1,794 persons ih tho outside service 
of the Department, At tho ond of the cal 
endar yoar the total number of light ota 
tions in the Dominion was 452, and of 
lichta shown 651; of steam fog whistles and 
automatic fog horns, 29; of light keepers, 
enginoors of fog whistles, and other assis 
tants, with tho crows of tho lightehips,606 
During the yoar nite Additional light sta- 
tions were ostablishod in Manitoba, A 
lightabip had boon placed at the mouth of 
the Red River, In the Ontario Division 
at the close of navigation there were 149 
lights, 104 buoys, and 11 beacons, and 111 
lightkeopers were paid by the Dominion. 
A lighthouso will bo erected on Rod Rick, 
at the entrance to Parry Sound harbor, 
next spring, to replace that on Mink 
Island, ‘he repairs to the breakwater at 
the Nine Mile Point light station noar 
Kingston have been completed at a cost of 
$598, and those to the broakwater at Long 
Pointat $1,147. During the year now lip ht- 
houses have boon built and put in oper- 
ation as follows:—On Gereaux Island, 
Bying Inlet, a light visible twelve iniles 
seaward, ou the shore near Loamington 
pier, Essex, cost 8794. During tho coming 
soason a lighthouse is to be built at South 
Bay Point, Prince Edward county; an- 
other on Strawberry Island, near Little 
Current, Great Manitoulin Island; auother 
at Port Stanley; sanothor on Oolchostor 
Reef, Essex, besides repairs to existing

lighe stations. The oil for uso in hyht 
houses, excepting those in British Oolum- 
bia, was supplied under contract by the 
Union Petroleum Works, London, Alto- 
gether 108,191 gallons were supplied. The 
contract has expired, and tenders are 60 
licited. 
DOMINION STEAMERS. 

No addition was made to the Dominion 
steamers during the yoar, and the only no- 
ticeable feature of their doinys is that the 
Newfield was despatched to England and 
brought out the submarine cables for the 
Signal Service, and successfully lasd them, 
as already made known to the public, Tho 
cost of maintaining these vessels was -Va- 
poleon ITT, $26,996 £ Druid, $22,331 ; 
Newfield, $21,784; Glendon, $10,837 ; 
Northern Light, 314,426 ; and Sir Janes 
Douglass, $9,733 ; total, $106,056. ‘The 
earnings of the Northern Light in winter 
wore $4,282. 

OFFICERS, SEAMEN, &0, 


The Harbor Police service at Montreal 
and Quebec cost $35,255, and the dues col- 
lected amounted to only $21,510. The 
police experience much trouble in supress- 
ing crimping and tracing deserters at Que- 
bec. When all the devices which ingenu- 
ity could devise at hiding in houses had 
failed, the deserters were placed in secresy 
onthe Plains of Abraham and the sur- 
rounding country. The receipts for the 
Sick and Distressed Marine Fund amount- 
ed to $42,523, or $4,753 in excess of the 
preceding year, while the total expendi- 
ture was $55,031, from which $12,870 
should bededucted for maintaining resi 
dents and emigrants in the Marine Hos- 
pitalat Quebec, Under the Improvement 
of Harbors Act $1,091 were collected, and 
$840 expended. Under the Steamboat In- 
spection Law $15,424 were collected and 
$11,854expended. During the calendar 
year 1,264 certificates to engineers, 101 
more than in the previous year, were issued 
The certificates were: —First, second and 
third-class engineors, 424; first, second and 
third-class assistent engineers, 601; first, 
Uoaited and confined to special steamers, 

CANADA'S FLEET. 


During the calendar year 65 new steam- 
ers, 6,325 tons gross tonnage, and 4,228 
tons register, were added to the list,and 36 
steamers, 4.999 tons gross tonnage, and 
3,318 tons register, lost or put out of ser- 
Vice, showing a gain in steamers of 29, and 
1,326 tons gross tonnage and 910 tons 
register. The total number of steamboats 
in the Dominion is 797, haying a gross 
tonnage of 158,862 tons and 97,552 tons 
register Of this nuinber 327 belong tothe 
Ontario division. The number of certifi- 
cates granted to masters and mates steadily 
increases. Tho section devoted to

isa sad one. During the calendar year the 
casualties number 335, representing a ton- 
nage of 189,042 tons register, and $5,078,- 
816 loss. | Sixty-four lives were lost in Oa- 
nadian waters, and 110 in waters not of 
Canada; total 174. On the inland waters 
49 disasters alone occurred. The amount 
of loss is estimated at $192,030, and the 
lives reported lost 49, By the foundering 
of the wooden steamer Simcoe, off Provi- 
dence Bay, Manitoulin Island, twelve lives 
were lost. The Norway, of Kingston, was 
lost on Duck Island, Lake Ontario, and 9 
lives loat. The Belle Sheridan, of Toronto, 
foundered en route to Oswego, and six lives 
were lost, These are the principal local 
disasters. 
THE FISHERIES. 


According to the fisheries atatements the 
expenditure nnder this head amounted to 
$86,162, the collections to $19,423, the 
nomber of licenses iasued to 4,334. The 
number of fishery officers employed in the 
outside service is9,549. On fish culture 
alone $29,134 was expended during the 
year, of which $2,431 was at Newcastle, 
Unt,, and $2,869 at Sandwich. During the 
last spring there was distributed from the 
Newcastle hatchery 230,000 salmon, 60,- 
000 Oslifornia salmon, 830,000 salmon 
trout, 30,000 speckled trout, and 800,000 
white fish. Lakes Ontario, Simcoe, and 
Oouchichiug swallow up most of these. 
From the Sandwich hatchery 13,500,000 
fry wore distributed. The total distribu- 
tion from all the hatcheries was 21,520,000 
fry. Last autumn a total of 26,212,000 
vivified were deposited in the hatching 
troughs of the various establishments. 


THE METEROLOGICAL BRANCH. 


of the Department issued during the year 
889 warnings, 177 in excess of the preced- 
ing year. Of these warnings the high per- 
centage of 82.0 were verified. Four hun- 
dred and ninety-fonr warnings were issued 
to lake stations alone. Mr. Carpmeal, the 
Superintendent, states that he has been 
requested by the International Polar Com- 
mission to endeavor to obtain tho co- 
operation of Canada in a scheme for circl- 
ing the North Pole with posts of observa- 
tion for one year, commencing in the fall of 
1882, These observations have for their 
object the acquiring of more definite know- 
ledge as tothe moyemonts of atmospherci 
disturbances from the polar regions, so as 
to bo better able to trace thu effect of 
changes in the weather occurring in lower 
latitudes where they are referable to 
atmospheric conditions in regions unex- 
plored. At the same time observations will 

be taken of the magnetic elements to in- 

Crease our knowledge of magnetic science, 

and if possible to find a link between 

meteorological and magnotic phenomena.
